Ewel| ‘fudges, has not only occafioned the fpee- 

dy Publication of this Treatife of Medi- 

| =i cies, but encouraged us to lengthen it 
any out, fomewhat beyond what it was at 

firft intended. | i * 

We were unwilling to incumber that Book, which was 
defigned as an Inftitution and Guide to the Knowledge of 
Difeafes, and their Method of Cure, with any thing that 
might be an Hindrance to the Readers Progrefs therein, 
otherwife a great deal might have been crowded into it 
concerning Medicaments; but we judged it much more to 
the purpofe, as any one will find upon a ferious Perufal, 

to infert nothing there, but a fufficient Number of fit 
Examples [uited to the feveral Intentions of Cure, with- 
out falling into fuch Digreffions as muft have drawn the 
Mind from that, which was its proper Objet, into the 
Confideration of fomething elfe. : 
- And we were the rather encouraged to purfue this Me- 
thod, becaufe the Want of fuch an OEconomy had led 
fome of cur beft Authors into innumerable Inconveuiencies, 
who, by endeavouring to make their Books complete Sy- 
. ftems, have not only rendred them much more perplexed, 
than otherwife they weuld have been, but fo tedious in ma- 
ny Places, that they are enough to deter any unaccuftomed 
Reader from the leaft Perufal of them: For what can 
be more prepofierous, or contrary to good Method, than 
to interrupt the Series of a Cure with long Difcourfes 
concerning Medicines? or to filup while Pages with Cry 
michal Procefles, which ought rather to have been the Bu- 
finefs of another Treatife. in 


The PREFACE 
‘As the Materia Medica of itfelf makes up a com- 
plete Branch of Phyfick, it has therefore been confidered 
by the beft Authors, deftintt from other Branches there- . 
of, as the only Way to avoid Confufion, and the proper- 
eft Means to arrive at a competent Skill in the Kunov- 
ledge of Medivines ; and therefore, fince thofe to whom 
we owe the moft ufeful Difcoveries of their Virtues and 
~ Operations, have conftantly followed this Method. We 
do not fee, why the fame Regularity ought not to be ftue 
Ley Juch as lay down Inftruttions for the Cure of 
Hor Jes. a 
. But tho? thefe Reafons were alone fufficient to juftify 
our prefent. Undertaking, yet there ave others of no lefs 
Confequence, that have encouraged us to it, namely, the 
great Improvements that have been made in that Branch 
of Science; for as we are indebted to the laft Age for 
_ many ufeful Difcoveries in the Animal OEconomy, — 
and the Difeafes to which it is obnoxious, fo we are no 
le{s beholden to fome late Inquiries, for amore perfeét Jn- 
fight into the Virtues, Properties, and Operations of Me- 
dicine, than to all the preceeding Times, whereby many 
things, formerly of great account, are now defervedly laid 
afide as.ufelefs ; and thofe only ave efteemed in Practice, 
that afford us fome Tokens of their Virtue and Efficacy. 
But if we were yet further to confider the many IJu- 
ftances, wherein all our Authors have erred, or been de- 
jective iz what relates to Medicines, it would plainly ap- 
pear, that fuch a Treatife, as we now cffer to the Publick, 
as very much wanting; for as moft of the Medicines 
which are adminiftred to Horfes, have originally been ta- 
ken from Books of Phyfick, by Perfons but little acquaint- 
ed with that ftudy; fo they have neither made a judi-— 
cious Choice, inthe vaft Number they have recommended 
tothe Publick, many of them being altogether needlefs 
and infignificant ; nor have they affigned the proper Do- 
Ses, or laid dowi the neceffary Cautions in adminiftring 
thofe, from which we might expett any tolerable Efficacy. 
fa this loft Refpeét, the bef Authors have even bee 
blameable in many Circumftawces, but with Regard to 


the

the Dofes all have greatly erred; and, for want of a. 

true Knowledge of the things they adminiffer, the Dofes 
of fome are infinitely fmall, where the Ingredients confift 
of Herbs, and.other Vegetables that differ but little frim 
their common Food, and may therefore be given at difcre=- 
tion; whereas, on the other hand, the moft powerful Al- 
teratives are fometimes prefcribed in over great Quanti- 
ties, tho’ the Accidents arifing from thence are generally 
attributed to fome other Caufe; and thefe Miftakes have 
vun thro all their Powders, Balls and Drenches, ex- 
cepting thofe that are purgative, and work by a fenfible 
Operation, where inthe main they can hardly err, after 
the Experience of fo many Ages, unlefs it be thro’ their 

- own Rajfhnefs and Folly. 
But nothing is more ufual, both in the Books and Pra- 
— Ghice of Farviers, than the mixing Drugs of different and 
oppofite Qualities in Compofitions, that are only defigned 
to anfwer in fome fingle Intention; and many are fo inju- 
dicioufly put together, that the oue cannot fail of deftroy- 
ing the Efficacy of the other, and fome ave fo ftrangely 
contrived, that it is impoffible to unite them into any 
Form, which is not only troublefome to the Maker, but in 
many Cafes deprived them of that Efficacy, which other= 
wife they might have, if they were compounded according 
to Art. | 
To thefe might be added divers other Circumftances, 
wherein the Farriers Prattice is defettive in what relates 
to Medicines, from which it would alfo appear, that none 
of the Methods hitherto taken, have been fufficient to put 
at upon a better Footing ; and this is uot my bare Opinion 
only, but of feveral others, particularly Blundevill, whofe 
Fudgment was, that the Medicines ought to be confidred 
apart, and fays, .they would imploy ano {mall Volume to 
be undertaken by fome other Hand, if not by himfelf: 
Andit is indeed fomewhat odd, that among all the Books - 
that have been compiled for the Inftruction of Farviers, no - 
one has been hitherto thought of, to render that Branch of 
their Profeffion more eafy and ufeful , but moft of their 
Writers have aimed at complete Syftems, or elfe.bave 
| “AS cael been 
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- been. only bare Publifhers of Receipts ; fo that both the one, 
and the other, have deprived us of that Benefit we might 
have expected, had a more regular Method been taken. | 
And therefore, confidering al] thefe Reafows, we could not 
fully difiharge our good Intentions to the Publick, by what 
ave had already done towards the Advancement of the Far- 
riers Art, until we had alfo beftowed fome pains on a Trea= 
rife of Medicines, wholly fuited to the Prattice of Farriers ; 
and as we have good reafon to believe our other Performance 
will be a Benefit, to-thofe who are unacquainted with the 
Animal OEconomy, fo we doubt not but this will have the . 
like Effect, as it teaches the true Knowledge of thofeé things, 
that are the Inftruments made ufe of to reftore Health. 

As to the Order and Method, we chofé that of a Difpen- 
fatory, becanfe it is the moft extenfive, and the beft fnited 
to thofe who have not the Leifure or Ability to read many 
Books. It is divided into three Parts.. In the Firlts is an 
Account of the Medicinal Simples, Vegetable, Animal and 
Mineral, wherein we have followed the Example of the beft 
modern Authors, not only in rejecting thofe that are ufelefi, 
and of no account, but alfo in having afcribed no other Qua- 
lities to any of them, without giving them a Title to the Cure 
of all Difeajes, as is common in many Books, which ferve 
only to lead the Unlearned into a deal of Confufion, it being 
by this means impoffible for them to diftiuguifh in which Cafes 
they are the moft proper. ‘Ihe Saiciid Part, contains the 
_ moft ufeful and (imple Preparations of all thofe things, whe 
ther Chymical or Galenical, in which plain Inftrattians are 
_ given for making feveral of the latter without much Charge 
or Difficulty. And tbe Third, all thofe Compofitions that 
ave judged the moft ufeful, and the beft {uited to the Difea- 
fes of Horfes, wherein are great Number, beth of our own, 
and fuch as were communicated by the beft Hands, never be=- 
fore publifbed, as alfo thofe from the bef Authors, fuch as 
Solley‘ell, Ruini, avd Blundevill, and fome, have like 
wife been gleaned from the Writers of lefs Note: All which 
ave ranked under their feveral Denominations of Powders, 
Balls, Drinks, Ointments, Charges, ¢c. Only, with 
re/pect to thefe Authors, we have made fame Alterations and

as was neceffary : But in all Cafes, where this Liberty has

. that the Prattitioner might be fully fatisfied of the Reafans of 
| fich Alteration.» a 
We have been no lefs careful throughout the whole, to 
guard againft all fuch Errors and Defetls, as have been al- 
ready hinted at, by explaining every Medicine, whether fm= 
ple.or compound, fo far as is needful to the right Admini- 
_ ftration thereof, having alfo laid down the neceffary Cautions, 
awith. a particular Obférvation on all fach Symptoms as rem 
quire a Change or Alteration: Neither have we been lef 
folicitous in what relates to the Mixing and Compounding 
of all fuch Medicines, as require a more than ordinary Art, 
to bring them into their due Form and Confiftence, efpe- 
cially where that ‘contributes to their Succe/s, as in the Cafe 
of many outward Applications. 

All the wioft-nfual Terms and. Operations, both in the | 
.Chymical avd Galenical Pharmacy, are here alfo explaiu- 
ed; and likewife. the Terms and Denominations affigned to 
Medicines, as Alteratives, Evacuators and Reftoratives, 
with the ufnal. Terms included under thefe, and many other 
things, which make Studies of this kind irkfome to Be- 
QiNUeT Se : | , av 

And becanfe a,particular Regard ought to. be had to 
the Price of all fuch Medicines, as are accommadatod to 
the Prattice of Farriers, a due Exatine/s has alfo been obfer- 
ved in that refpect; having conftantly taken notice of thofe 

Compofitions of our pwn, or any other Writer, that might 
be too expenfive for ordinary Horfes; and for that Rea= 
fon we have abwvays annexed: thofe of {mall Value, which 
come the neareft to anfwer in the fame Intentions, fo that 
the Prattitioner cannot be at a Lofs on any account, ha- 
ving the Opportunity to chufe fuch as are the moff fuitable 
to every Occafion : And if fome few Chymical Proceffes, 
and other elaborate Medicines, have alfo taken place among 
the more fimple and eafy Compofitions, it is what could not 
a yy” i well 
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_ pwell be avoided in a Treatife of this kind; without making 
_ it defetlive, feveral of the capital Medicines being often 
times necefjarily preferibed in the Difeafes. of Horfés, and 
‘this Fruit will, at leaft, be reaped from it; That thofé who 
have not the Time and Conveniency to make them, 
hereby get {uch an Acquaintance with them, as to ufe them 
ovith the more Safety and Certainty, in all the Circumftan- 
ces that require them. 

And laftly, for the Prattitioner’s Eaje and Conveniency, 
we have annexed two Alphabetical Tables, the one refers 
ring to all Aaatters and Things coutained in the Book ; and 
the other of the Names of Diféafes, pointing to the Reme- 
dies proper for each: And there is alfo this further Bene» 
fit from our Method, that the Reader will find the. iviedé- 
cines of the fame Intention conflantly ranged together under 
their proper Forms, without turmng back to the Index, 
which will fave a great deal of Time and Trouble ; fo that 
sve believe nothing material has been omitted, that could be 
contained in the Compafs of fo fimall a Volume.

Of VEGETABLES. 


NDER this Sefion aré 
U contained Roots, Herbs, 
Leaves, Flowers, Seeds, Fruits, 
~ Gams, arid harden’d Juices, na- 
tural Balfams, W oods, and Barks. 
But before we proceed to their 
particular Defcription, we thall 
_, premife fome few general Hints 
concerning their gathering and 
keeping. : 

And firft, as to Roots. .Thefe 
are beft taken up in the Begin- 
ning of the Spring, before the 
Leaves fhoot forth, 

Herbs are at their beft when 
they begin to flower, and fhould 
be gather’d when there is neither 
Rain or Dew upon them, and 
ought to be dried in the Shade. 
Some may be kept much longer 
than others, but whenever any 
of them begin to lofe their frefh 
Colour, they are then no better 
than ill-got Hay; and fhould 
therefore be rejected as ufelefs. 
Moft Herbs yield more of their 
Virtues in Deco@ion and Diftil- 
Jation when dry, than when they 
are frefh gathered, becaufe the 
phlegmatick Parts which intangle 
thetr medicinal Virtues are eva- 
. porated by drying.

Flowers and Seeds -fhould in like 
Manner be gathered when there 
is neither Rain nor Dew upon 
them; but as Herbs are dried beft 
in the Shade, thefe ought always 
to be fpread out, and dried in the 
Sun, for the quicker they dry, the 
better they preferve their Scent 
and Colour. They ought always 
to be kept ina dry Place, arid if 
they feem to grow dampifh, they 
muft again be laid in the Sun. 
Thefe alfo lofe their Virtues, 
with their Scent and Colour, . 

Moft Fruits are beft when they 
are full ripe, but thofe whofe 
Efficacy depends on the Rough- 
nefs of their Juices, as Sloes,Quin- 
ces, exc. are chiefly of Ufe before 
they are quite ripe. a ie 

Woods and Barks fhould alfo be 
carefully dried, and afterwards 
kept in a dry Place. ;Thefe may 


‘be preferved good a confiderable 


Time; but the frefher they are 
the more efficacious, 

Gums and hardened Suices are © 
moft of them a foreign Produd, 
and may be kept a confiderable 
Time, .Thofe are the beft and 
fitteft for Ufe that have the leaft 
Mixture and Dsofs..

ed by heétick and confumptive Dif- 
orders, The beft Way of ufing 
it is in Powder, or made into 
Balls; as fhall be fhewn in its 
proper Place.

Thyme, This is prefcribed in 
fome Books of Horfemanhhip, as 
a Cordial Herb, bur it can do no 
great Feats by itfelf.

Galls, Thefe are rough and 
aftringent, and therefore enter 
into the Compofition of fome 
ftrengthening Plaiftersy their 
Powder is alfo ufed as an Aftrin- 
gent in fome Ointments, | 

Gourd, See the Seed. | 

Hips, Thefe are the Fruit of 
the comnion Briar; when made 
into a Conferve, they may be 
kept all the Year, and they are 
an excellent Balfamick, and of 
gteat Service in all. Diforders of 
the Breaft ; and may therefore 
be very properly worked up, 
among other fuitable Ingredi- 
ents, into pectoral Balls. 

Gujebs, Thefe are pretty much 
of the Nature of Figs, but drier, 


and are ufed in moft of the fame 


Intentions. 
Fumper-Berries, They are very 
deferyedly in Efteem, both for 
C..2 Man 
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Man and Beaft ; they have many 
Virtues affigned to them; but 
their chief confifts in deterging 
and cleanfing the Vi/cera ; where- 
fore they are fingularly good in 
the Yellows, and all Obftrutions 
of the Liver, Spleen, and Mefen- 
tery ; and by Reafon they have,in 
common with all the other Ever- 
greens, much of the Turpentine 
Kind in them, they alfo fcour the 
Kidnies, and urinary Paffages, 
and, by their Warmth, are very 
ferviceable in all Diforders pro- 
ceeding from Wind, and Flatu- 
lency in the Bowels. 

Laurel or Bay-Berries, Thefe are 
ferviceable in all Cafes proceed- 
ing from Wind, and, by their dif- 
fufive Warmth, they ftrengthen 
both the Stomach and Guts ; they 
likewife contribute very much to 
the promoting of Urine, and out- 
wardly they are of Ufe in difcu- 
tient Applications. 

- Lemon, This is a Fruit known 
by all. Its Juice has an agreeable 
Roughnefs.in it, whereby it be- 
‘comes of Service in all Diforders 
of the Stomach, caufed by an 
_over Relaxation of its Fibres; it 
may be conveniently made up 
into Armans, and fuch other 
Compofitions as are devifed to 
promote a good Appetite. 

Melons, Thefe have the fame 
Virtues and Properties as the 
Cucumber, ‘See Cucumber. 

Myrtle-Berries, Thefe are rough » 
and aftringent, and therefore 
proper in all Hemorrhages and 
Loofeneffes : they are alfo of 
Ufe in ftrengthening Plaifters, 

Nutmegs, Thefe are very ufe- 
ful in all nervous Obftructions, 
being great Comforters, both of 
the Head and Stomach; they 
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powerfully expel Wind, and pros 
mote Urine: they are likewife 
of Ufe in feveral Intentions oute 
wardly. 

Oranges, Thefe are clafs'd with 
the Lemons and Citrons, only, 
that the fweet Orange is fitter 
for Food, and the bitter has fome- 
what exceeding agreeable to the 
Stomach beyond the other, but 
not altogether fo aftringent as the 
Lemon and Citron: they may all 
of them be put to the fame Ufe, 
viz, to moiften an Arman Pafte, 
for removing that Naufeum and 
Loathing of Food, which is very 
often obfervable in Horfes. 

Pepper, The black is the true 
genuine Pepper, for the white is 
only {moothed and whitened in 
Holland, and impofed on us as a 
different Kind, It is ufeful in 
moft Diforders of the Head and 
Stomach, and in all Crudities, 
and Flatulencies of the Bowels s 
the long Pepper is endowed 
with the fame Virtues, but, not 
in fo eminent a Degree as the 
common Pepper, | 

Pimento, or Famaica-Pepper, it 
is alfo very much known by the 
Name of All Spice, as it has a 
very great Variety, both in its 
Tafte and Flavour, whereby ie 
refembles moft Spices. It is very 
grateful to the Stomach, comforts 
the Bowels, and is of Service in 
moft Diforders of the Nerves. 

Pomegranates, This is prefcribed _ 
by Italian and French Authors, — 
but their Scarcity here obliges us 
to fubftitute other Things in their 
Room: they are cooling, and 
very aftringent, their Virtues 
coming near thofe of the Quince, — 
See the Bark, . 

Poppies, Of thefe there are two ©

Fruits, &e. 
Sorts which grow in our Gardens, 
_ viz. the Black and the White: 
they abound witha gummy Juice, 
which may be extradted into an 
Opium ; their chief Virtues con- 
fift in their narcotick Quality, 
whereby they eafily induce Slee- 
pinefs; and indeed Reft and 
Quiet is chiefly aimed at by all 
fuch Remedies, as that not only 
gives Relief in all diforderly Mo- 
tions in the Spirits, but alfo in 
their Languors. For the fame 
Reafon they become exceeding 
ufeful in all tormenting Pains ; 
efpecially in the Bowels, and are 
therefore profitable in that In- 
tention, not only in Decoction 
for Drinks, but likewife in Clyf- 
ters, and as all fuch Things are 
apt to promote a Breathing thro’ 
the Pores ; they alfo give a very 
effectual Check to Hemorrhages 
and Loofeneffes, by diverting and 
turning the Humours another 
‘Way. - 
_ Prunes, Thefe are cooling, and 
gently laxative, 
_  Quinces,, Thefe ripen at the 
latter End of Summer ; they are 
Rey rough, and aftringent, 
rengthen the Stomach, and con- 
tribure to ftopFluxes of all Kinds, 
~The Syrup made of their Juice is 
gratefully cooling, and very pro- 
per to fweeten feveral Kinds of 
Drinks in Fevers, ec. 2 

Raifins of the Sun, Thefe are 

a dried Grape; they are deter- 
five and cleanfing, and are 
therefore ufeful in all Foulneffes 
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in the Lungs, occafioned by 
tough mucilaginous Phlegm ; they 
alfo cool, and relax the Bowels, 
and promote the Difcharges by | 
Urine. 

Malaga-Raifins,Thefe aremore 
balfamick than the Raifins of the 
Sun, and therefore more {uitable 
where the Conftitution is wafted, 
and ftands in Need of Repairs. 

Sebeftians, Thefe are in the 
Prefcriptions of fome foreign 
Marefchals, but they are feldom 
made Ufe of in this Kingdom to 
Horfes. They are brought from 


Syria and Egypt, and reckoned 


cleanfing, and are made Ufe of 
in the fame Intentions as Figs. 
Sloes, Thefe are commended 
for their Roughnefs andAutfterity, 
and are therefore ferviceable in 
all Foulnefles proceeding from 
an over-great Relaxation in the 
Bowels ; they fhould therefore be 
gathered before they are full ripe. 
The Way of ufing them is by 
making their Juice into a Syrup, 
which may be made a very pro- 
per Liquid to mix with other 
aftringent Ingredients, but when- 
ever thefe rough Jutces are given 
in any Form, there ought always 
to be other hot Ingredients along 
with them as Correctives, 
Tamarinds, Thefe are the Fruit 
of an Indian Palm-Tree ; they 
are gratefully cooling, and mo- 
derately relax the Bowels, 
Walnuts, Thefe have much the 
fame Virtues as the fweet Al- ~ 
monds above defcribed,

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NNISEED,Thefe are chiefly 
A ufeful to comfort the Bow- 
els, and expel Wind, and are 
often exhibited as Correétors in 
purging Medicines. | 
Barley, It is very cleanfing, 
and at the fame Time foft and 
emollient, whereby it blunts the 
Acrimony and Sharpnefs of tick- 
ling Rhetms; it is alfo cooling, 
and therefore proper for all hec- 
tive and broken-winded Horfes, 
when boiled in their Water with 
‘Liquorice: It is likewife com: 
fortable to the Bowels, and upon 


that Account it becomes fervice- 


able in all Cholick Diforders, 
Baftard Saffron, or Carthamus- 
Seed, They are faid to purge vifcid 
and watery Humours, ez, 
Beans, Thefe make a confide- 
rable Part of a Horfe’s Food, and 
are the moft nourifhing Grain 
they eat: they agree beft with 
Horfes that are clean, and free 
, from Humours, and have Exer- 
eife, for when it is. otherwife, 


that a Horfe is foul, a Diet of 
Oats is preferable, as thefe are © 


more deterfive and cleanfing, 
' but neither is proper without the 
neceflary Reftri€tions, The Bean- 
Flower is very often ufed out- 
wardly in Cataplafms, and to 
good Purpofe, — ae 

Carraways, Thefe have the 
fame Virtues with the Avnifeeds, 
see Anmfeeds P 4 
' Cardamums, Thefe are alfo 
of the fame Virtue and Efficacy. 

Carduus, Thefe are a proper 
Ingredient in all fuch Balls, or 
other Compofitions, as are ex- 
hibited to ftrengthen and corro- 
borate the Stomach, 


Carrot, The Seed of the wild 
Carrot is ufed in the fame Inten- 
tions as the Annifeeds and Car- 
raways. ; 

Carthamus. See Baftard-Saffron. 

Citruls, Thefe are emollient and 
foftening, and take Place among 
the greater cold Seeds ; they are 
good in all Diforders from fharp 
and cholerick Humours; they 
likewife abate the Heat and Acri- 
mony of the Urine. 

Coriander, Thefe are clafled 
with the Annifeeds, exc. and are 
ufed in the fame Intentions. 

Crefs-Seeds, Thefe are deterfive 
and cleanfing, and ufeful in all 
grofs and foul Habits. 

Cummin-Seeds, Thefe are alfo 
clafled with the Coriander, Annis, 
and other Carminative Seeds, 
and ufed in the fame Intentions. 

Cucumber, Thefe have the fame 
Virtues as the Citruls, and are 
ufed in the fame Intentions, 

Dill, They are claffed with the * 
Annifeeds, Carraways, and other 
Carminatives, See Annifeeds. 

Fennel, Thefe come alfo under 
the fame Rank. . . 

Fenigreek, Thefe are very much 
ufed to Horfes, and feem toa 
agree very well with their ro- 
buft Conftitutions ; they abound 
with a mucilaginous Juice, where- 
by they foften and heal inward 
Sores, and are very ferviceable in 
all broken-winded confumptive 
Cafes; and, for that Purpofe, they 
have a Place in Markham’s Balls, 
and many other Compofitions of 
the fame Nature. Outwardly 
they are not only much ufed, but 
very ferviceable in difeufling, 

. ripening,

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ripening, and digefting Tumors, 

and their Decoétion is no lefs 

ufeful in emollient Clyfters. 

Grains of Paradife, See Carda- 
MUMS. 

Gromwell, Thefe are powerful 
Diureticks, and force very much 
by the urinary Paflages, and 
therefore are given with good 
Succefs in all Stoppages in thofe 
Parts. . 

Hemp-Seed, Thefe are by fome 
given to fatten Horfes; and 
Markham {ays, they are hot, and 

drive away all Colds: But they 
are commonly claffled among the 
Coolers. 
Linfeed, Thefe are foft and 
emollient, and greatly abound 
with a fine Mucilage, which 
‘blunts and fheathes the Afperity 
of the Juices; and though it do 
not always agree with fome par- 
ticular Conftitutions of Men and 
Women, yet it has always been 
found of the greateft Efficacy, 
with Refpe& to Horfes, in all 
Colds, and other Difeafes affea- 
ing the Lungs, and other Parts: 
they are no lefs ferviceable in 
Cholicks, and Diforders of the 
-Kidnies, and urinary Paflages. 
The Oil has the fame Effect ; 
they are alfo of the greateft Ser- 
vice outwardly, in emollient and 
tipening Cataplafms, cz. 
. Muftard, This is of excellent 
Ufe in all Diforders arifing from 
too much Humidity ; it ftrength- 
ens the Stomach, deftroys thofe 
Vifcidities which occafion ner- 
vous Diforders, and which bring 
on the Vertigo and Staggers, and 
other Difeafes of the Head : It is 
alfo very ferviceable in Diforders 
of the Lungs, in Dropfies, and 
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all Obftru@tions in the urinary 
Paflages ; and, applied outwardly, 
removes aching Pains in the ner- 
vous and fenfible Parts, cc. | 

Oats, Thefe are a moft excel- 
lent Part of a Horfe’s Food, 
efpecially as as they are fome- 
what deterfive and cleanfing ; the 
older they are, the better for 
Nourifhment, if fo be they are 


‘not mufty; but, when they are 


not new, they are apt to caufe 


Surfeits, and other Diforders. 


Peafe, Thefe are much of the 
fame Nature with Beans, and, if 
they be old and dry, may fome- 
times be given, when Beans are 
not to be had. 

Rye, This.is the moft cleanfing 
and deterfive of all the common 
Grains, and therefore is fome- 
times ufed with good Succefs to 
cleanfe and fcour fome grofs and 
foul-bodied Horfes ; but its chief 
Service is in fuppurative and dif- 
cutient Charges, or Cataplafms.

Wheat, Its Virtues are fuffici- 
ently known: the Bread of this 
Grain is a good nourifhing Diet 
for Horfes that are taught to eat 
it, and is of Service fometimes 
When upon Travel: the Flour 
is ufed to bind and knit together 
moft of the Horfe-Balls now in 
Ufe: It is alfo of Service out- 
wardly in Charges and Poultices,

Worm-Seed, This is the Seed of 
a Wormwood, brought from the.» 


‘Levant; It is reckoned among 


the Stomachicks, but chiefly pre- 
feribed againft Worms, in which 
Intention it is yery ferviceable, 
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LoEs, This is fufficiently 
A known, as it is the moft 
common and ordinary Drug ad- 
miniftred to Horfes as a Purge. 
It is the Juice of a Plant, of which 
there are two Kinds; the one 
‘called Swecotrine-Aloes, and the 
other, Hepatiek-Aloes, The firft 
is brought to us from Arabia and 
ZEgypt in Skins of a blackifh Co- 
Jour, but is of a fhining Afpe& 
when broken, and its Powder yel- 
lowith, with little or no Smell. 
The other comes chiefly from 
Barbadoes in large , Shells like 
Gourds : Its Colour, when broke, 
refembling that of a Liver, from 
whence it has its Name. It is of 
a rank offenfive Smell, and of a 
more rough Operation than the 
SuccotrinesAloes, and is therefore 
in moftCafes preferr’d to Horfes, 
but the other is much the fafer, 
and may be made to work as ef- 
fectually; by enlarging the Dofe. 
They are both powerful Purgers 
of grofs and watery Humours ; 
But, in Cafe of Worms, the He- 
. patick-Aloes is fo effeQual, that it 
feldom_or never fails to deftroy 
them, either given them as a 
Purge, or by Way of Clyfter: 
It is alfo fo hot and penetrating, 
that it is faid to fufe and thin the 
Blood, and therefore very proper 
to fome young robuft Horfes. 

Ammonium, This 1s very 
opening and attenuating, and is 
' ufed with good Succefs in all Dif- 
orders of the Lungs. The proe 
pereft Form is to give it in Balls ; 
it is alfo a very good Ingredient 
in Plaifters: That is the beft 


which is of a yellowifh Colour, 
free from Drofs and Whitenefs 
in the middle. . 
Affa fetida, This is drawn by 
Incifion from the Lafer-Tree : It 
is of a very rank ftinking Smell, 
but of great Service in all Difor- 
ders of the Nerves and nervous:

Balfam Capivi, This is a very 
fovereign Balfam, in all Difor-_ 
ders of the Breaft, and in all.Ul- 
cerations of the Kidnies and uri- 
nary Paffages. It is a, proper 
Liquid to make up Powders, and 
other dry Subftances into Balls, 
for the above-mentioned Inten- 
tions. ? 
Barbadoes-Tar, This is a very 
good Balfamick, though of an 
unpleafant Tafte and Afpect, but 
it is given to Horfes with very 
good Succefs inColds, and in moft 
Diforders of the Lungs, It is al- 
fo of Service in many outward 
Applications, See Tar. 
Benjamin, This is the refinous 
Gum of a Tree; that which is 
of the Colour of Frankincenfe, 
and of a fragrant Smell, jis ac- 
counted the beft: It is a very 
goad Balfamick, and of great Ser- 
vice in all broken-winded Cafes, 
Itis alfo a very good Ingredient 
in Plaifters, which are intended 
to difcufs and ftrengthen, . 
Burgundy-Pitch. See Pitch. 
Camphire, This is a pellucid 
Gum, andis-brought to us chiefly 


: agglutinating Quality, 
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from China, and the Ifland of in all inordinate Diforders of the 


Borneo in the Eaft Indies; it is 
a moft excellent Remedy in all 
Kinds of Fevers, and_ greatly 
promotes both the fenfible and 
infenfible Tranfpiration, when 
moft other Things fai]. It may 
be given from a Scruple to two 
Scruples, but the Way and Man- 
ner of giving it fhall be fhewn 
hereafter ; it is outwardly of 
univerfal Ufe, both in Spirits, 
Plaifters, Ointments, and difcu- 
' tient Cataplafms, and Charges. 
Diagridium, Vide Scammony. 
Dragant, Vide Tragacanth. 
Dragon's -Blood, This is very 
much in Ufe, by Reafon of its 
and is 
therefore often given in Fluxes 
and Hemorrhages, and, for the 
fame Reafon, it becomes a good 
. Ingredient in ftrengthening Plai- 
fters. 
 Euphorbium, This is of extra- 
ordinary Heat and Subtilty, and 
therefore obtains a Place among 
the Cauftick Medicines. Its Tinc- 
ture is often applied to Bones 
that are laid bare and foul, to 
haften an Exfoliation; but it is 
chiefly made Ufe of in Plaifters, 
and Ointments. 
" Frankincenfe, This is alfo very 
much nfed, but chiefly in outward 
Applications, as a Ripener, or 
Drawer ; it being of a warm pe- 
netrating Nature, it is very ad- 
hefive and fticking, and therefore 
becomes a very good Ingredient 
in all Plaifters that are of the faid 
Intention, It is likewife a good 
Perfume, when burnt, to prevent 
Infe&ion, or noifome Smells, 
Vide Olibanum 
Galbanum, This is wart ard 
emollient, and of great Service 


Nerves, It is alfo a very good 
Ingredient in emollient and 
fottening Plaifters; and is fre- 
quently ufed to ripen or diffolve 
‘hard impacted Humours, 

Gamboge, This-is fuppofed to 
be the Juice of a Kind ot Sponge 
hardened. It isa violent Purger 
of watery and phlegmatick Hu- 
mours, and ought always to be 
given with Salt of Tartar, or 
fome other lixivious Salt, for its 
Corrector, 

Gujacum, Thisis drawn from 
the Gujacum W ood, and is indu’d 
with the fame Virtues, but in a 
much highér Degree, as the Vir- 
tues of the Wood confift chiefly 
in its refinous Parts. It isa great 
Promoter of infenfible Perfpira- 
tion, and, upon that Account, 
comes in as a Sweetener of the 
Bloode It's too coftly a Medicine 
for Horfes of fmall Value, but to 
thofe of a high Price, it may be 
complied with to extraofdinary 
good Purpofe in the Mange, Le- 
profy,Farcy, and in all Poutiefles 
of the Skin, and in*many other 
Diftempers of a long ftanding. 

Ifinglafs, This isthe Jelly of a 
Fifh dried into the Confiftence 
of aGum: It is very glutinous 
and binding, and is therefore of 
Service in all Weaknefles ; it is 
alfo of Ufe in all Defluxions and 
Hemorrhages, ec. 

Maftich, This comes to us in 
light Granule or Grains,which are 
hard and white ; it is accounted a 
very great Strengthener in all 
Weaknefles, and therefore is of- 
ten-adminiftred in Fluxes and He- 
morrhages; It is alfo of Service 
in broken-winded confumptive 
Cafes, in Diforders of the Kid-

and bitterifh, and is therefore 
oftentimes ferviceable in Difor- 
ders of the Stomach; it is no lefs 
ferviceable in moft inward Sick- 
nefles, and thofe Foulnefles which 
caufe Eruptions in the Skin, as 
the Farcy, Mange, e7t. In Difor- 
ders of the Breaft and intermit- 
ting Fevers, it is of excellent Ufe, 
as alfo in thofe of the Reins and 
Bladder. ItsTin&ure,cither alone, 
or with Aloes, is of the greateft 
Importance in all outward In- 
tentions ; where the Bones or Si- 
news are foul, it enters into the 
Compofition.of moft Plaifters, 
8 Olbaiinm; ‘This isa Gum not 
utiltke Maftich, only, that it is 
fomewhat more yellowith, foft, 
and in larger Grains, It is ace 
counted a good Balfamick, be- 
ing alfo fomewhat deterfive and 
cleanfing, but ic is feldom ufed, 
except in Plaifters, exe. 

Opium, It comes to us chiefly 
from Turkey, being the infpiflate 
Juice of the Poppies which grow 
in that Country, It is defervedly 
in univerfal Efteem for its fingu- 
lar Ufe in Phyfick, there being 
few Diftempers which are not, 
one Time or other, accompanied 
with ‘Accidents that require its 
Aid: It being neceflary in moft 
Gafes where there is Pain and 
Reftlefsnefs ; ic is alfo of admi- 


fluxions, and in all Loofenefles 
proceeding from an Acrimony 
and Sharpnefs of the Juices; and 
in that Intention it is given as 
well in Clyfters, as other Forms, 
See the Preparations of the Opi- 
um in Part II. | 

Opoponax, This flows from a 
wounded Tree; it is of a yel- 
lowifh Colour, and fomewhat 
foetid Smell. It is faid to purge 
gently, and fcour the Glands; 
but its chief Ufe is in Plaifters, 
wherein it is a good Ripener and 
Drawer. : | 

Common Pitch, This obtains 
chiefly among the Ripeners and 
Drawers, from its adhefive and 
ftyptick Quality, and therefore 
has a Place in feveral Plaifters of 
that Intention, wherein it is alfo 
very ferviceable in giving them 
a Body, and due Confiftency. 

Burgundy. Pitch, This is alfo of 
the fame Intention, but as it is 
of a more compact and folid 
Body than the former, it is there 
fore of Ufe fingly by itfelf in 
fome Intentions, and will fit fo 
clofe, as to raife fmall Blifters 
upon the Skin. : 

Rofin, This is indued with 
many of the fame Properties-as 
the common Pitch: But, as it 
has moft of the fame Virtues 
with Turpentine, it is often 
given inwardly to Horfes, and 
proves effectual in opening Ob- 
ftructions, and outwardly it en- 
ters in the Compofition of a 
great many Plaifters. 

Sagapen, This is brought to us 
chiefly from Alexandria. It is of 
a pungent Tafte, and acute Smell, 
and is faid to have moft of the 
Virtues of the Opoponax above- 


“ deferibed, 
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defcribed, and, as it is a mild Pur- 
ger to Horfes, it becomes a good 
opening and aperient Medicine. 

Sarcocol, This is granulated 


fomewhat like Maftich, of a pun- 


gent, but fweetifh Tafte: Ir is 
warm and drying, but its chief 
Ufe is in Plaifters. 
Scammony, This is the infpiffate 
Juice of a Root, and is of great 
Account in Medicine, as a very 
- ftrong Purger, in which Inten- 
tion no one is ufed more fre- 
quently to Horfes, except the 
Aloes; and indeed it is of very 
great Efficacy, when rightly pre- 
ai with Sulphur, which is cal- 
ed Dragridium. See Preparati- 
ons of Scammony, Part 11. 
Storax, Of this there are two 
Sorts, viz. the Storax Calamita, 
and the Liquid Storax; the for- 
mer of which is chiefly ufed, be- 
ing an excellent Balfamick and 
Pectoral: It is alfo of a moft 
fragrant and agreeable Scent, 
and very penetrating, which 
makes it no lefs efteemed in ma- 
ny nervous Diforders, efpeciall 
thofe that chiefly affect the Head. 
It is wonderful good in broken- 
winded confumptive Cafes, and 


in all inward Diforders. It is alfo. 


of Ufe in divers Plaifters. 
Tacamahac, This is a refinous 
Gum, which diftils from a tall 
Tree like the Poplar, and comes 
chiefly from New Spai#, It is 
‘of a very offenfivye rank Smell, 
which makes it but little ufed in- 
ternally, but when it is made up 
into Balls, it becomes of very 
good Seryice to Horfes, both in 
the Difeafes of Head and Breatt ; 
and, as it is very penetrating and 
fubtile, it is alfo ufeful in external 
Applications, to fuppurate or dif- 
_ fplye Tumors, | 
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Tragacanth, ox Dragani, The 
beft is‘ white and light; ir is 
fmooth, foft, and agelutinating, 
and thereforewexceeding proper 
in all pectoral Diforders; and in 
Rheums,Defluxions, and Hemor- 
rhages; it diflolves in Water, and 
makes a very proper Cement for 
all fugh Horfe-Balls as are of the 
above-mentioned Intentions, 

Turpentine, This is produced 
from the Larch-Tree, which is 
of the Fir or Pine-Kind: that 
which comes tous is chiefly from 
Strasburg or Venice. It is of very 
extenfive Ufe in Phyfick, and is 
defervedly accounted good in all 
outward Ulcers, and therefore 
makes a very proper Ingredient 
in all Medicines that are {uited to 
Diforders in the Lungs, Liver, 
and Kidnies; but is in a more 
particular Manner adapted to the. 
haft, as, by its extraordinary de- 
terfive Quality, it fcours and 
cleanfes the renal Paflages. It 
is no lefs ufeful in many external 
Applications, but efpecially in 
Wounds and Ulcers. Its Oil is 
deterfive and cleanfing, and an- 
{wers in the fame Intentions as 
the Turpentine, and outwardly, 
by its extraordinary Penetration, 
it proves fuccefsful in many old 
Griefs proceeding from Wounds 
or Bruifes. 

Cyprus-Turpentine, This and the 
Chio-Turpentine are both from the 
Turpentine-Tree : thefe are fome- 
what more aftringent than thofe 
of the Larch and the Lajf?, more 
fo, and harder than the firit; 
for which Reafon they are often 
found ufeful in divers Weaknef- 
fes, but efpecially thofe of the 


Reins and urinary Paflages.

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sH, This is but little ufed 

A in Phyfick, only that its 

Afhes are fometimes. boiled in 

Fomentations, to put a Stop to 
Gangrenes. 

Box-Wood, This is accounted 
a great Drier, and is ufed in the 
fame Intentions as the Gwjacum, 
which fee. 

Cinnamon, This is of a very 
Aromatick Flavour and Tafte, 
and is fomewhat rough upon the 
Palate. It is wonderfully grate- 
ful to the Stomach, which it helps 
to ftrengthen mightily, as alfo 
the Bowels, and it is no lefs fer- 
viceable in all Rheums and De- 
fluxions, and in all Loofeneffes. 

Gujacum, or Lignum Vita, It 
comes from the Weft Indies ; that 
which is heavieft is moft in Ae 
count. It is very hot and dry- 
ing, and a great Promoter of in- 
fenfible Perfpiration, wherefore 
it becomes a great Sweetener of 
the Blood, and ferviceable in all 
Blotches, and Deformities of the 
Skin, as the Mange, Farcy, ec. 
It is alfo of Service'in Dropfies, 
and in all Cafes where there is 
too much Humidity and Moifture, 
‘The Bark is ufeful in all the fame 
Intentions as the Wood. 

Fefuits Bark, Vide Peruvian 
Bark. 

Juniper, This has much the 
fame Virtues with Fir and other 
Evergreéns; only it is fomewhat 
more warm; it abounds with a 
Gum, which makes it deterfive 
and cleanfing, and of fome.Ufe 
. in outward Ulcers and W eaknef{-

Lemon-Peel, Thisis of an agree- 
able bitter aromatick Tafte, and 
moderate Warmth, whereby it 
becomes exceeding grateful to © 
the Stomach in all bitter Infu- 
fions, or when its Powder is 
made up with other Ingredients 
into a Stomachick Arman. 

The Barks of Oranges and Ci- 
trons have the fame Effe&. 

Mace, It comes off from the 
Nutmeg, and is a Sort of outer 
Rind and Cover to it, and is alfa 
endowed with the fame Virtues, 
Its exprefled Oil is fomewhat 
more penetrating than that of 
Nutmegs. 

Oak-Bark, This is very aftrine 
gent, and its Decoétion fo rough, 
that it proves very effectual in 
ftopping Fluxes and. Hemor- 
rhages : Its Streams are alfo ufe- 
ful in the Re-union of Wounds, 
and in drying of Ulcers: And, 
when given in Powder, it is 
faid to be of Ufe in the Cure 
of Agues, and intermitting Fe- 
vers, 

Peruvian Bark, ox Fefuits Bark, 
This has not hitherto obtained 
very much in Practice among 
Horfes, except by fome Country 
Phyficians, who have given it ta 


their own, with good Succefs, in - ~ 


intermitting Sickneffes, and when 
there has been a continual Pro- 
penfity to Sweat. There are but 
few, who are not in fome Mea- 
fure acquainted with its Virtues 
in Agues, and in moft Diftempers 
accompanied with a Weaknefs 
and Relaxation of Body.

are neceflary in thefe Refpeds, 
may be feen in the laft Commen- 
tary on Santtorius’s Aphori{ms, 
Jately quoted’ by Dr. Quincy in 
his Difpenfatory, where its me- 
chanical Operation on the ani- 
mal Body is accounted for.

rous Humours, and to diffolve 
hard Excrefcences in the Nerves 
and finewy Parts, which they 
chiefly perform, by burning and 
ftimulating the Parts to which 
they are apply’d: they are alfo 
of great Efficacy inwardly to 
qf f{cour. 
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{cour the urinary Paflages from 
Slough and flimy Matter; but 
they are not very fafely given 
to Horfes in thefe Intentions, as 
they are apt to caufe an into- 
lerable Strangury, unlefs they be 
_well guarded by foftening and 
oily Remedies. 

Caftor, This is the Subftance 
of a Kernel, which grows in 
the Hind- Parts of the Beaver, 

_ and is therefore, by a common 
. Miftake, thought to be the Bea- 
ver’s Stones; fome of it.comes 
/ to us from New England, and 
fome from Rufia; but the latter 
is much the beft, the other being 
_ generally look’d upon as adulte. 
rate and fadtitious: the Rujfia- 
Caftor is inclofed in round hard 
,Cods, whereas the other is in 
_Cods that are long and crumpled: 
the beft is of a reddifh Colour, 
and a volatile pungent Scent; it 
_revives the Head, and is of great 
Ufe in all Diforders of the 
Nerves, and muft, no doubt, be 
_of great Service in the Staggers, 
only, that its Price will make it 
feldom complied with, otherwife 
than as an Auxiliary to Medicines 
of the fame Intention, 

Cows-Dung, This is very pro- 

_ per in Cataplafms, to remove 

ng inflam’d, and hard Swel- 
ings, by rarefying the inclofed 
_ Humours, and helping them to 
tranfpire through the Pores: It 
is, therefore, often applied, with 
good Succefs, to ftiff, goutyLegs, 
and likewife. to the Soles for 
foundering wherein it oftentimes 
fucceeds, efpecially if it be mix’d 
with Brandy and Oil, to prevent 
its hardening upon the Parts It 
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and Soles growing too hard : 
But Solleyfell takes Natice of this 
as a vulgar Error, and what he 
has obferved, for the moft Part, 
to have a quite contrary Effeét, 
and be the Caufe of foundering 
and hardening, when it is con- 
{tantly ufed; neither is this very 


unlikely, for, altho’ its Heat and 


Penetration may render it fervice- 
able in difcufling Obftru@ions in 
thofe Parts, proceeding from any 
common Caufe: yet, by the fame 
Qualities, it may become burtful, 
and have the fame ill Effe@ (after 
a long continued Ufe) which Sol- 
leyfell has obferved. 

Cows-Pi/s, This is feldom, or 
never, given inwardly to Horfes, 
but is fometimes apply’d out- 
wardly to ftiff and tir’d Legs ; 
in which Cafe it does Service, as 
it is penetrating. It alfo pre- 
motes Dung plentifully, when 
given by Way of Clyfter, 

Crabs-Claws, Thefe are account. 
ed great Abforbents, and for that 
Reafon are often exhibited to 
{weeten the Blood: they are alfo 
very ferviceable in fweetening 
the Juices of the Stomach and 
Guts, and, by thatMeans, become 
ufeful in all Cafes where the Ap- 
petite is depraved ; and, as they 
are abforbent and drying,they be- 
come of Service in Loofenefles. 

Crabs- Eyes, Thefe have the 
fame Virtue with the Claws, 
only, that they are accounted 
fomewhat more efficacious. 

Cuttle-Bone, This is the Bone of 
a Salt- Water-Fifh,when levigared 
and prepared on a Marble: It- 
may,no doubt, have the fameVir- 
tues as the preceding ; but it ts 


is alfo ufed to ftop up the Feet of feldomus’d toany medicinal Pur- 


Horfes, to prevent their Hoofs

pofe, except fometumes toHorfes, 
by 
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by blowing its Powder, which is 
very rough, into the Eyes, to 
take off Specks and Films, ec. 
 Deer’s Suet; This, as all other 
fat Things, is ferviceable in out- 
- ward Applications, both in Oint~- 
ments and Cataplafms, in which 
Intentions they relax, and foften 
the Tone of the Fibres, fo that 
the inclofed Matter has more 
Space given it to its Rarefaction, 
fo as to return back again into 
Circulation, or turn to Putrefac- 
tion, and thereby become fitted 
for a Difcharge, and all thefe 
‘Things are judged to be more 
or lefs powerful, according to 
their feveral Degrees of Confift- 
ency; and as they are more or 
lefs penetrating, there being 
fome, as the Viper’s Fat, which 
abound more than others with 
volatile Parts. 

_ Dog’s Turd; or Album Gracum, 
This is accounted good in Cata- 
erie outwardly to abate Swel- 
ings and Inflammations, efpeci- 
ally in the Vives, or other Dif- 
orders about the Throat. The 
Fat or Greafe of a Dog differs 


not much from that of a Horfe. 


Eggs, The Ufes of thefe in Food 
are fufficiently known: their 
Yolks are’ fometimes given to 
help a Horfe's Wind, which they 
may do, as they are both emol- 
Jient, and cleanfing ; but they 
very much difagree with fome 
Horfes, and altogether take a- 
way their Appetite: the Yolks 
mixed with Turpentine make a 
very good Ingredient, to foften 
and abate the Sharpnefs of the 
Turpentine, which, when ufed 
by itfelf as a Digeftive, it draws 
. fo powerfully, as to hinder the 

Re-union of Wounds, or Ulcers; 
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all which is prevented by the 
above-mentioned Virtues of the 
Eggs: the Whites are of no lefs 
Service in outward Applications; 
for by their Tenacity they bind 
and aftringe, and are therefore 
proper to keep down a Swelling; 
and prevent a too great Relaxa- 
tion of the Parts after a Wound 
or Bruife: they are alfo of Ser- 
Vice to the Eyes, when beat into 
a Fome with. Alum, and help 
greatly to abate Heat and In- 
flammation, ec. 

Fat of a Goofe, or Goofe-Greafe; 
This is foftening and ‘emollient, 
and therefore in Ufe to ripen of 
difcufs. See Bear’s Greafe. . 

Frogs, Thefe are feldom in any 
medicinal Compofition, except 
the Frog-Plaifter : their Spawn 
is accounted a greatCooler, and, 
by fome, a Strengthener, 

Hart's Horn, The Shavings are — 
efteemed very ftrengthening , 
and its Jelly is, no doubt, extra- 
ordinary proper to knit and bind 
all Sorts of Horfe-Balls, that are 
exhibited in broken-winded con- 
{umptive Cafes ; and in all Cafes 
where ftrengthening and binding 
is neceflary. The calcin’d, or 
burnt Hart’s Horn, is alfo ) 
ufeful in all Loofenefles proceed- 
ing from a Sharpnefs and Acris 
mony of the Juices, and in many 
other medicinal Intentions. a 

Herrings, Thefe are only ufed 
when pickled, in fome outward 
Intentions, viz. to make a Ree 
vulfion by drawing. They are 
alfo applied to hot and inflamed — 
Tumors, and to invenomed Bites 
and Wounds: But the medicinal. 
Virtues of this, and the Rind of 
Bacon, and feveral other Things 
of that Kind, is chiefly owing to — 

the 
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the Salt. And thefe are only proper 

Bodies to incorporate it with, 
Honey, Every one knows more 
or lefs of the Efficacie$ of Honey : 
that is accounted the beft, which 
is clear and tranfparent ¢ But for 
Horfes, it sis certainly not the 
worfe, if it is not altogether pur- 
ged from the Wax ; it being then 
more deterfive and cleanfing,and 
therefore of more Service in Dif- 
orders of the Lungs, and in all in- 
ward Ulcerations, Honey is of no 
lefs Account outwardly, in deter- 
fing and cleanfing all Wounds and 
Ulcers, wherein it is both fafe and 
efficacious ; and very proper to 
give a fit Body and Confiftency 

to other Ingredients, exc, 

_ Hog-Lice or, as fome call them, 
Wood-Lice,, They are very deterfive 
and cleanfing, which Quality is 
faid to proceed from a nitrous 
Salt, which they derive from 
what they live on: they open 
all Manner of Obftru€tions, and 
even thofe of the minuteft Paf- 
’ fages; for which Reafon they be- 
_ come very ferviceable, not only 
in Diforders of the Reins and 
Kidnies, but alfo in thofe of the 
~ Liver, as the Yellows and Jaun- 
dice; and likewife in AffeCtions 
of the Nerves: they being of 
_fingular Efficacy in the Vertigo, 
. and Staggers, Epilepfis and Pal- 
~ fies, exc, they are no lefs fervice- 
able in many Diforders of the 
Eyes, and are often obferved to 
prevent Blindnefs, when there is 
any Symptom of an approaching 
Gutta ferena: the fimpleft Pre- 
parations of thefe Infects are the 


__ moft eligible and efficacious, fo 


that there needs no other than 
_ ffamping them in a Mortar, and 
' faking them into Balls; with 
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Flour, and the other Ingredients 
that are proper in the fame In- 
tentions; but the Reader may 
confult Part I1f. 

Hogs-Dung, This abounds with 
a pungent, ‘nitrous Salt, as the 
Infe&s above defcribeds and is 
therefore accounted very deter- 
five and cleanfing, and is ufed in 
the fame Intentions; but is not 
of fuch remarkable Efficacy. 

Ivory, The Shavings are ufed 
in all the fame Intentions as the 
Shavings of Harts-horn, and often 
entei in Compofition with them. 
See Harts-Horn. 

Lard, or Hogs-Lard, This is 
indued with the fame Virtues as 
the Boars-Greafe above taken 
Notice of, and is chiefly made 
Ufe of in all Ointments an 
Plaifters, inftead of Oil. 

~ Lungs of a Fox, Thefe have 
been thought to be of Ufe in Dif- | 
orders of the Lungs, and have, 


very probably, been introduced. 


into Phyfick, as Dr. Quincy ob- 
ferves, ** Fromno better Grounds 
«than the imaginary Efficacy 
“« fimilar Parts have over each 
«© other: So, becaufe a Fox is a 
Creature, which can run a 
great Way, and long together, 
therefore his Lungs muft be 
good, to mend thofe which 
are hardly able to refpire.™ 
They are feldom us’d now, but 
by Nurfes; nor are they often 
given to Horfes, altho” we find 
them enough recommended for 
the above-mentioned Purpofes, 

in fome old Farriers Books. 
Milk, All Kinds of Milks are 
accounted Reftoratives, but they 
are feldom given to Horfes on 
that Account, tho’ I do not fee, 
why they may'not be as fafely 
D and 
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and profitably comply’d with, as 
Broths and Eggs; thefe being fel- 
dom found to agree with Horfes, 
whereas, Milk is their firft Food 
and Nourifhment, and may 
therefore be of Service in their 
“weak and decay’d Eftate, efpeci- 
ally when fuch Things go along 
with it, as are proper to prevent 
its cruddling in the Stemach, eve. 
But whatfoever Service Milk may 
be of in inward Intentions, it is 
often ufed outwardly to good 
Purpofe in Poultices and Cata- 
plafms; and, as itis foft and e- 
mollient, it fometimes abates 
Heat and Inflammation; and 
fometimes proves very affiftful 
in ripening Tumors and Abfcef- 
fes, ec. 

Mullepedes.. See Hog-Lice. 

Mules- Fat, This is but little 
different from that of a Horfe or 
Dog, and is therefore intitled to 
all the fame Virtues, 

Mutton-Suet, This is thought 
to be fomewhat Iefs penetrating 
than Deers Suet; but in other 
Refpedts differs no more from it 
than Venifon, in the common 
Efteem, does from Mutton. Its 
. chief Ufe is in Plaifters, and o- 
ther Forms, for external Appli- 
cations, 

Oifier-fhells, The white Infide, 
or, what fome call Mother of 
Pear], issfaid to have all the me- 
dicinal Virtues of the Pear! icfelf, 
and may therefore be fcraped 
off, and calcin’d, and afterwards 
prepared as fuch, Itis reckoned 
cordial, and therefore good in 
all Fevers, efpecially where there 
is an Acidity and Sharpnefs in 
the firft Paflages, | 

The fame Virtues intitle them

of their Books, Remedies to pre- 
vent the Accidents proceeding 
from their {wallowing any fuch 
Dung. But that, which has led 
them into thofe Miftakes, is the 
Diforders, that happen to fome 
Horfes, who are turned out to 
feed on bare Commons, where 
there are great Numbers of Geefe, 
and where they are injured, noc 
from what they eat, but by being 
ftarved; for many of them are 
fo nice and delicate in theirTafte 
and Smell, as not to eat what 
would keep a Sheep alive on fuch 
Paftures, but foam from Place to 
Place, to pick up what is free 
from the Scent: And I am of 
‘Opinion, there are but few, who 
have the Jeaft Acquaintance with 
Horfes, but muft at the fame 
Time know, that’no Horfe will

1s coftive ; for, by their Softnefs 
and Fat, they loofen their Vifci- 
ditties, which caufe the Dung to 
ftick too faft to the Guts, and 
may be often had in Readinefs, 
when other proper Ingredients 


ave not at Hands the lefs Salt. 


‘there is in them, the more mild 
is their Operation; but, when 


the Guts are very full, and re- ~ 


quire a {trong Stimulus, the Salt 
may then be of Service, efpe- 
‘eially when the harder Excre- 
ments are firft brought away by 
Raking, 

Flax, or Fine Hurds, Thefe 
are only ufed in Pledgits, Tents, 
and Doflils, to convey proper 
Remedies to Wounds or Ulcers, 
and to fill up all vacant Interftices 
and Spaces, which may any Ways 
hinder the Re-union of ‘the di- 
vided. Parts, by caufing a too 
great Afflux of Matter towards 
them. The Hurds, or Dreflings 
of the Flax, when cleanfed from 
the Skins, are preferable to the 
Flax itfelf, as it is more conve- 
niently made into fuch Forms, 
‘as are neceflary in the above- 
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judge a much better Way, in 
making Applications of this Kind 
to Horfes, than fpread on Lea- 
ther, or flaxen Cloth; they 
fhould be laid on very thick,» 
that no other foreign Matters, 
as Feathers, Hay, or Straw, may 
{tick to it, or pull off any Part 
of it; and are the more decent, 
the nearer they, approach the 
Colour of the Horfe. Some 
make Ufe of the Stuffings of - 
an old Saddle for the fame Pur- 
pofe: but Flocks are much the 
beft. 3 

Glafs-Wort, This is extremely _ 
hot and penetrating, and a moft — 
powerful Promoter of Urine. _ 
Lamb-Skin, This is the moft - 
convenient Application to be 
made over Dreflings, that are 
to ripenTumors; and, therefore, 
it is fometimes apply’d over Ca- 
taplafms, laid tothe Throat and 
Jaws, for theVives and Strangles, 
It is no lefs ferviceable in Pains 
and Stiffnefles of the Joints, pro- 
ceeding from cold Caufes, as the — 
Warmth (wherein its Virtue | 
chiefly confifts) muft needs con- — 
tribute to diflolve thofe Obftruc- — 
tions, by promoting a Tranfpi- 
ration’ and Breathing in the — 
Parts: the flefhy Side of the Skin — 
fhould be well beat, or rub- 
bed, to make it limber, and the © 
woolly Side apply’d to the di-— 
feafed Part. | 

Lees of Wine, Every one knows —

will foon be learned, by a mo- 
derate Experience. 

Flocks, or Shavings of Cloth, 
Thefe are chiefly ufed to fpread 
over Plaifters, that are apply’d 
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two-fold Refpea, viz. not only 
as it apounds with Spirits, but 
as it has fome Share of Sharp- 
nefs from the Tartar, whereby 
it forces the relax’d Fibres to 
contract themfelves, The Tar- 
tar is the harden’d Part of the 
Lees, which fticks to the Bottom 
and Sides of the Cask, when the 
thinner Parts are evaporated. It 
is aperient and opening; and 
therefore it is fometimes given, 
as well as its Salt, to promote 
Perfpiration, and alfo, as a Cor- 
-redter, to put a Check to the O- 
-peration of divers purging Me- 
dicines ; but, in thefe Refpects, 

it falls very much fhort of the 
former : the white is accounted 
the beft, efpecially that which 
comes from Germany, call’d the 
Rhenifh Tartar. See the Prepa- 
rations of Tartar. 

Litharge of Gold, It is fo call'd, 
from its Colour, but it is only 
the Drofs, which arifes in the 
Purification of Silver: It dif- 
folves in Oil, and gives a Body 
and Confiftency to it; where- 
upon it is the chief Ingredient in 
divers Plaifter® and particularly, 
the Diachylon : it is accounted a 
very good Repellent, and its 
Powder is therefore. oftentimes 
us’d outwardly in Cataplafms, 
to abate inflam’d Tumors, cv. 

Red Lead, This is only Lead 
calcin’d to. Rednefs : It is of a 
very drying Nature, and is there- 
fore of Ufe in Plaifters and Oint- 

_ ments of that Intention. See the 
Preparations of Lead in.the en- 
fuing Part. PONS 

-Realgar, Refalgar, or Refigalla, 
It is compounded of Sulphur, 
‘Orpiment, and unflak’d Slime; 
and is therefore a very ftrong

Corrofive : It is us’d in external 
Applications, as a. Cauftick to 
eat off proud Flefh, and deftrey 
preternatural Excrefcences, ec. 

Soap, This is a Compound of 
Oil, Tallow, and other Subftances, 
with Afhes: The Venice, or 
Caflile-Soap, is only made Ufe 
of inwardly ; which, as it is both » 
very penetrating and deterfive, 
it is therefore a greateft Efficacy 
in cleanfing and fcouring the 
Glands and fimalleft Paflages, 
and rarifying the Juices con- 
tain’d in them ; Upon which Ac- 
count, when difcreetly given, it 
becomes of great Service in fe- 
veral Difeafes of the Vifcera ; 
but particularly, in thofe of the 
Liver and Kidnies, and is faid 
to be a very great Specifick in 
the Jaundice; and is therefore 
adminifter’d, with admirable Suc- 
cefs, to Horfes labouring under 
that Diftemper ; its Dofe being 
from half an Ounce to an Ounce. 
The black Soap has fo much of 
Pot-Afh Lixivinm in it, as ren- 
ders it extremely penetrating ; 
wherefore, it is feldom to be 
made Ufe of, but in outward 
Applications, to remove exceflive 
Pains in the Joints and neryous 
Parts : it is often us’d to fudden 
Swellings, or Gauls occafioned 


_by the Saddle, or any other Ac- 


cident. 

Soot, This is accounted a great 
Aftringent, and is therefore often 
apply’d in Cataplafms, to dry up 
the too great Moifture and Fiu- 
midity of fome Kind of Ulcexs ; 
and, by fome, it is us’d to put 
a Stop to Gangreens and Morti- 
fications, exc, 

Sponge, This is no otlverwife 
made Ufe of, than to open Ab- 

{cefles 
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{ceffes and Wounds, that have 
a narrow Orifice, or Fiffulus, 
which it does, by being cut into 
the Form of a Tent, and intro- 
duc’d dry; for, as foon as it has 
imbib’d the Moifture from the 
Part, it begins to fwell, and is, 
by Degrees, enlarged to its ut- 
moft Capacity. 

Sugar, The Sugars of all Sorts 
are fufficiently known, but they 
are feldom us’d in any Intention 
to Horfes, except in Syrups, The 
Sugar-Candy,which is often given 
in Colds, and other Intentions, 
is only cleans'd from its Impu- 
_¥ities, by boiling it in Water, 
and clarifying it with the Whites 
of Eggs. The brown and\ the 
white take their feveral Colours 
from the Sugars of which they 
are made, and are much the 
fame, as to their Virtues ; they 
are cleanfing and deterfive, and 
therefore of Ufe, to cut, and at- 
tenuate the tough mucilaginous 
Phiegm, which fometimes ftuffs 
and clogs the Breatt. 

Water, Many of the Difeafes, 
incident to human Bodies, are 
owing to the Waters, which we 
drink, and which are, in a 
great Meafure, the common Vea 
hicle of all our Food +: Neither 
is it to be queftioned but Horfes 
alfo fuffer in this Refpect, who

are kept in Countries, where the 
Waters abound much with ftony 
Corpufcles, as many ‘of thefe 
are apt enough to circulate with 
the Blood; and as readily ftop 
the fmalleft Conduits and Paf- 
fages ; and therefore, thofe Wa- 
ters that are the moft fimple,; as. 
Rain - Water, River-Water, and 
Pond-Water; when the Ponds 
aré kept clean, and not over- 
much difturbed, are undoubtedly 
the beft; but when it is other- 
wife, that they are often rak’d 
into, or kept a great While with- 
out draining, they are thereby 
difpos’d to ferment, and become 
very unwholfome. The Spring-

deep Wells, as they are apt to be 
impregnated with many of the 
metallick or mineral Subftances 
of the Earth, ought therefore to 
be very much fufpected.

“Ae E mbels Materia Medica 
. has been very proper! 
divided into trae Claes 
by the Writers in Phyfick, viz. 
into Alteratives, Evacuators, and 
Reftoratives. Thofe are termed 
Alteratives, which have a Power 
of changing the Conftitution, 
without any fenfible Increafe, 
or Diminution of the natural E- 
vacuations. The Evacuators vi- 
fibly promote thofe Difcharges, 
and the Refforatives render all the 
common Difcharges lefs, by a 
‘fudden or gradual Abatement: 
But this Divifion being in itfelf 
too general, each of thefe have 
been fplit into Sub-divifions, that 
might mfore particularly denote 
the feveral Intentions that are 
neceflary, for Inftance, in alter- 
ing the Conftitution infenfibly or 
fenfibly, by a Difcharge of what 
is hurtful or fuperfluous, or by 
adding and repairing what is 
wanting; and this is the more 
neceflary, by reafon of the dif- 
ferent Degtees of Strength and 
Efficacy in Medicines of the fame 
general Intention. 

Now, as all <Alteratives differ 
only in Degree from thofe which 


caufe a fenfible Evacuation, fo 
thefe differ alfo from one andé-— 
ther in their feveral Efficacies, 
and, according to frequentObfer- 
vation and Experience, are found 
adapted in different Ways to con- 
tribute to that general End, viz. 
of procuring Health; So alfo 
thofe, which work by fenfible O- 
peration, differ from one ano- 
ther; as fome are peculiarly ad- 
apted to work by Sweat, fome 
by Urine, and others by Excre- 
tion of the Forces or Dung; and 
thefe alfo allow of feveral Gra- 
dations, fome being ftronger, 
and fome weaker than others. 
The fame Difference is in like 
Manner to be obferv’d, with Re- 
fpect to the Refforatives, fome of 
which, by their peculiar Proper- 
ties, being term’d Agglutinants, 
or Binders, and fome db/orbents,: 
viz. fuch as ferve to drink up fu- 
perfluous Moifture and Humidity; 
and under theTitle of Refforatives, 
alfo are rank’d all thofe Medica- 
ments, that tend to lull and com- 
pofe the Spirits; the Reafon of 
which fhall be fhewn in its proper 
Place.

Of ALTERATIVES. 


*wHOSE SIMPLES which come 

firft under our Confideration, 

as Alteratives, are call’d Cardiacks 
and Cephalicks. 

They are fo term’d from a pe- 
culiar Efficacy in them, whereby 
they comfort the Heart, and re- 
lieve the Head in all Diforders, 
where the Nerves and Spirits are 
affected, and that they are made 
up of Parts, which are extremely 
volatile and fubtile ; for, albeit, 
all Animals receive the moft per- 
manent and lafting Stock of Spi- 
rits from their common Food, 

‘while ina State of Health, as 
that augments the Quantity of 
Blood; yet in Sicknefles of di- 
vers Kinds, the Nerves are fo 
much diforder’d by the Indifpo- 
fition the Body lies under, that 
Medicines of the greateft Subtilty 
and Penetration are neceflary to 
fet the Spirits at Liberty, and 
help to feparate them from the 
diftemper’d Mafs; and hence it 
is eafy to conceive how a Cordial 
becomes a Cephalick, fince moft 
of thofe Spirits, which animate 
the whole Body, have their O- 
rigin from the Brain, 


fubtile.: 


But the Medicines indu’d with © 
the above-mentioned Properties 
are juftly term’d Cordials, or Ce- 
phalicks, upon another Account ; __ 
and that becaufe the Stomach, in 
Time of Sicknefs, fuffers in Pro< | 
portion to the reft of the Body; 
whereby it.is rendered unable to | 
receive a fufficient Quantity of © 
Food, neither can it digeft, or 
turn to Nourifhment what it re-_ 
ceives, fo that the Body would — 
be apt to Janguifh, and the ani- 
mal Faculty come near to a Cef- 
fation, from the Want of Spis 
rits, was it not for thefe acceflory 
Helps; this is fo plain in all 
lingering Sicknefles, that'it needs | 
no Manner of Proof,’ where the 
Body becomes emaciate, and the 
animal Spirits exhautted, from the 
W ant of that Matter out of which — 
they fhould be formed. a 

To this Rank are intitled mof 
of all the Aromaticks, and {weete © 
flavour’d Simples; as they ftrike” 
the Nerves with a fomewhat furs | 
prizing,’ and, at the fame Time, 
pleafing Senfation ; and they are” 
more or le({s fuited to this End, as 
they are more or lefs yolatile and 
Buty

But, according to Dr. Quincy, 
whofe Method we have follow’d 
in this Diftributiop, feveral Sub- 
ftances come into this Clafs upon 
another Footing, befides thofe 
that only fupply the Deficiency 
of the animal Spirits ; and thefe 
are fuch’ as have fomewhat of a 
deterfive Quality in them, join’d 
with fuch.a Stimulus, that altho’ 
they are too fine to be percep- 
tible in the larger Veffels, yet 
when they enter into the fmaller 
Fibres, which are alfo endowed 
with a tender Senfation, they fo 
irritate their Vibrations, as to 
prevent any ufelefs Matter lodg- 
ing inthem toclogthem. The 
fame Quality, which makes thefe 
Medicines Cordial and Cephalick 
in the Senfe above exprefled, 
renders them of another Kind, 
while they pafs thro’ Parts that 
are more grofs, and therefore 
they may alfo prove vulnerary 


Diureticks; or the like, according ° 


to the different Subftances where- 
in they refide. The fame Author 
alfo takes Notice, that many Dri- 
ers and Abforbents come under 
this Head, by Reafon they pre- 
vent thofe fuperfluous Moiftures, 
with which the Nerves are fre- 
quently over-charged, caufing 
Rheums and Defluxions upon the 
Glands ; and upon the fame Foot 
ing many others might alfo be 
enumerated, fince there is no 
Remedy whatfoever that is bare- 
ly fuited to one fingle Intention, 
but acts differently, according to 
the different Configuration and 
Make of its Parts, and of thofe 
through which it paffes, or with 
which it unites; and this is alfo 
agreeable to the animal Oeco- 


omy, which, as it is infinitdly 
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Simple Cordials.

Now all thefe Medicines have 
their feveral Properties adapted 
to their feveral Intentions ;: For, 
firft, Efsollients are made up of 
fuch foft Parts, as fheathe and 
foften the Afperity of the Hu- 
mours, which we oftentimes ob- 
ferve to be attended with tickling 
Coughs, and, by involving and 
wrapping up their fharp Points, 
preferve the Veflels from being 
abraded by them, while they pafs 
through them, unto their utter 
Difcharge out of the Body. 
Reftoratives, Though they are 
brought under the general Deno- 
mination of <Alteratives, yet in 
many Refpeéts they feem to re- 
femble thofe that bind and ag- 
elutinate, only as they are indu’d 
with fomewhat different Proper- 
ties; for as thefe feem to ope- 
rate, by conftringing the Glands 
and Fibres, or by adding fome- 
thing to the Juices, whereby the 
Bulk of the Solids becomes foon 
increas’d; thofe, viz. that are 
here term’d the Refloratives, feem 
only to ac in a Degree higher 
than Emollients, by filling up all 
the vacant Spaces that have been 
made by any Wafte or Decay of 
Body, and tend chiefly to the

tile and adhefive Quality, than

whereby they alfo purfe, and dry 
up the animal Fibres into Con- 
traction, which Properties few 
that come under this Denomina- 
tion have, at leaft, in any noted 
Degree.

HE firft, we fhall rank under 
T this Denomination, are all 
fuch Medicines, as exert their Ef- 
ficacy on the Stomach and Bow- 
els, by Vomit or Purgation ; and 
thefe two Operations feem to be 
effectuated by fuch, as are en- 
dowed with the fame, or the like 
Properties, only with this Diffe- 
rence, that, as vomiting Medi- 
cines exert themfelyes very foon 
after they come into the Stomach, 
many of the purging Tribe pafs 
into the Guts, without any fenfible 
Change in the Stomach, otherwife 
than to create a little Sicknefs, 
But, both the one and the o- 
ther abound with fuch Parts as 
|‘ ftimwulate the tender Fibres ; and 
if thofe ftimulating Parts be but 
little guarded, that is to fay, if 
they be involv’d in others, that 
can eafily be drawn off by the 
Adion of the Stomach, or its 
common Liquids, then their firft 
Senfe of Exertion will of Confe- 
quence be in the Stomach; but, 
if they be involved in groffer 
Subftance, and fuch as cannot be 
eafily feparated, they will then 
require all that is natural in Di- 
_ geftion, before they can thorough- 
ly exert themfelves, that is, the 
Medicine muft be rubb’d, ground, 
and comminuted inthe Stomach, 
as the common Food, before its 
ftimulating Parts are fet at Liber- 
ty; but, as the Whole is, by De- 
grees, paffing into the.Guts, there 
not being a fufficient Quantity of 
the Medicine to excite Vomiting, 
the Remainder only exerts itfelf 


by gentle Vellications, which fo 
far difturb the Offices of the Sta- 
mach, as to caufe fick Qualms, 
but the greater Part of the Medi- 
cine being now got into the Guts, 
its ftimulating Particles exert 
themfelves there, and, by their 
frequentVellications, quicken the 
periftaltick Motion, fo that what 
is contained in them, becomes: 
thereby fhook off; and, if the 
Medicine be of Strength, it will 
touch the fenfible Membranes of 
the Guts fo forcibly, as to caufe a 
more than ordinary Derivation of 
Blood and Spirits into thofe Parts 
fo that more than an ordinary’ 
Quantity of Matter will be fepa- 
rated from the inteftinal Glands, 
and caft off with the Dung; and 
this is the Occafion of all {trong 
Purging. ’ 

From the fame Way of Rea- 
foning we may alfo underftand in 
what Manner a purging Medicine 
fometimes caufes Vomiting, and 
that can only be fuppos’d, when 
the Guts are very much cramm’d 
with hard Excrements, which are 
not eafily mov’d, but adhereclofe 
to them, and therefore detain the 
Medicine in the Stomach, ese, 
longer than it ought to be, where- 
by it exerts its whole Force in 
thofe Parts; or alfo; when the 
Stomach is under fome previous 
Debility, whereby a very gentle 
Stimulus, during the Commini- 
tion of the Phyfick, will draw ic 
into Conyulfions, and make it 
throw off its Contents. 

And from hence it will be eafy

for any one to acc@@nt for the 
Nature of Vomiting and Purging, 
and in what Manner a Medicine 
can haye fuch Effeéts, as we ob- 
ferve from it in thefe Operations: 
But there yet remains one Thing 
very material to be known, and 
that is, How it comes to pafs, that 
a Horfe feldom or never throws 
up any Thing, that has once en- 
ter’d into his Stomach; for, the 
Water that rebounds backwards, 
and gufhes thro’a Horfe’sNoftrils 
in drinking, or what runs out foon 
after drinking, has never had Ad- 
mittance into the Stomach, (as 
fome Farriers imagine) but pro- 
ceeds from fome Defeé, or In- 
flammation of the Gullet, or Re- 
laxation of the Uvula, as I have 
more than once obfery’d, 

But we have, upon another Oc- 
cafion, taken Notice of a Horfe’s 


not Vomiting, and given fome 


Reafons forit, from the neceflary” 


Make and Configuration of the 
Stomach, but particularly, of the 
Gullez, which every one knows 
to be ina Horfe of a confiderable 
Length; and this alone is un- 
doubtedly a great Hinderance to 
Vomiting, as itis alfo an Incon- 
veniency to many tall Men, who 
labour, and ftrain hard in that 
Operation : But befides this, we 
-alfo took Notice, that the Guliet 
of a Horfe is confiderably narrow 
near its Infertion into the Sto- 
smach; and likewife fomewhat 
contorted, with its Fibres, of a 
fpiral Direétion ; which Kind of 
Strudure feems to be neceflary, in 
a Creature that feeds much with 
his Head towards the Ground, as 
all of them do, when at Grafs; for, 
if it had been otherwife, fome 
Portion of their Food might, when 


Evacuators, 
the Stomach is full, be, by.its con- 
tinual A&ion, falling back into the 
Gullet, which would be a conftant 
Inconveniency, and Detriment to 
all fuch Creatures. 

But thereis yet another Reafon, 
why thefe Animals are not eafily, 
or at all, excited to vomit, and 
that is, becaufe of the Largenefs, 
and Weight of their Stomachs ; 
for, in vomiting it is requir’d, 
that the Stomach fhould be con- 
tracted and gather’d together like 
a Purfe; but ina Horfe, or any 
other large Animal, that cannot 
be done without a very powerful 
Stimulus; and perhaps, very few 
Things in the Materia Medica could 
be found fufficient ta do that ef- 
fectually, though given in a large 
Quantity, and that alfo on ano- 
ther Account, viz. becaufe of the 
Thicknefs and Strength of its 
Fibres, which muft require fome- 
thing that is more than ordinary 
powerful, to make Impreffions 
{trong enough upon them to 
draw up fo greataWeight: Bur, 
when once a Medicine of this’ 
Kind has paffed the Stomach, and 
enter’d the firft Guts, by reafon 
of the Smallnefs of their Capacity, 
in Proportion to that of the Sto- 
mach, and likewife becaufe of the 
Thinnefs of their Coats; it there- 
fore twitches them on all Sides, 
and its Operation in them is more 
according to Nature, where, by 
quickening the periftaltick Motion 
only, they haften them to throw 
off their Contents. 

And hence it is we may folye 
that important Queftion, How it 
comes to pafs, that fome Medi- 
cines, as the Regulus, or Liver of 
Antimony, have no fenfible Ope- 
ration on Horfes, tho’ the moft 

. powerful 
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_ Evacuators. 

powerful Emeticks, that can be 
given to Men. A few Grains of 
thefe, every one knows, will put 
the human Body into the greateft 
iforders imaginable; and the 
fame will happen, in taking two 
Ounces of the Emetick Wine ; but 
fome ftrong Horfes will digeft 
two or three Ounces of the one, 
or two or three Quarts of the o- 
ther, without any tenfible Effed. 
Any one, who has made the 
Iufufion upon the Crocus Metal- 
lorum, or any other vomiting Pre- 
paration of Antimony, muft needs 
be fenfible, that the fame Quan- 
tity of the Crocus will, almoft for 
ever, communicate the fameQua- 
lity to every frefh Infufion made 
upon it, without any fenfible Di- 
minution of the Subftance of the 
Antimony; which plainly demon- 
ftrates the infinite Smallnefs, and 
confequently, the Levity of thofe 
Particles in it, which excite Vo- 
miting, which, altho’ they are fuf- 
ficient to ftimuJate the tender and 
delicate Fibres of a Man’s Sto- 
mach ; yet they are not perceptible 
in that of a Horfe, which is plain 
enough, from the good Etteéts 
many have found from the Liver 
of Antimony, and the Emetick 
Wine, given in large Quantities 
to Horfes;/for altho’ it goes thro’ 
the firft Paflages without any fen- 
fible Operation, yet that Portion 
of it, which enters into the Mafs 
of Blood, when it arrives at the 
Capillaries, and fmalleft Veflels ; 
it then exerts itfelf with the great- 
eft Efficacy, and. by ftimulating 
thefe {mall Veffels, it enables 
them to fhake off what is offen- 
five and burthenfome to Nature. 
And thus fome of the moft pow- 
erful Emeticks in the whole Ma- 
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Evacuators. , 
teria Medica work only as Alte. 
ratives, when given to Hortes, 
tho’ in a very large Dofe; but 
with refpe& to refinous, and o- 
ther Subftances, it is quite other- 
wife, which altho’ they do not vo- 
mit, yet they work as Purgatives, 
by reafon they adhere more 
clofely to the Coats of the Intef- 
tines or Guts, than mineral Pre- 
parations; and thofe of them, 
whofe chief Property confitts in 
Purging, need only be increas’d, 
or diminifh’d, in Proportion toa 

Horfe’s Size and Strength, 
The Ancients thought there was 
fome ejective Property ‘in all 
purging Medicines, whereby they 


were fuited to draw off particular 


Humours, as, Phlegm, Choler, 
and Melancholy ; and from hence 
have ftyl’d fome Chologogues, viz. 
Purgers of Choler; fome Phleg- 
magogues, Purgersof Phlegm ; and 
others, Hydragogues, or Purgers of 
Water, exc. Moft of thofe, who 
have wrote on the Difeafes of 
Horfes, but particularly Solley/ell, 
have, from Books of Phyfick, 
fingled out the peculiar Purgers 
for all the feveral Intentions; But 
the modern Difcoveries allow of 
no fuch Properties in purging Me~ 
dicines, but that they only act me- 
chanically, as all other Medicines 
do; anda Medicine, that purges 
Water at one Time, may purge 
Phlegm, or Melancholy, at ano- 
ther, according as this or that Hu- 
mour predominates in the Blood, 
or, according as its Operation 
happens to be ftronger, or weaker . 
in the firft Paflages, or, as it hap- 
pens to be quicker, or flower in 


its Operation; for, whena purg- 


ing Medicine works fmartly, then, 
as in ftrong Vomiting, the Sto- 
mach.

match is empty’d, and the Chyle - 


thrown out of the firft Gut, by 
fome gentle Inverfions ; the Gall 
is alfo drain’d out, and thrown up 
into the Stomach; in like Manner, 
when the Guts are ftrongly ftimu- 
lated and fcour’d, by the Activity 
and Quicknefs of {mart Purgers, 
the Gall is alfo pump’d into the 
firft Gut, and that in great Plenty, 
efpecially in cholerick Conftituti- 
ons; and moft of the Matter, that 
is difcharged at the Fundament, 
when the Guts are thus empty’d, 
is tinGtur’d with it; and, for this 
Reafon, many of thofe Medicines 
which exert their Efficacy, chiefly 
in the firft Paflages, have been 
term’d Chologogues, and thofe that 
fufe and melt theBlood, have been 
term’d Hydragogues, and thofe, 
which give little or no Change to 
the Humours, Phlegmagogues. 

We fhall begin our Lift with 
Vomiting Simples; and altho’ we 
do not infert them for that Inten- 


tion, yet we are of Opinion, the. 


milder may be profitably us’d to 
Horfes, as Detergegts; tho’, for 
Order’s Sake, we have not rank’d 
them under that Clafs; and the 
ftronger are very efficacious in 
fome Kind of Clyfters, where a 
‘fmart and quick Operation is ne- 
ceflary.

If the Fault be in 
the Blood, that muft, for the moft 
Part, be owing toa too great Vi- 
{cidity of its ferous Parts, whereby

Abundance of fuch Matter, as is 


chiefly form’d into preternatural 


- Concretions, fuch as Stones and 
Gravel; or from a Fault in the 
Veffels themfelves, when they 
happen to be over-much con- 
ftringed : But the Stoppage of 
Urine may alfo happen from di- 
vers remote Caufes, as have been 
taken Notice of upon another Oc- 
cafion, viz. when the Excrements 
in the great Guts, caufing an In- 
‘flammation in the Neck of the 
Bladder, exc. by a Proximity, and 


Sympathy of Parts; but then it is: 


only a Symptom, and confequent- 
ly, cannot fo properly require the 
Ufe of Diureticks ; and fometimes 
the Urine may be fupprefled by 
Fits, though at other Times over- 
profufe, where there is only aRe- 
laxation created in thofe Parts, as 
might be eafily demontftrated : 
But the Indifpofitions, which pro- 
perly require the Ufe of Diure- 
ticks, are only thofe we firft men- 
tion’d, viz. where the Veflels are 
overmuch conftringed, and drawn 
together, or when the Blood or 
_ Matter contain’d in thofe Parts 
is in the Caufe, 

In‘the firft Cafe, all emollient,

foftening Remedies are proper, as 
they not only, by their Sottnefs, 
enable thofe Parts to be ftretch’d 


out, Which before were too much 


contracted; butalfo, asthey guard 
them from the Afperity and Sharp- 
nefs of the Juices, which is often 
the Caufe of the Contraction, 
and, in thisSenfe, many of thofe 
foftening Medicines, which are 
clafled under the Title of Bal/a- 
micks, take Place alfo as Diureticks.

Matter, which obftruds the Kid- 
nies, and thereby hinders the Se- 
paration. and Difcharge of the 
Urine. 

Laftly, Allthofe Things, which 
are capable of creating fuch a Dif- 
pofition in the Blood, as will en- 
able thofe Parts to pafs thro’ the 
Kidnies, which, according to the 
Laws of Nature, fhould chiefly 
be difcharged that Way. In this 
Refpect, many of the Cardiacks 
and Cephalicks take Place, as they 
confift of volatile and fubtileParts, 
whereby they not only rarify the 
Blood, when itis grown too thick, 
but alfo preferve itin a fluid State, * 
and prevent its running into un- 
due Cohefions, fo that the thinner 
Parts may eafily be feparated at 
all their proper Outlets; the fame 
Effect alfo have all alkaline and 


lixivious Salts, by their Roughnefs 


and Rigidity. But thofe which 
chiefly are rank’d under the Name 
of Diureticks, and which make up 
the following Catalogue, are fuch 
as are able to increafe the Quan-

Of STRENGTHENERS. 


S the Evacuators, more or lefs 
A diminifhand abate fomewhat 
from the animal Body,thefe which 
come under this Title, add to the 
Bulk of the Solids, and this is ef- 
fetuated in three feveral Ways, 
viz, either by agelutinating, bind- 
ing, and aftvinging, or drinking 
up fuperfluous Moifture, which 
caufes a Delicacy, and Relaxation 
of Body. 

Thefe Medicines, which are of 
an adhefive glewy Nature, asthey 
pafs flowly thro’ the Canals and 
Veffels, are not only, by this 
Means, difpos’d to put a Stop to 
the {wift Motion of’a thin, fharp 


Blood, but alfo to make up the . 


Decays and Waftes, which any 
fuch Difpofition creates in the 
animal Body, and this they do, 
not only by the abovemention'd 
Property of ftopping the Hurry 
of the Blood, but by giving it a 
more firm, and adhefive Texture, 
and likewife by obtunding, and, 
as it were, blunting the Acrimony 
of the Juices, which, by their 
Sharpnefs, abrade, and wear out 
the Solids. 

Aftringents-alfo ftrengthen, and 
add to the Solids, but in a diffe- 
rent Way from the former; for, 


as thefe, by uniting with theBlood, - 


communicate'a confiderable deal 
of frefh Supply to it: Thofe, only 
by conftringing, and drawing to- 
gether the laxed, loofe, and un- 
bent Fibres, prevent a further 
Diffipation and Wafte, fo that 


the Body receives Benefit, and 
gathers Strength from its com- 
mon Nourifhment. — 

And we have already taken 
Notice, that Abforbents alfo con- 
tribute to this End, by drinking 
up the fuperfluous Humidity, 
which, every one’s Reafon muft | 
teach him, cannot but relax, and 
foften the Fibres, by laying a 
Load andWeight upon them, and 
thereby deftroying their Spring. 
and Vigour. .

But, to know, by what Means 
a Narcotick is able to do this, it 
will be neceflary, to take a View 
of thofe Qualities, that have been 
obferv’d to be in Opium, viz. 
that it confifts of Parts, that are 
extremely volatile, and, at the 
fame Time, have their Aivity 
allay’d by the Smoothnefs of fome 
that are lubricating, and oily, for, 
by this Means, they are reafon- 
ably {uppos’d lightly to rarify the 
Juices of the Stomach, and caufe 
a pleafant Titillation of its ner- 
vous Coat, whereby there is an a- 
greeable Plenitude, aad the Mind 
is entertain’d with Ideas of Satis- 
faction and Delight. 

This Dr. Mead has very ratio- 
nally and learnedly obferv’d, con- 
cerning the immediate Effects of 
Gpium, upon the human Sto- 
mach, . which he illuftrates, by 
that agreeable Senfation that hap- 
pens, after eating a plentiful 
Meal : For, as Hunger is an un- 
eafy Senfation, fo a moderate 
Plenitude is an agreeable one, 
which over-balances the other, 
and fo compofes the Body, as to 
Narcoticks, or brings it to a per- 
fect Indolence and Rett. 

Now, when the Stomach is 
moderately diftended, it gently 
preffes the Trunk of the defcend- 
ing Aorta, fo that a lefler Quan- 
tity of Blood goes downwards; 
and therefore, a greater Quantity 
muft afcend upwards, and the 
Blood -Veflels of the Brain being 
thereby fill’d, and diftended, prefs 
upon the Origin of the Nerves, 
fo as to hinder the Efflux of the 
animal Spirits; and this is the 
Caufe of that Sleepinefs, which is 
occafion'd, either by a full Meal, 
or a Dofe of Opium : And thus, 
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Narcoticks. 

if any Part of the Body be in 
Pain, by the inordinate Hurry, 
or Determination of the animal 
Spirits; the Ceflation of thefe, or 
their Determination another W ay, 
muft be an immediate Relief, 
which is the manifeft Effe& of 
Opium, when given in moderate 
Dofes; for, as it does, by this — 
Means, bring the Body into a Sort 
of Indolence, and compofes it, | 
as in natural Sleep; it mutt, at 
the fame Time, caufe an uniform 
and regular Motion in the Fluids, 
which before were diforderly ¢ 
whereby it fills up thofe empty 
Spaces, and adds to thofe Fibres, 
which were abraded and worn, 
during the Pain and Watchful- 
nefs: And, this is the Reafon, 
why narcotick Medicines may be 
rank’d among the Strengtheners, 
though, in Reality, nome have a 
very juft Title to thofe Virtues, 
but fuch as, by their adhefive. 
and glutinous Quality, add to the © 
Fluids, and approach the near- 
eft, in their Effects, to the coms 
mon Food.

that are made Ufe of in outward 
Applications ; wherein all thofe, 
defcrib’d in the preceding Seéti- 
ons, may have fome Share, on- 
dy, that in outward Applications, 
fome Things are made Ufe of, 
that can feldom be, with Safety, 
comply’d with inwardly. 

There is fo near an Afhnity 
between external and internal In- 
tentions, that we need fay little 
more towards their Explanation, 
than what has been already de- 
liver’d, only, that what we have 
faid may be the better apply'd 
to the Purpofe of outward Appli- 
cation, we fhall here take fome 

_ Notice of the near Affinity there 
is between them. 
_ And firft, as we inwardly make 
Ufe of Cardiack, and Cephalick 
. Medicines, to comfort the Heart, 
and cheer the Spirits ; fo we fome- 
_ times make Ufe of the fame Re- 
medies, as alfo, of Stomachicks 
in Baths and Fomentations, to 
particular Parts where the Nerves 
are affected, and their Juices 
xender’d languid, whereby the 
Pain is reliev’d, and. .a more 
comfortable and eafy Senfation 
created. The fame Medicines 
_alfo, that are made Ufe of in- 
ty in Convulfions, are alfo

And, in Cafes where they do not 
come to a kindly Difcharge af- 
-terwards, we not only make Ufe 
of powerful Digeftives, but alfo 
‘of Tin@ures made with Myrrh 
and Aloes, and other purging 
Ingredients, which, by ftimu- 
lating the broken Fibres, force 
them to fhake off a great deal 
of Filth. . 
And Laftly, As we exhibit Me- 
dicines internally to ftrengthen, 
fo we alfo apply them outwardly 
for the fame Purpofe, wherein 
are anfwer'd all the Intentions of 
agglutinating, binding, and ab- 
forbing : . To ageglutinate, we 
fometimes make Ufe of thofe ad-

‘communicated, as continually” 
to increafe the more fubtile 
and {pirituous Parts, untit all, 
that can be made fo by Attri- 
tion, are fet loofe from their. 
former vifcid Confinements ; 
and this appears, by the 
Warmth of the Liquor, and 
the Froth drove to the Top: 
Juft at which Time, if ic be 
thrown into the Still, it.af- 
fords fome Quantity of a high 
inflameable Spirit.” 
Diffolution, Under this Term 
reduc’d all fuch of the Materia 
Medica, as can be diffolv’d with- 


out the Affiftance of Fires and 


this ¢hiefly concerns all thofe 
Subftances, thar are diffolvible . 
by Water; as Salts, and fuch 
open Subftances, as can eafily 
imbibe the Particles ef Water. 
Salts are fometimes diffoly’d per 
deliquiam, that is, in the open 
Air; but this is alfo by their im- 
tar ce bibing 
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| Digestion. 
bibing the aqueous Particles of 
the Air; and therefore, all fuch 
Solutions are eafilier made ina 
- moift Air, and moift Weather, 
than at any other Time, 

Digeftion, Hereby we under- 
ftand, fuch a Solption as is made 
by Fire, but then the Heat muft 
be moderate and gentle, that 
the moft volatile Parts may fepa- 
rate eafily, and as if it were of 
their own Accord; for, a fierce 
Fire will force out the Faces and 
Dregs, as well as the finer Parts; 
and, if it does not do Prejudice 
ta the Tinéture in its Efficacy, it 
will {poil its Completion, Some 
Things are fo eafily digeited, and 
drawn into Tinéture, that they 
need little or no Fire to diffolve 
them; others, as Myrrh, Amber, 
and other cempaé Subftances, 
require a confiderable Time to 
digeft; and therefore, all fuch 
Solutions are greatly forwarded 
by a Gonvenient Mixture of Salt 
of Tartar, which opens their 
Body fo, as eafily to imbibe the 
Menfiruum, by which they are 
diffoly’d, ; 

That Liquor, which is made 
Ufe of to diffolve any particular 
Subftance,:is call’d a Menfiruum 5 
but -becaufe different Subftances 
reguire different Menftruums, 
therefore, fome are much more 
‘ powerful than others; and thus, 
Salts require only an aqueous 
Menftruum, Refines a fulphure- 
ous one, ‘as Spirits; but Metals 
cannot be diffolv’d but by 4 fa- 
line Menftruum, and fome only 
by fuch as are flor’d' with corro- 
f:ve Salts’ but, with refpect to 
Gums, and other Végerables, 
tlrere is even fome Difference in 
their Menfiruums; for, thofe that

Extrattion, Cryftallization, _ 
mucilaginous, as the Gum Ara- 
bick, and Tragacanth, &c. require 
only an aqueous Menftruum, but 
Galbanum, Scammony, ¢7c. mutt 
have the ftrongeft Spirits to dif- 
folve them; and fome are of a 
middle Nature, and may be dif-, 
folv’d by either, as Rhubarb, 
Aloes, czc. but, as thefe are fome- 
what refinous, they are better dif- 
folv’d in Spirits of Wine ; where-, 
as fome Plants, that abound lefs, 
with refinous Particles, tho’ an _ 
Extra& may be made from them 
by either, yet Water is, in that 
Cafe, the moft proper, as it ap- 
proaches the neareft to the Sub- | 
{tance on which it operates. 

Extraction, By this is meant 
the extracting or drawing the 
genuine Subftance out of certain 
Vegetables, by a proper Menftru- 
um, and leaving all that isnot 
fo behind, whereby, when the 
Menftruum is again evaporated, 
the Refin, or whatfoever of that 
Nature it is, will be render’d in 
its utmoft Purity. There are ya- 
rious Ways in this Operation, 
according to the Difference of 
the Matter, whereof Extraéts are 
made; but we fhall take fome. 
Notice of this hereafter, 

Chryftallization, This is fuch a 
Combination of faline Particles, 
as refembles Chryftals, varioufly

and hence it is, that they feldom 
unite until moft of the Water is 
‘evaporated, that is, until it is, in 
a great meafure, dry’d up, either 
by the Heat of the Sun, or fome 
artificial Heat, for, till then, they 
are remoy’d at too great a Dif- 
tance from the Point of Contact, 

Incorporation, 1s no other than 
the joining two Bodies together, 
which could not be eafily united, 
but by the Intervention of a third, 
and thus, Syrups and Oils, which 
are difficult and hard to be mix’d 
of themfelves, may, very conve- 
niently, be united into one Body, 


bound with many grofs and vif- 
cid Parts, and is done, by beating 
up the Whites of Eggs with a 
Switch, until they come to a 
Froth, which, upon boiling them 
in the Decoétion, will intangle 
the groffer Parts, and raife them 
to the Top in a tough Scum, 
which may be taken off, either 
by paffing them thro’ a Piece of 
Flannel, or with a Spoon: But, . 
Care ought to be taken, not to 
bring any under this Manage- 
ment, whofe medicinal Virtues 
confift in fuch Parts as are, vifcid 
and mucilaginous, as thofe made’ 


by the Help of a {mall Quantity of of the Roots of Marfh-Mallows, 


Sugar, Salt, or any fuch Thing 
with the Syrup, and then ftirring 
in the Oil by Degrees; by this 
Means, the Oil, which is a very 
light Body, and very coherent, 
has its Parts fo much divided and 
broken, that it readily unites with 
the Syrup; the fame will alfo hold 
in other Subftances. 

Filzration, This is the draining 
of Liquor throtgh brown Paper 
put into a Funnel, that nothing 
ufelefs, or unpleafant to the Tafte 
and Smell, may pafs thro’; but 
this Operation chiefly regards 
Tinttures, which are faturated with 
the fineft Refins, and volatile Sul. 
phurs drawn by a fpirituous Men- 


firuum, and where nothing 


and fome others of the like Kind; 
as alfo thofe made of Poppies, 
whofe Virtues confift in a refi- - 
nous Gum, which, becaufe of its 
Levity, will eafily rife to the 
BA and unite with any. vifcid 
Body that is join’d with, it; for, 
by this Means, all that is of any 
Efficacy in the Medicine may be 
{cumm’'d off, whereby it will be 
defrauded of its Intention; and 
therefore, in all fuch Cafes, the 
Method of fining per fubjidentiam, 
is the moft propery, that is to fay, 
by letting ic ftand to fettle; for, 


-by this Means,.the ufelefs and 


heavy Parts will fall to the Bot- 
tom, and the mucilaginous, or

Dif 
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Difiillation. 
Difiillation, As this is one of 
the moft common Operations in 
Pharmaey ; every one mutt there- 
fore be fenfible, that it confifts 
in the Separation of the moft fub- 
tile, liquid Parts of Bodies, and, 
in the Senfe we are now fpeaking 
of, by the Help of a Still, The 
_ Fire, put under the Still, fo far 
rarifies the Matter contain’d in 
it, by the Heat and Motion com- 
Faunicated to it, that the moft 
fubtile and fpirituous Parts are fo 
divided into little minute Atoms, 
that they are render’d fpecifically 
lighter than the Air; and are 
therefore up-born by it, and 
preading upon the Still, they 
uiite together, and are again 
condens’d by the Cold, and fall 
theo” the Worm in little Drops 
Ike Dew; but, if the Fire be 
rais’d to a very high Degree in the 
Piftitation of fome Vegetables, 
sauch of the Phlegm, or Water, 
will rife, wich the more fubtile 
and fpivituous Parts, efpecially, 
after the firft Running : But, in 
the DifiNation of Vinegar, and 
fome other acid Subftances, the 
Phlegny always rifes firit, becaufe 
ac is fpecificaily lighter than the 
acid Particles; but, in the Diftil- 
Jation of Animals, as Harts-horn, 
and the Bones of other Creatures, 
though the Spirit that rifes from 
them fs volatile and light, yet the 
Pileom alfo rifes before the Spi- 
rit; the Reafon is; becaufe the 
{pirituous Parts of Bones are 
Jack’d wp, and. confin’d in little 
‘Cells, which muft be firft broke 
open, before they can be at Li. 
berty to afcend; but the Phlegm, 
being diffus’d: every-where,: is 
faoner drawn out,’ and rais’d by 
| the Fire, though it is {peciftcally 
lighter,

Sublimation, Fixation. 

The Diftillation of Vegetables, 
as the Parts of all fuch Matter are 
eafily feparated, is term’d Right 
Diftillation, and is perform’d in 
any common Still; but the Diftil- 
lation of Metals and Minerals is 
call'd Oblique Diftilation; be- 
caufe their Parts cannot be ele- 
vated without a very ftrong Im- 
‘pulfe, which is therefore made in’ 
the Reverberatory. . 

And hence the Ufe of Diftilla-' 
tion is, that the liquid Parts may 
be feparated fronrthe more come 
pact, whether they come out in 
the Form of Oil, Phlegm, or Spirit. 

Sublimation, As the fluid Parts 
of Bodies are rais’d by Diftilla-’ 
tion, fo in Sublimation, nothing 
is rais’d but what is folid,; and™ 
therefore, the Rarifa@tion, which. 
is fo neceflary in Diftillation, has 
hardly any Room in Sublimation ;' 
for, the Subftances which are fub- 
lim’d, being incapable of Rari- 
fa@ionyare only rais’d by Force | 
and Impuife; and this depends 
upon the Surfaces of the Parts of 
fome Bodies being much larger, 
in Proportion to their Weight, 
than the Parts of the Surfaces of 


‘others, fo that the Fire has not 


only a Power to enter into their 
Pores, and feparate their Parts 
from each other; but, becaufe of 
their Breadth of Surface, to ele- 
vate and raife them up, which 
could not be done to Particles of 
the fame {pecifick Gravity, where 
their Surfaces are confiderably 
lefs, ; a 
Fixation, This is the Reverfe of 
Sublimation, wz. where the Sur- 
faces of the Particles of Bodies 
are fo finall, in Proportion to 
their Gravities, that they cannot 
be rais’d by the Force of Fire. 
Pres 
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. Precipitation, 
Precipitation, This is the falling 
down of Particles to the Bottom 
of the Veflel, after they have 
fome Time floated, and been 
fufpended in a Menjiruum, 
Thefe Particles fometimes fink 
of their own Accord, but oftener, 
‘by the Affiftance of fome other 
Liquor dropp’d into the Menfiru- 
um, making it fpecifically heavier 
or lighter; for, a heavier Liquor, 
dropp’d into the Menffruum, will 
carry down with it thofe Particles 
that fwimm’d init, which, by 
reafon of the fuperior Weight, 
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Precipitation. 
and Coherency of the Liquid, 
hinders them from rifing any 
more; and when a heavy Liquid 
is diluted with one that is light- 
er, and the Parts of both equally 
united, the Particles, that before 
were fufpended in the Menftru- 
um, fall to the Bottom; and by 
reafon the Menflruum is, by the 
aforefaid Mixture, render’d light. 
er, the Particles, fallen to the Rot- 
tom, are detain’d in that Pofi- 
tion, their Gravity and Weight 
being now {uperior to that of the 
Menjftruum. 
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Of the Preparation of VEGETABLES. 


HE firft Thing that arifes moft 
T naturally, inthe Preparation 
of Vegetables, is the feparating 
their more fpirituous Parts from 
thofe that are grofs; and hereby 
We are to underftand, not only 
-fuch as become fit for this Maa 

nagement in Vegetation, but 
thofe alfo that are made fo by 
Fermentation and Art. 

Of the firft, are all thofe odori- 
ferousV egetables, whether {weet- 
{cented, or ftinking, which fhould 
be diftill’d green, or dry, as their 
Texture is fitted to lofe, or retain 
thofe volatile Parts; for thofe, 
whofe volatile Parts are fo loofe, 
that they fly off in drying, ought 

to be committed to the Still, as 
foon as gather’d. Of this Kind 
are many Flowers of a tender 
Scent, and fuch Herbs, as Bawm, 
Fanfy, exe. but ftronger Aroma: 
ticks, as Rofemary, Marjoram, 


and Lavender, which’ preferve 

their Scent and Flavour, may be 

diftill’d dry, unlefs they be kept 

too long. Thefe are all beft diftil- 

led in a Still with a Crain-Head, 
and the higher it be, it is the bet- 
ter; and ta preferve the aroma- 
ticle Parts from making their E- 
feape, the beft Way is, not only 

to lute on the Head very clofe, 

but alfo, to faften a Piece of Blad- 

der round the End of the Worm, 

and the Neck of the Bottle; but 
then Care muft be taken, to keep 

a moderate Heat under the Still; 

otherwife, while it is kept fo clofe 
on all Parts, it will be apt, either 

to carry off the Head, or burft 
the Bottle, 

As for the Spirits of vegetable 
Subftances, made by Fermenta- 
tion, but efpecially thofe from 
the Herbs. Dr. Quincy obferves, 
‘¢ That they cannot be depended 

ae wide

“€ on, to have much of the Vir- 
“© tue of the Plant in them ;.for, 
in the Fermentation of odo 
riferous Plants the Spirit flies 
away in that inteftine Motion ; 
fo that what is afterwards pro- 
duc'd, has no Advantage be- 
** yond thofe made from inodo- 
“* rous Subftances by the fame 
“© Artifice.” ‘He therefore very 
yeafonably infers, that thofe Wii- 
ters exceedingly err, who teach 
to ferment any Plant whatfoever, 
in Order to draw out its medici- 
nal Virtues, becaufe, by the very 
Adcion of Fermentation, the Spi- 
ritis made; fo that it fignifies 
not fo much what Subftances fuch 
a Spirit is drawn from, as what 
Properties are obtain’d to a Spi- 

rit made by fuch Contrivancé. 
To all. which the fame Author 
fubjoins, that the Waters exhal’d 
$yom inodorous Plants are not 
worth Diftiilation ; becaufe they 
cannot raife any thing burPhlegm, 
unlefs a very fmall Portion of a 
nitrous Salt, which is ftrain’d into 
them with their Nourifhment 
from the Earth, or imbib’d from 
the Air and Dew; for which Reea- 
fomhe concludes, that fince there 
are fo many Ways of procuring 
all the medicinal Efficacies of fuch 
Salts to much better Advantage. 
The Trouble and Expence of di- 
filling Plants, to obtain it from 

them, can never be juftifiable, 
Moft Apothecaries are now fo 
fenfible of this, that they diftil 
but very few Plants, excepting 
thofe that abound with aromatick 
Parts, and fub{titute only common 
Water in the Room of the other. 
The fimple Waters, that retain 
the Virrmes of their proper Plants, 
and are of 
follows

All the reft, though they have 
been formerly in fome Vogue in 
medicinal Intentions, are almoft — 
now quite laid afide, as being 
little or nothing but Phlegm, and 
even fome of thefe too have fo 
much Phlegm in them, that they 
will keep but a little while with-— 
out turning mothery, as the Pare 
fley, Camomile, Bawm, Fennel, — 
and Lovage. Thofe therefore, that 
have a Mind to obtain the Virtues 
of the other Simples, had better 
continue to give them inSubftance — 
champ’d green, or in Powder, 
when carefully dry’d.

little Time, the Water and Oil 
will run into the Receiver. So 
Jong as you perceive the Oil 
come with the Water, you are 
to continue the Fire ; but when 
that ceafes, which may be 
known, by holding aSpoon un- 
der the Worm; you may draw 
the Fire from the Still, and fe- 
parate the Oil from the Water, 
s« and referve it for Ufe.” 

This is a very eafy Operation, 
but it requires fo great a Quanti- 
ty of any Simple to make but a 
{mall Portion of Oil, that is, fo 
many Still-fulls, that it is hardly 
worth any one’s While to go a- 
bout it, but thofe who make~a 
conftant Trade of it, We fhall, 
however, fubjoin a Lift of thofe 
that are-moft in Ufe, with a fhort 
Account of their Virtues. They 
are call’d effential, becaufe many 
of them contain the very Quin- 
teflence of the Plant, from whence 


they are drawn, and this is mani- 


feft, from their extraordinary Fla- 
your and Heat, moft of them be- 
ing like the Fire itfelf in the 
Mouth; for which Reafon, they 
are never given fingly, but with 
Sugar, or in Compofition with 
other Ingredients, . 
Oil of Anije, The Oil of Ani- 
feeds has exaétly the Tafte and 
Smell of Seeds from whence it is 
drawn. It is a moft excellent 
Peétoral, and of the greateft Ser- 
, Vice in all Diforders proceeding 
from Wind; and has, by fome, 
been very judicioufly added, as, 
an Ingredient in.Markham'’s Balls, - 
it being very ferviceable in all 
the Intentions for which thofe 
are given. 
Oil of Carraways, This is alfo

avery excellent Oil, and is of . 
Ufe in all the fame Intentions as 
the former. 

Oil of Camomile, This is alfo 
us’d in Intentions to expel Wind, 
as alfo, in Pains and Stitches in 
the Breaft. The Plant affords but 
little of the Oil, as all thofe that 
do not fhoot much into Seed; 
wherefore, it becomes very ex- 
penfive, and cannot eafily be 
comply’d with to Horfes, who 
require pretty large Dofes. 

Oil of Cinnamon, This is a moftt 
excellent Medicine, but a very ex- 
penfive one; however, to Horfes 
of Value, fome Drops of it may 
be inftill’d into purging Balls, in 
which it makes an admtrableCor- 
rector, and anfwers in all the 
fame Intentions where the Cin- 
namon is preferib’d, It is a Cor- 
dial, and very much ftrengthens 
the Stomach and Nerves, That 
which is not adulterate finks to 
the Bottom, when dropp’d into. 
the Water; whereas, moft other 
chymical Oils {wim at Top. 

Oil of Cloves, The beft is of a 
pale Colour, and finks in Water, 
as the preceding; it is) much 
cheaper than the other, and there- 
fore may be us’d as its Succedane- 
um in all the fame Intentions. 

Oil of Dill, This is drawn from 
the Seeds, and has all the Virtues 
of the Plant. It expels Wind, 
and may therefore be us’d upon 
Occafion, as a Corrector to thie. 
other Medicines. ! 

Oil of Fennel, It is us’d in Ine 
tentions to expel Wind, deftroy 
Grufdities, and promote Urine. 

Oil of Funiper, This is drawn’ 
from the Berriés, and contains 
their Virtues, Itvis very much 
of the Turpentine Kind, and is

of great Setvice in all Cholicks, 
efpecially in thofe that arife from 
Diforders in the Bladder and u- 
rinary Paflages, which it cleanfes 
very powerfully. It may be given 
to the Quantity of half a Dram, 
or two Scruples, with other Me- 
dicines of the fame Intention, 
and will hardly be at any Time 
It re- 
fembles the Oil of Turpentine fo 
much in Smell, that the Dealers 
in Drugs oftentimes adulterate it 
with the faid Oils and we feldom 
meet with it without fome fuch 
Mixture, 

Oil of Lavender, This Oil has 
much of the Scent and Flavour 
of the Plant from whence it is 
drawn. It is good in all Difor- 
ders of the Head, and in many 
Cafes where the Nerves.are af- 
fected; being a great Cordial, and 
Reviver of the Spirits, 

Oil of Mace, It has the fame 
Efficacy with the Oil of Cloves, 

Oil of Marjoram,This is a good 
Cordial, and Cephalick, having, 
in moft Refpects, the fame Vir- 
tues as the Oil of Lavender. It 
is alfo {aid to be of Service, to 
promote the Senfe of Smelling, 
when itis fomewhat diluted, and 
apply’d to the Nofe, | 
Oil of Mint, This is warm and 
ftomachick, participating of the 
Virtues of the Plant from whence 
it is drawn, tho’ in a fomewhat 
lower Degree. It is externally of 
Ufe, when apply’d to the Sto- 
mach, to remove Loathing, and 
Want of Appetite. 

Oil df Nutmegs, The Oil of Nut. 
megs contains the Virtues of the 
Spices It is a good Cephalick, 
and Comforter of the Nerves, and 
is us’d in many Intentions of that

Befides thefe, many other chy 
mical Oils may-be drawn from 
and other Vegetables, 
fiace almoft every Vegetable 
Simple 
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_. Effential Oils. 
Simple will afford more, or lefs, 
of an Oil in Diftillation; bur 
thefe we have inferted being the 
moft ufeful, we thought it proper 
ot to take up too much Room, 
by inferting a Number of Things 
that would be of little Service, 
or feldom call’d for, but the ra- 
ther, as there is little or no Dif- 
ference in the Manner of making 
them; and moreover, as all of 
them contain more, og lefs of the 
Virtue of the Simple from which 
they are drawn, and therefore, 
the Virtues of thofe we have o- 
Initted may be eafily known, by 
turning to the Account of the 
Vegetable Simples, in the Be- 
ginning of the firft Part. 
The Effential Oils muft be of

ther diflolv’d in Syrup, or ina 
Drench; but the fureft Way of 
giving it to Horfes, fo as neither 
to exceed or fall fhort of what is 
neceflary, is to mix it up in Balls, 
that being a Form the neareft 
to its own Confiftence. 

It is a moft admirable Remedy 
in many Intentions, there being 
hardly a Difeafe wherein it may 
not be of fome Service in one 
Period, or another, as it gently 
compofes the whole Oeconomy 
to Reft and Quiet : It is ufeful in 
all exceflive Pains, but efpecially 
Gripes in the Guts, wherein ié 
not only gives immediate Eafe, 
but likewifé puts a’Stop to Scour

made with Camphire, to promote 
Sweat in fome Fevers accompa- 
ny'd with a Loofenefs, and where 
it is neceflary to give a Turn to 
the Diflemper, by. promoting 
fome other Secretion: But all 
thefe Tin@ures are compounded 
more, or lefs, with cordial Me- 
dicines, as Saffron, Cinnamon, 
Cloves, and fuch like, or with 
Thitigs proper to expel Wind.

Vinegar of Rofes. 


This is made by infufing White 
Wine-Vinegar fix Pints; on half 
a Pound of red Rofe-Leaves 
dry'd, and after it has ftood thirty 
or forty Days in Infufion, the Li- 
quor to be prefled off the Leaves, 
and referv’d for Ufe.> “This will 
greatly allay Heat and Pain in any 


of Rofemary, Vinegar of Laven- 
der made by Infufion ; thé Flow- 
ers of thefe Plants are alfo rec-_ 
kon’d ferviceable in many Difor- 
ders of the Nerves, particularly, 
in paralytick Numbriefles; we 
fhall only take Notice of one 
other Preparation of Vinegar, 
which is very defervedly recom- 
mended by Dr, Quincy, as a Suc- 
cedaneum, that may be made Ufe 
of inftead of the Treacle- Water, 
and is very eafily procur’d. 


Vinegar of Rue, 


“© Take Leaves of Rue, and 
W ater - Germander , pick’d 
‘clean from their thick Stalks, — 
of each three Handfuls, Juni- 
per-Berries, and Angelica- 
Roots, of each two Ounces ;

rectified : But the Spirit of Wine 
rectified with Salt of Tartar, and 
from thence cail’d the Tartaris’d 
Spirit of Wine, is not only of a 
more agreeable Scent than any 
other; but alfo more efficacious 
in the drawing off Tindtures, and 
to many medicinal Purpofes, be- 


. ing of itfelf a very good Cordial, 


when diluted in fome proper Ve, 
hicle. 

As for the common Spirit of 
Wine, its Ufe, both in internal 
and external Applications, is fuffi- 
ciently known. .

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Of the Preparations of ANIMALS. 


HERE are but very few Pre- 
op parations which come under 
this Divifion of the Materia Me- 
dica, and of thefe feldom any are 
prefcrib’d to Horfes, as it is but 
jeldom any one either ftudies the 
convenient, and decent Form of 
Medicines to them, or pleafe their 
Palate : The chief Ufe the Parts 
of Animals are put to is in out- 
ward Applications, or, when any 
Part of an Animal is given in- 
wardly, it is generally with little 
or no Preparation, or elfe inCom- 
pofition with other Medicines. 


‘Hogs Lard, 


There are but few, who are 
Strangers to the Way of prepa- 
ring this, all that is neceflary 
being only to cut it in fmall 
Pieces, and to melt it over a very 
gentle Fire, and, while it is hot, 
to ftrain it thro’ a Piece of Flan- 
nel, for, by this Means, it is fe- 
parated from the Skins, which 
render it unfit, either to be us’d 
of itfelf, or im the Compofition 
of Ointments and Plaifters. 

The Ufe of-this is fufficiently 
known, being bath foftening, 
and fomewhat penetrating. 

In the fame Manner are pre- 
par’d the Suet of a Deer, the Suet 
of an Ox or Sheep, and the Fat 
of all other Creatures, whofe Ufe 


we haye already taken Notice of 
under their proper Heads, 

The Dungs of Animals that are 
to be us’d, either externally or 
internally, need not much Pre- 
paration ; but that which is the 
beft digefted, and prepar’d in the 
Bowels, is the fitteft in any In- 
tention; it being then the moft 
faturated with thofe nitrous Salts, 
wherein its medicinal Efficacy 
confifts; it fhould therefore be 
as fmooth as poflible, and free 
from grofs Subftances. | 

Urine is chiefly made Ufe of in 
outward Applications; and, if it 
be boil’d to the Confiftence of a. 
Syrup, it is fo much the more 
‘penetrating, and muft. therefore 
be the more ferviceable in Cafes 
that require a fearching Medicine; 
but we fhall take fome further 
Notice of this under the Prepas 
rations of Salts, ys teh 


‘Beetles. 


We: have already taken Notice 
of thofe Infeéts, under the Sec- . 
tion of Animals in Part I. all we 
have from it is an Ointment, 
which Solleyfell recommends in 
Splents, Wind-galls, Farcy,Knots, 
and in divers Excrefcences grow- 
ing out on the Bodies of Horfes.

and at any Time will anfwer in 
all the fame Intentions as effec. 
tually; for thefe Infe&s feem to 
_ differ no otherwife in their Effects 

fyom the Spazifh Flies, than that 
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Beeties. 
they are fomewhat more mild 
and gentle in their Operation’; 
and the fame may be eafily pro- 
cur’d from the Flies, by leflening 
their Quantity: And when they 
are apply’d no otherwife than to 
raife a Blifter, or draw out red. 
Water, they will neither leave a 
Scar, nor hinder the Hair from 
growing; for, that which is the 
Caufe of a Scar, is when the 


‘Fibres of the Skin under the Cu- 


ticula, or Scarf-Skin, are anywife 
wounded, and the fame alfo hin- 
ders the growing of the Hair; 
which Accidents -neyer happen, 
when the Film, or Scarf-Skin, is, 
only elevated and rais’d. 

There are feveral other Infecis 
in our Northern Climates, which 
may, very probably, have the 
fame Effects, as the Oily Beetle ; 
and the fame Author takes No- 
tice of another, which, in fome 
Meafure, has the Effe& of Fire, 
Without making the Hair fall off: 
He fays, they alfo draw forth a 
red Water, which in Time turns - 
to a Scurf or Scab, and after thar 
falls off, the Part remains as 
found, and free from Swelling, as 
when a Retoire has been apply’d. 

Thefe are little black, longifh 
Infe&s, not bigger than a fmall 
Bean, without Wings, but fur- 
nifh’d with Legs, and fo hard, 
that one can hardly brnife them 
between the Fingers, They are to 
be found about the End of April; 
and in May, under a bulbous 
Crowfoot, a Plant which grows 
very plentifully in fomeMeadows.

This is recommended, as the 
former, to take off Splents, Wind.

Vipers. 


There are divers Preparations 
made of the Vipers, but efpeci-. 


ally an Effence, anOil,Spirit, and 
volatile Salt. The Effence, Spirit; 
and volatile Salt are of great Ser- 
vice in malignant and peftilential 
Fevers, in all Diftempers of the 
Head and Breaft; and Solley/ell 
recommends their Effence in the 
fame Diforders; and likewife as 
a great Cordial in invenomed 
Bites. 


The Oil is reckon’d a Speci- 


fick in the Cure of invenomed 
Wounds; but their Scarcity in 
our cold Climates makes them 
become a very coftly Medicine, 
even to human Bodies. Any 
Gentleman however, that can 
procure a fufficient Number of 
them, needs only have them 
open’d, crc. cleans’d from Worms 
and Excrements, and the Females 
from their Eggs; their Hearts 
and Livers alfo taken out, and 
dry’d feparately, and afterwards 
infus’d in Canary; and we can 
aflure him, he cannot have a 
better Cordial for his own drink- 
ings; it will fortify him againft 
all Manner of Infe@ion from a 
fickly Air and Seafon. 

Bones,

of any Animal, 


The Harts-Horn is chiefly 
made Ufe of, as having the fame 
Virtue and Efficacy as others, 
and that in a higher Degree. 


Spirit Volatile, Salt, and Oil of 
Harts-Horn. 


Spirit, Salt, Oil of Harts-Horn. 

The Spirit is no other than a 
{mall Portion of the vo/atile Salt, 
diluted in the Phlegm. It is a 
Promoter of the Difcharges by 
Sweat, and is very proper in all 
Diforders whatfoever, affecting 
the Nerves; but the volatile Salt - 
is indu'd with all thofe Proper- 
ties in a much higher Degree. It 
fhould be kept very clofe ina 


- Vial with a glafs Stopper; and, 


Thefe ate all made in the fame 
Procefs,. by putting any Quantity 
of folid Pieces of Harts-Horn 
into a Retort or iron Pot witha 
copper Head, which fhould be 
fill’d about twoThirds, and plac’d 
upon a naked Fire, which muft 
be gradually increas'd, until the 
Whole is rais’d. The Salt and 
Spirit are afterwards redtified, 
and in the Redtification the Spi- 

_rit comes over into the Re- 
ceiver, but the volatile Salt ad- 
heres to the Neck of the Retort; 


“as in all other Procefles of the 


like Kind, 


when it is given, the beftWay is 
in fome Liquid, or, if it be work- 
ed into a Ball, that fhould be 
done theMinute before it is given, 
otherwife its volatile Parts will 
quickly make their Efcape. 

The Saltof Harts-Horn, which 
we commonly meet with in the 
Shops, is a meer Cheat, made up 
of Quick-Lime and nitrous Salts, 
and is hard and white, in large 
Pieces, whereas the genuine true 
Salt is tranfparent and fleaky, 
of a fomewhat yellowifh Colour, 
{mells not fo quick as the other, 
but ftrongly of the Harts-Horn, 
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Of the Preparation of MINERALS. 


E fhall begin this SeGion 
WV with the Preparations of 
Antimony, not only as it comes 
firft in the Alphabetical Order, 
but alfo, as it has a greater Share 


in the Phyfick of Horfes, than 
any other Metal whatfoever. 


The moft fimple Preparation 
of Antimony is the making it 
‘nto a Powder, fo that it may be 
given in Subftance, either among 
a Horfe’s Corn, or in Balls; in 
both which Cafes, the beft Way 
is to make it into’a very fine 
Powder, or rather, to have it 


ground fome little Time on a 


Marble, for, as it isthus prepat’d, 
a greater Quantity muft enter into 
the Ma{s of the Blood, whereas, 
when it is given in a rough Pow- 
der, as is very common, moft of 
it reaches no further than the 
firft Paflages, which is evident 
enough from the Coldur of the 


Dung, which would not be fear’ 


fo black, as it is for the moftPart, 
were it rightly prepar’d. 


.  Diaphoretick Antimony. 


<* This is made of Antimony 
“© and Salt-petre, wiz, three Parts 
« of the Salt to one of Anti- 
** mony.” The Ingredients are 
pounded, and mix’d together, and 
put into a red-hot Crucible, by a 
Spoonful at a Time, and ther 
put into an earthen Pan full of 
Water to diflolve the Salt; and 


. 


after feveral Wafhings, that the 
Matter is fine enough, it is fuffer- 
ed to fettle, and the Liquor pour- 
ed off by Inclination; the An- 
timony, being thus purified, ts 
fpread upon brown Paper, and 
laid upon a Chalk-ftone to dry. 
This is feldom given alone, 
but is very frequently in Compo- 
fition with other Ingredients, and 
particulagly, in the Pulvis Corni- 
chini. It isa good Alterative, and 
promotes Sweat, from whence it 
has its Name of Diaphoretick, It 
is alfo accounted good in the 
Jaundice, and in all Obftrudtions 
of the Vifcera, and by fome, asa 
Deftroyer of Worms; for which 
Purpofe it is often ordered in 
W orm-Powders. . 


Liver of Antimony. 


«© Take crude Antimony grofty 
beaten fix Pounds, Salt-petre © 
of the fecond Solution four 
Pounds, (for that which is 
white and refin’d is too yio- 
lent,) beat the Salt-petre very | 
fmall, and mix it withithe An- 
timony in an iron Pot or brafs 
Mortar, two third Parts re- 
maining empty; then kindle 
the Matter with alightedMatch, 
_ora Piece of Charcoal; and, 
as foon as it takes Fire, remove 
to a convenient Diftance from 
the Pot, to avoid the Fumes

Liver of Antimony. 

© Matter is cold, turn up the Mor- 
“* tar, for the Liver lies at the 
Bottom under the remaining 
Part of the Salt-petre, which is 
join'd with the Impurities of 
the Antimony, commonly cal- 
led the Scorie, You may eafily 
feparate them, for the Liver 
fhines like Glafs, and is of a 
very dark-brown Colour;- if 
not, it isa Sign you have com- 
mitted fome Error in the Ope- 
ration, and efpecially, if it be 
of a pale yellowifh Colour, 
you may conclude it is burnt, 
and not fit for Horfes, You 
muft not wafh the Liver of 
Antimony, for they, who take 
“ that Method, deprive it of a 
confiderable Part of itsVirtues, 
The Scoria ferve for other Ufes, 
efpecially for Clyfters.” 

- This is Solleyfell’s Method of, 
making the Liver of Antimony, 
which we have taken verbatim 
‘from him, it being the fame he 
conftantly adminifter’d to his 
Horfes. He fays, “ You may 
“ give your Horfe once a Day, 
** for the Space of a Month, two 
** Ounces of the Liver reduc’d to 
“* fine Powder, and mix’d with 
Oats, or moiftened Bran. It 
reftores loft Appetite, kills 
Worms, promotes the Cure of 
Wounds, of the Farcy and 
Mange; purifies the Blood, by 
removing Obfiructions, and 
opening the Paflages ; fattens 
tired and wafted Horfes, helps 
the Cough and Shortnefs of 
That the 
Effe& of this Remedy does not 
appear externally, but aéts by 
infenfible Tranfpiration, cool- 
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* ing and refrefhing the inward 


‘ Parts without Evacuation; and 
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Liver of Antimony. 

* that, if there be any univerfal 
** Remedy for Horfes, ic mutt 
* certainly lurk in this Medicine,” 
_ To evince its Effects by infen- 
fible Tranfpiration, he defires 
any one to be prefent, while a 
Horfe under a Courfe of ir is 
curry’d, at what Time may be 
perceived a very great Increafe 
of the Impurity and Filth {ticking 
tothe Skin, which is expell'd that 
Way by the Antimony. But we 
have already given the true Rea- 
fon of this Operation in the Liver 
of Antimony, or the Crocus Me- 
t@ligrum, which differs but little 
from it, in the laft Se@tion of the 
firft Part, concerning the Opera- 
tion of purging Medicines, ‘to 
which we refer the Reader. 

Solleyfell’s Emetick Wire is 
made by infufing three Pints of 
White-Wine on two Ounces of 
the Liver of Antimony, fhaking ic 
for two or three Days, and then 
letting it fubfide, that the Liquor 
may be pour’d off clear : this he 
ufes in all the fame Intentions, 
as the Liver of Antimony, giving 
now and then a Quart of it. I 


have been inform’d, it will com- 


municate its Virtues to Beer, as 
well as to Wine; but we look 
uponit to*be fomewhat needlefs 
to be at this Trouble, fince it is 
fo eafily given in Subftance. 


Golden Sulphur of Antimony. 


This is made by boiling any 
Quantity of the Scorta of the 
Regulus of Antimony in twenty 
times its Weight in Water, and, 
while it is hot, running it thro’ 
a fine ftraining Cloth, and then 
putting diftilled Vinegar. to it, 
which will caufe a red Powder 

to 
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Golden Sulphur of Antimony. 
tO precipitate, continuing to drop 


the Vinegat, until the Liquor: 


ceafes to be muddy, and, after 
that, wafhing ic till it is without 
Tafte or Smell; and, after drain- 
ing it in a Coffin of Paper, it 
mutt be fet in a dry earthen Dith, 
to dry over a gentle Warmth, 

Solleyfell’s Method is fomewhat 
different, but the Operation is 
equally eafy, though fomewhat 
more tedious, and is as follows. 
«* Boil any Quantity of the 
Scorie of the Regulus of Anti- 
mony, in a fafiicient Quantity 
of Water, ftirring it from éfme 
to time; till Part of the Scori« 
be diffoly’d; let the Solution 
‘ ftand till ic -fettle, then pour 
off the Liquor; or; if you 
pleafe, filtrate it thro’ brown 
Paper, and throw away the 


upon the Paper, referving the 
{train’d Solution; at the fame 
Time, boil a fufficient Quan- 
tity of Tartar in Water,  ftir- 
ring it till it be diffolv’d, 
which will require a confide- 
rable Time; then put the firft 
Water into an earthen Pot, 
and, by Degtees, pour the So- 
lution of Tartar upon it, af- 
ter which, you will immedi- 
ately feel a ftrong ftinking 
Smell, and the mix’d Liquors 
will precipitate, or let fall a 
brown Powder to the Bottom. 
This is the golden Sulphur of 
Antimony, which muft be dri- 
“« ed on brown Paper, and pre- 
ferv’d for Ufe, 

Our Author lays down this 
Procefs, where he treats of the 
Cure of tired lean Horfes, that 
pine away, after hard Labour, or 
Riding. “€ He gives it from 


grofs Subftance that remains« 
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Golden sulphur of Antimony, 
« half an Ounce to an Ounce, 
*¢ mix’d with a double Quantity 
“© of fine Wheat-Flour, or by 
“© infufing it all Night in a Quart 
“* of Wine.” But, as himfelf ob- 
ferves, the beft Way of giving 
all thofe metalline Subftances 1s 


- made up into a Pafte; for, in any 


liquid Form, they are apt to fub- 
fide and fall to the Bottom; fo 
as the Horfe can never have his 
Dofe rightly proportion’d. 

This, he fays, ought to be ree 
peated once a Day, for the Space 
of fifteen or twenty Days; 
which, without any other Re- 
medy, will reftore him to his 
perfect Health; by confuming 
and difpelling the Humours that 
hinder him from growing fat ; 
and fince the Flanks of lean 
Horfes are ufually lank, and 
heated, this Remedy will alfo re- © 
move that Inconvenience, tho’ 
they eat a great deal of Hay. He 
adds; that it imitates the other 
Preparations of Antimony in its 
Operation on the Body of a 


Horfe which is perform’d by in- 


fenfible Tranfpiration; that it 
purifies the Blood, loofens the 
Skin from the Bones, cools the 
internal Parts, expels watery Ha- 
mours, opens, .and fcours the 
Pafiages, refifts Putrefaction, and 
increafes the natural Heat; and 
moreover; that it contributes to 
the Cure of the Farcy,; Scab, 
Cough, Peeling of the Head, and 
a beginning Purfivenefs ; and con- 
cludes, that there are few Reme- 
dies for Horfes of equal Virtue. 
There are many other Prepa- 
rations of Antimony, which are 
accounted emetick and purgative, 
as the Paxacea Antimoni, the Be- 
zoar Mineral, and the like, which

Golden Sulphur of Antimony, 
according to-our Author, work 
powerfully by infenfible Tranfpi- 
ration; for, if they once enter 
into the Mafs of Blood, without 
moving the firft, Paflages, they 


-muft undoubtedly ftimulate the 


{mall Veflels, and be of very 
great Service in promoting, not 
only the cuticular Difcharges, but 
even in opening all Manner of 
ObftruGions in the principal

phur of Antimony, — efpecially 
when they are rightly managed © 
into proper Forms, with other 
fuitable Ingredients; but'we fhall 
give particular Directions con- 
cerning their Management in the 
enfuing Part of this Treatife. 

The Buttér of Antimony is no 
lefs fervicedble in outward Ap- 
plications. It is cauftick in its 
Operation, but fo effeftual in de- 
ftroying mortified dead Fleth, that 
it is oftentimes us’d with the 
greateft Succefs, in putting a Stop 
to Mortifications; and we can re- 
commend if, not only for that 
Purpofe, but in Mixture with o- 
ther Ointments to cleanfe rotten 
foul UJcers, wherein it is not ins 
ferior to’ any other Medicine 
whatfoever. . 

It is made of equal Parts of 
Antimony atid Mercury {ubli- 
mate in a coated Retort: The 
Butter rifes firft with the fecond . 
Degree of Heat, and the Cinabar 
laft, in the Neck of the Retort, 
after two Hours of the -highelt 
Degree of Fire.

A Reflvingent Preparation of Iron, 
fold by the Name of Colebatch’s 
Styptick Powder. 


«© Take any Quantity of the 
Filings of Iron, and pour up- 
on them Spirit of Salt, to the 
Height of three ‘or four Fin- 
gers above them, let them 
ftand in a gentle Digeftion till 
the Fermentation is over, and 
the Spirit of Salt is become 
fweet; then pour off what is 
liquid, and evaporate it in an 
iron or glafs Veffel, until half 
is confum’d ; at which Time, 
put to it an equal Quantity of 
Saccharum Saturni, and evapo- 
rate to a dry Powder; it muft 
be clofe ftopp’d from Air, 
otherwife it will lofe its Effi- 
cacy.”

Lead, Salt of Lead, 


Red Lead, 


This is made by melting any 
Quantity of Lead in an earthen 
un-glaz’d Pan, and ftirring it 
over the Fire till it turn to a 
Powder; and, when it is thus 
calcin’d, it is put into a rever- 
beratory Fire for three or four 
Hours; it will turn red, and is 
then call’d Minium. 


White Lead. 


This is only the Ruft of Lead, 
when it is corroded, by putting 
Vinegar upon it. © 

Burnt Lead. 

This is made by taking two 
Parts of Lead, and one of Sul- 
phur, When the Sulphur is fet on 
Fire, it will leave the other in a ~ 
black Powder. _ ;

of the Moifture, or until there 
arifes a Pellicle or Skin over 
it; then fet the Veffel ina 
Cellar, or any cool Place, 
where it “may fhoot into Cry- 
‘ftals; and, as often as thefe 
Cryftals are feparated from 
the Liquor, the Liquor muft 
be placed to fhoot again, until 
all is obtain’d that can be got 
from it. . 


This Salt, tho’ it requires fome 


Pains, is however eafily made, 
and requires no great Apparatus. 
It-is very ufeful in many outward 
Applications, mix’d with Oint- 
ments to dry up humid and moift 
Ulcers, Scabs and Tetters. A 
little of it diffolv’d in Rofe-Wa- 
ter, or any other Eye-Water, 
makes an excellent Collyrium for 
the Eyes, when they are infefted 
with Rheums and Inflammations. 
It is alfo very ufeful in Burns 
and Scalds, when there is fuffici- 


-ent.Vent for the Matter; but be- 


fore fome Signs of Digeftion it 
may be prejudicial. It is feldom 
given inwardly, becaufe of its 
Coldnefs, but yet it may very 
fafely be given to Horfes,-from 


fifteen Grains to half a Dram, 


for inward Bruifes, and in all 
obftinate Scourings and Loofe- 


_heffes, and to ftop Hemorrhages 


that proceed from a too much 
rarified Blood,

This commonly goes by the 
Name of White Mercury, but 
there are few Apothecaries who 
keep it in their Shops, bue when 
any one calls for the White Mer- 
cury, they fell Mercurius dulcis in’ 
the Room of it, Soley/eil makes - 
it as follows. 

«© Take ftrong Aqua fortis or 
«© Mercury, of each one Pound, 
«« put them into a Matrafs, or © 
«* long neck‘d Vial, and digeft 
in a gentle Sand-Heat, until 
the Mercury be diffolv’d; then 
pour the Solution, or the Aqua | 
fortis, that contains the whole 
Mercury, into a Cucurbit, or 
the lower Part of a glafs Alem- 
bick, and, luting on the Head, 
*¢ draw off one half of the Aqua © 
«« fortis, and that which remains, 
being cold, will congeal into 
a Sort of Salt or Vitriol,; which 
muft be taken out and dry’d,; 
put this Vitriol of Mercury 
into a glafs Cucurbit, with its 
Head, adding a Pound of de- 
crepitated Salt, and a like 
Quantity of Colcothar; 2. e. 
Vitriol calcin’d, *cill it acquire 
a red Colour. Place the Cue: 
curbit in a Sand-Furnace; fit 
on the Recipient; whichis a 
large Matrafs join’d to the 
Beak of the Alembick, and, 
with a very gentle Heat, draw 
off all the Water or Phlegm | 
that will come over; ther 
Ha © gras | 
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Q)uick-folver. 
gradually, which will join it 
felf to as much of the Spirits 
of Salt and Virriol, as is ne- 
ceflary for its Sublimation ; 
and you may perceive it afcend 
augment the Fire one Degree, 
to make the Mercury afcend 
united to'thefe Salts, and ftick 
to the Sides of. the Cucurbit; 
after you have continu’d the 
Heat, in a moderate Degree, 
for the Space of twelve, or 
fifteen Houfs, fuffer the Vef- 
fels to cool, and you will find 
the Mercury fublim’d to the 
Top of the Cucurbit, which 
you muft break, to feparate 
the cryftalline Part from, the 
mealy Subftance in the Head, 
and the Caput mortuun at the 
Bottom.” 

- But the following Procefs, 
which Dr, Quincy fays he has 
extracted from Bequinus, is much 
the beft, and the eafieft made. 

«© Take a Pound of Quick-fil- 
ver, which diffolve in ftrong 
Agua fortis, pour off as much 
afterwards as will run off clear; 
and with a gentle Heat evapo- 
‘¥ate the white Mafs to Dry- 
nefs. Put this Powder in a 
glafs Mortar, and mix with it 
a Pound of calcin’d Vitriol, 
and as much decrepitated Salt, 
put them together in a Ma- 
trafs, whereof two Thirds re- 
main empty; place it in Sand, 
and begin with a {mall Fire, 
which continue three Hours ; 
then increafe it to a pretty 
goad Strength, and the Subli- 
mate will arife to the Top.”’ 

Solieyfell fays, corrofive Subli- 
mate is an artificial Rofin, com- 
pos’d of the moft fubtile Particles 
of Quick-filver, Salt, and Vitriol

fublim’d in a cryftalline Form, 
which may be eafily reduc’d to a 
white Powder like Sugar; that 
none of the Ingredients are poi- 
fonable, if they be, confider’d 
diftin@ly ; but, in the Sublimati- 
on, the Spirits of the Salt “and 
Vitriol difengage the Parts of the 
Mercury, and alter its Contex- 
ture, by reducing that to a dry — 
and earthy Subftance, which be- 
fore was fluid Jike Water, for, 
thefe two Spirits penetrate the 
Body of the Mercury, change its 
Nature, and, in a Manner, kill, 
or poifon it. - : 

This is indeed a very ftrong 
Poifon, bur, as the above-men- 
tion’d .Author gives listle or no 
Infight into the Matter, we are 
in Hopes it may not be unac- 
ceptable to the Reader, to give 
him a fhort Sketch of what has 
been obferv’d concerning it, by 
one of the greateft. Authors the 
Age has produc’d, viz. That, by 
this Procefs, the Mercury be- 
comes loaded with the corrofive 
fharp Salts of the Agua fortis, fo 
that its {mall imperceptible Glo-' 
bules, which betare were of a 
{mooth Surface, are now like fo 
many Balls ftuck full of Darts and 
Arrows, which, as foon jas they 
enter the Stomach, wound its ten- 
der Membranes to fuch a Degree, 
as to excite intolerable Convul- 
fions; but the Mifchiefs thefe 
muft do, when they enter into 
the Mafs of: Blood, are f{carcely 
to be imagin’d; for, if we con- 
fider what has been - faid elfe- 
where, concerning crude Mer- 
cury, that by its Weight and Flu. 
idity, and confequently its Apti- 
tude to Motion, it forces its Way 
through the minuteft Paflages : #

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Quick-filver, 

will be found, that the fame Pro- 
perties make it the more deftruc- 
tive, when its imperceptible Glo- 
bules become thus arm’d with the 
faline Particles.of the Aqua fortis, 
for, by this Means, it not only 
deftroys the Tone, and,Spring of 
all theVeffels, but tears many of 
them to Pieces. And imthis con- 
fifts the Poifon of that. Medicine, 
which can only be call’d a Me- 
dicine, with Regard to fome 
outward Intentions. 

It is extremely corrofive, 
whereby it deftroys proud fun- 
gous Excrefcences; but'it ought, 
even in thefe, to be us’d with 
Caution; otherwife, by infinu- 
ating itfelf into the Blood-Veflels 
in an over-great Quantity, tho’ it 
may not kill, it will fo far poifon 
the Blood, as to caufe frefh Sores 
and Blotches; tho’ this is not to 
be fo much fear’d in Horfes, the 
Texture of whofe Veffelsis much 
ftronger than thofe of the hu- 
man Body : Of this is made the 
Agua Phagedenica, fo much us’d 


_ by the Surgeons, to wath Ulcers 


and tetterous Eruptions, and is 


— much the fame with that Solley/ell.

This, trom a violent Poifon, 
becomes a very fafe, and ufeful 
Medicine, by frequent Sublima- 
tions; for, as the Action of thefe 
faline Points is more or lefs mif- 
chievous, according to their Size 
and Largenefs, they mult necef- 
farily, by every fubfequent Sub- 
limation, be broken into fimailer 
and fmaller Parts, whereby thofe 
Daggers, which before were fo 
fharp, as to tear and wound 
where-ever they came, are now 
fo much blunted and broken, as 
notto make W ounds deep enough 
to be mifchievous and deadly ; 
and, therefore, can only vellicate 
and twitch the tender and fenfible 
Membranes; by which Means, 
they exert themfelves no further 
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Flowers at the Top, and the - 


on the animal Body, than as a_ 


Vomit ‘or Purge, and even the 
latter is hardly ever effected on 
the Body of a Horfe, its Opera- 
tion being chieflyas an Alterative, 
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Artificial Cinakar. 

This Preparation of Mercury 
as frequently given to Horfes, to 
the Quantity of half an Ounce, 
and fometimes to a whole Ounce;

Difeafes ; bur it ofrentimes proves 
hurtful in he@tick Diforders, and 
in all fuch Cafes where the Body 


is over-much felax’d, 
Artificial Cinabar. 


«* Take Sulphur one Pound, 
melt it an earthen Pan, then 
put toit, .by lite at a Time, 
three Pounds of crude Mercury, 
ftivring them until no Mercury 
appears, then let them cool. 
Powder the Mixture, and put

Lunar, or Silver Cauftick. 

« Take any Quantity of Silver, 
and diffolve it in a Vial, with 
three Times its Weight of Spi- 
rit of Nitre, fet. the Vialin a 
Sand Fire. and evaporate about 
two Thirds of the Moifture, 
pour the reft, while hot, into a 
good large Crucible, to give 
Room for the Ebullition; put 
it over a gentle Fire, and fuffer 
it to ftand till the boiling Matter 
finks quietly to the Bottom of 
the Crucible; then increafe the 
Fire ’till it comes to be like 
Oil, and pour it out into an 
iron Mold a little oil’d, and 
heated, and it will prefently 
harden. It muft be clofe ftop- 
ped, otherwife the Air will turn 
it, and deftroy its Efficacy.” 

“The Molds into which this is 

cafk are generally fmall, like a 

Quill, chat the Operator may put 


Lunar, or Silver Cauftick. 
it into a Quill when he goes to 
ufe it, otberwife, when it is held 
in the naked Fingers, it burns the 
Cuticula, and makes it peel off 
where-ever it touches, This is a 
very good Cauftick, and may be 
carry d about with one, either in 
a Cafe of Metal, or a Quill ftopp’d 
with Cotton, being.very ufeful 
to touch thofe Parts of Ulcers, 
that rife up in fungous prond ’ 
Flefh, or, where an over-great 
Humidity hinders the cicatrizing 
of any Sore, A little of it made 
into Powder, and apply’d to any 
Part of an Abfcefs, or Impoft- 
hume, will foon openit, the Hair 
being firft fhav’d away, and the 
Part wet and moiften’d, having 
a Plaifter laid over it, to hinder 
it from falling off. ‘If one Ap- 
plication does not penetrate deep 
enough to give Vent to the Mat- 
ter, ir may be renew'd, by ad- 
ding frefh, or a round Iron heated 
may finifh the Operation: But 
this will be feldom neceflary, exe 
cepting where the Matter lies 
deep. and where the too long. 
Continuance of a Cauftick may 


caufe too great Uneafinefs,

litle or nothing made. which 
goes under its Name, but a Spirit,

Flanks, The Spirit of Nitre, pre- 
par’d with Oil of Vitriol, is ac- 
counted the beft; being an ad- 
mirable Diuretick, and a great 
Cleanfer of the Vifcera. 

We have obfery’d, that thefe 
_ may be given in white Water, 
but, if the Practitioner has Con- 
veniency to make it, a Decoction 
of Mallows, or Marfh-Mallows, 
or the Roots of Marfh-Mallows 
is preferable, becaufe, by their 
emollient Properties, they guard 
the Parts from being hurt by the 
fharp Points of the Acid: Yet, 
this Caution may be chiefly ne- 
ceflary to fome tender, delicate 
Horfes; for, moft are able to 
bear it, in any common Vehicle, 
unlefs it be given in an oyer- 
great Quantity, and be too fre- 
quently repeated. 

The Spiritus Nitri dulcis, or the 
dulcified Spirit of Nitre, is yet 
mere mild and grateful, being 
corrected by the Mixture of tar- 
taris’d Spirit of Wine; but the 
Dofe to a Horfe is fo large, that it 
would become fomewhat charge- 
able; and, therefore, a judicious. 
Management of the plain Spirit of 
Nitre, or, the Spirit prepared 
with Oil of Vitriol, may be made 
to anfwer in all the Intentions, 
where that is proper, 

The Tin@ure of Nitre is alfo 
accounted a very good Remedy, 
and operates, both by Sweat and 
Urine.

The chief Ufe of thefe, in Me- 
dicine, is only as a Menfiruum - 
in other Preparations, But to

*¢ Take any Quantity of Alum, 
melt it ima clean Fire-fhovel,’

This is frequently us’d to eat 
off proud Flefh, which it does 
very gently; but, it very often 
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leaves a Hardnefs, and Uneven- 


nefs in the Part where it is ap- 
ply’d, that requires the Ufe of 
diffolving Plaifters after it. 
There are divers other Prepa- 
rations of Alum, but few of them 
of any great Account: Alums 
Water, and Alum-Poffet, are

We have, in the firft Part of 
this Treatife, taken Notice, that 
the natural Sal Armoniack is only 
produced in very hot Countries, 


where the Earth has imbib’d the . 


Urine of Animals. But that which 
is commonly fold in the Shops, 
is made as follows. 

*¢ Take of Urine ten Pound, 
Sea-Salt two Pound, and the 
Soot of Wood one Pound ; 
boil them together till they are 
incorporated: ; put them into a 
fublimating Pot, with a proper 
Head, and there will arife up 
what forms thofe Cakes. Ir 
is Opening and diuretick.” 


Volatile Sal Armoniack. 


«¢ Take Sal Armoniack,. and 
#¢ Salt of Tartar, of each an equal 
Quantity ; put them into a Re- 
tort, or Matrafs, with its Head, 
leaving two Thirds empty in 
a Sand-Furnace, and increafe 
the Heat tothe third Degree, 
until all is fublim’d.” 

This is an admirable Remedy 
in all malignant and peftilential

Dr. Quincy obferves, that the 
impregnated Spirit and Water 
may be us’d apart, or mix’d;

canted; but, that equal Parts of 
the impregnated Spirit of Wine 
and Water evaporated to a Dry- 
nefs make the beft Styptick of 
all. . 

This is more troublefome than 
either of the preceding Procefles; 
bue we thought fic to infert it 
here, becaufe it is accounted one 
of the beft Vulneraries in the 
World, being faid to cure moft 
frefh Wounds by one fingle Ap- 
plication, or, at; leaft, without 
bringing them to Suppuration or 
Digeftion ;- fo that thofe who 
have a Mind to keep it by them 
may get any Quantity of ic made 
by fome faithtul Chymift, if any 
fuch can be found, Both this 
and the Sympathetick Powder 
are made Ufe of as the Styptick 
Water, the Powder being firft difs 
foly’d in a little warm Water. 


Lapis Medicamento[ms, or, the 
Medicinal Stone.

But the preceding, which is both 
the eafieft made, and the leaft 
expenfive, will equally anfwer in 
all the Intentions where a pow- 
erful Cauftick is requir’d. | 


Oil, Volatile Salt, and Spirit of

Thefe all arife in one Procefs, 
and are made by mixing coarfe

to {pirituous Things, 


‘What arifes from the-Mint and 


Wormwood renders it very a- 


greeable to the Stomach; and, :if 


two or three Hornfuls of it be 
given every Day, for fome few 
Days, it will reftore loft Appetite. 
The Rue and Wormwood, and, in 
fine, all the Ingredients render it 
no lefs ferviceable in, deftroying 
of Worms, and attenuating thofe 
vifcid Crudities which breed them, 
‘in which Intention the Angelica 
alfo very much contributes, as it 
is a powerful Carminative, 

If the Meadow-Sweet, Carduus 
and Goats-Rue, caufe it to turn 
soapy or mothery; when that‘is 
perceiv'd in Time, it may, ina 

‘ great Meafure, be prevented, by 
. a frefh Diftillation; or, by put- 
ting a {mall Quantity of Brandy, 
or Spirit of Wine, ‘to it; but, 
thefe Accidents will not fo rea- 
dily happen, when Water is us'd 


_and makes an admirable Draught

HERE are few medicinal 
a Simples, of any Kind, fit 
for internal Ufe, but whar are 
fometimes made up in the Form 
of an Eleduary, fome of which 
are for immediate Ufe, and fome 
of thofe of the Shops, for keep- 
ing, The laft are, for this Rea- 
fon, of a thicker Confiftence 


than the former; and, when. 


they are given to Horfes, either 
as a Purge, or a Cordial, they 
are diffolv’d in fome proper Li- 
quid, and given, by Way of 
Drench, or made up into a Pafte 
with Flour, and other dry Ingre- 


dients; which is, indeed, the moft . 


convenient Way of giving them 
to Horfes, becaufe ‘they could 
yever be brought to fwallow 
ahem, without a deal of Trouble, 


in that middle Confiftence be- 
tween a Rafte and a Syrup. ;

unto this in fuch Cafes, and,when 
they have a Mind to ftrengthen 
its Operation, add the Powder of 
Agarick, ar Rhubarb, to it,which 
are alfo very mild. Five or fix 
Ounces of it diffoly’d in a ‘Quart 
of warm Ale, or, a Decottion of | 
Liquorice, or Mallows, will juft 
be fufficient to-keep a Horfe’s 
Body foluble and open, and will, 
fometimes, carry.off the Remains 
of a Surfeit, when ftronger Pur- 
gatives, by the Diforders they put 
the Body into, would be apt to .

This is a great Cordial and A- — 
fitingent, and is, therefore, pro- 
per in all Loofeneffles, and in all 
Defluxions of Rheum, fuch as . 
fréquently happen in Colds. It 
may be given, from three to fix

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' Eletiuary, 
or.Canary; and to anfwer any 
important Intention, as the ftop-’ 
ping of fome exceflive Scouring, 
a few Grains of the Opium may 
“be difloly’d in a little Milk-Wa- 
ter, and mix'd with it: But, when 
to ftop a violent Loolenefs, it is 
of moft immediate Efficacy, by 
Way of Clyfter,; for, the Heat of 
the Ingredients, join’d to the nar- 
cotick Quality of the Opium, im- 
mediately removes all Senfe of 
Pain in the Bowels, and, by that 
Means, leflens the Determination 
of the Blood and Spirits into thofe 
Parts, The Bole, and Lemunian 
Earth alfo, aé& as Abforbents, and 
dry up:the fuperfluous Moifture, 
and, by theirAftringency, contrac 
the Glands, which before were 
too much relax’d, and thereby 
render’d liable to difcharge too 

great Quantities of Moifture, 
But, Care ought conftantly to 
be taken, to give thofe Things at 
2 proper Seafon; for, if the Loofe- 
nefs be critical, and tend to the

‘, Extract of Juniper-Berries ; and 
* make an EleQuary, as follows 3 

€ Boil fix Pounds of Honey in 

three Quarts of Water gently, 
to the Confumption of a large 
third Part, taking off the Scum 
as it rifes; then fuffer it to cool; 
and, haying reduc’d the other 
Ingredients to a very fine Pow- 
der, incorporate them,, by Des 
grees, in a Mortar, with the 
Honey and Extra& of Juniper, 
He fays, It has the Virtues of 
Treacle, refifts Poifon, confumes 
fuperfluous Moifture, reftores Ap- 
petite; and cures the Cholick; the 
Dofe.being, from an Ounce to 
two, in W hite- Wine or Claret. He 
adds, That it is a very fovereign 
Compofition, and an excellent 
Prefervative againft Malignancy, 
and is better than the Treacle 
commonly us’d by Farriers,which 
cofts but a Crown the Pound, and 
has only the Name, without the 
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Eleétuary. 

The Extra& of Juniper, in fo 
large a Quantity, muft needs make, 
this Medicine very deterfive ‘and 
 eleanfing, and to work powerfully 
byUrine,which is fometimes very 
neceflary in malignant and putrid 
Diftempers ; it muft likewife be 
much more warm and comfort- 
able to the Guts, and, therefore, 
give the greater Relief in Cholick 
Diforders: But, in other Refpetts, 
the Electuary is not one Whit bet- 
ter, nor, perhaps, fo good as the 
Diapente; the Virtues being eafi- 
lier retain’d in Powder, than in 
_. the Form of an Electuary, that be- 

- ing liable to ferment, unlefs great 

Care be taken, both in the making 
of it, and likewife in preferving 
it. But, it cannot be very liaBle to 
thefe Inconveniences, when made 
with the Extract, according to Sol- 
leyfell’s Method, What Sort of 
Treacle that is, which he menti- 
ons to be fold to the Farriers at 
Paris, we cannot indeed judge ; 
but, we are fure, a very good 
Treacle may be made under thar

be confidently depended on, and 
made Ufe of, not only for Horfes, 
but for Men, and fays, it’s well ' 
known at Paris, If the Goats- 
Rue cannot be had, he fays, 
Cinquefoil may be fubftituted in 
its Stead’: And thofe who are 
willing, ar any Rate, to make 
the utmoft Improvement of this 
Medicine, may add four Ounces: 
of the Hearts and Livers of Vi- 
pers, to the like Quantity of the: 
Powder of thofe Animals pre- 
ferib'd in the.Compofition; but, 
fo confiderable an Addition raifes 
the Price of the Remedy fo high,, _ 
that it is only fic for Mes, or. - 
Horfes of Value. - 

He obferves further, That Or- 
vietan is a durable Medicine, and 
of excellent Ufe, in all Cafes that 
require Heat, or, at leaft, where. 
Heat is not-to be avoided. That 
it ig very ufeful for Hortes,, who, 

have

have a weak Stomach, and little 
Appetite, or totally forfake theit 
- Meat; and for thofe; who have 
eat a venomous Plant, orAnimal, 
or, are fufpected to be poifor'd. 
"That it raifes lean ant wilted 
Horfes, and deftroys the Worms, 
that breed in their Bodies, and 
makes them pine’ away; but, 
that it muft not be us’d till three 
Months after it is prepar’d, for, 
fo'long it muff ferment, before 
it comes to ‘PerfeCtion, That it 
may be given, by Way of Pre- 
vention, to Horfes, that have 
kept Company with others that 
were fick of contagious Difeafes ; 
and, with good Succefs, to Oxen, 
that are troubled with the Cho- 
lick, whom it makes dung very 
plentifully, gives them prefent 
Eafe, and quickly cures them ; 
atid, befides that, it helps thofe 
who have fwallow’d a Spider, or 
ahy other venomous Creature. It 
-muft be given in Wine, and the 
Horfe to be afterwards walk’d, 
well cloath’d, who, perhaps, will 

{weat, and recover. . 
All the Ingredients of this Or- 
vietan, excepting two or three, 
are very good; but, -notwith- 
fianding the extraordinary Virtues 
that Author afcribes to it, its 
Contrrivance is fo ill, that it can 
do but little Service, unlefs it be 
given ina very large Dofe, or be 
repeated every Hour of the Day, 
. which would be very inconveni- 
‘ ent, -becaufe of-the large Quan- 
tity of Honey, which goes into 
the Compofition, there being 
near a Pound, to every moderate 
Dofe, of the Ingredients that are 
of any Efficacy. | : 
But what is yet worfe, and 
mutt needs give the lefs Credit to 
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An Orvietan, 

this Orvietan, is the fermentin 

of it, which is a manifeft Injury 
to all fuch Medicines, as, by that 
Means; their volatile Parts,where- 
in the greateft Efficacy lies, maké © 
their Efcape; but the Error is yet 
the greater, as there isfome Quan- 
tity of the Flefh of Vipers in. it, 
for; that will be apt, when fer- | 
mented, to make it ftink, and 
turn ufelefs; as would alfo the 
Flefh of any other Animal ; and, 
therefore, I am apt to believe, 
this Medicine has, like many o- 
ther Quack-Remedies, been taken 
from fome good Hand, at firft; 
from whofe Name it has obtain’d 
its Reputation, but has been, in 
thisManner, fophifticated by fome 
illirerate; conceited Perfon, to 
make a Gain of it. The Anci- 
ents us’d often to preferibe fuch 
Things, not only im epidemical 
Sickneffes, but likewife in feveral 
chronical Diftempers ; and parti- 
cularly, in the. Lépra, and in {cro- 
phulous Difeafes, which are the 
fame with the Evil; but then they 
were often made up, not to an- 
{wer the End, as a prefent Anti- 
dote, ‘but were exhibited in the 
Way of Diet: And thus the Flefli 
of the Viper was fometimesdry’d, 
and powder'’d, and bak’d into a 
Sort of Bread, with other medi- 
cinal ‘Simples, that were look’d 
upon as Refifters of Poifon and 
Infe&tion; fometimes they were 
order’d in Broths and Jellies, and 
fometimes drefs’d after the Man- 
ner of Fifh: And thefe, in chro- 
nical Cafes, were the chief Part 
of the Patients Diet, until fuch 
Time as the Difeafe was rooted 


out. 


We may, therefore, very rea- 
fonably believe, that thisMedicine 
; has, 


' 
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An Orvietan, . 
has, by its firft Author, been only 
. defign’d, as a Sort of medicinal 
Diet, made up into a Kind of 
Bread, with Crumbs of Bread and 
Walnuts, with as much Syrup, or 
Honey, as would make it into a 
ftiff Pafte, fermented fo, as to 


dry light in the Sun, or to‘be 


ently bak’d in an Oven: But, 
that the Addition of fo large a 
‘Quantity of Honey, and after- 
wards fermenting it, in the Man- 
ner direéted, feems to be a meer 
Innovation, which has been no 
Advantage, but a Prejudice to the 
Medicine ; which will appear rea- 
fonable to any one, who has the 
Jeaft Acquaintance in thofeThings, 


or will dulyconfider what we haye’ 


faid concerning it. 

But, befides the Faults we have 
already found with this Meditine, 
we look upon it to be defective, 
and wanting in fome of thofe 
Things, that might, more reafon- 
ably, make it deferve the Name 


Of an Orvietan: And, it feems, it 


has not always fucceeded accor- 
ding to its great Title; for, Solley- 
fell prefers-a Dofe of the Powder 
of Vipers, even to it; tho’ I muft 
need fay, there can be no great 
Miracles wrought by the Quantity 
he orders, which is but half an 
Ounce, unlefs there be’ other 
Countér-poifons to go along with 
it, Or, that it’ is often repeated.

And, becaufe st willbe 
a hard Matter, to, get fuch aQuan- 
tity of dry’d Vipers, as is requit'd, 
without fome Expence; inftead of 
them, may be taken an Ounce of 
the Root Contrayerva,Scordium, 
Savin, and Penny-Royal, of each 
an Handful, and the Dofe will 
come as cheap as any Thing of 
the Kind, the Saffron being the 
deareft Ingredient in. it. al hy 
When it is thus managed, it 
will go nigh*to anfwer in moft of 
thofe Intentions, in which the - 
Sieur de Solléy/ell recommended it; 
tho’, without the Vipers, it may 
not be fo effectual, in raifing lean 
and decay’d Horfes; for, thefe 
have been, in moft Ages, account- 
ed the greateft of all Reftoratives, 
as well as an effectual Antidote 
againft Poifon and Malignity. .— 
We might add many other 
Forms of Orvietans, both from 
the Writings of Phyficians, and 
from the Books of Farriers, which 
have been originally taken from 
the former, and only alter’d to 
their own Fancy and Liking ; but, 
we fhall content ourfelves with 
thofe, which have been the uni- 
verfally approv’d Orvietans for 
many Ages, and with the Additi- 
on, and Mixture of other Medi- 
cines, or fingly by themfelves in 
full Dofes, have been conftantly - 
made Ufe of as fuch,

This is the exact Compofition 
of the Mithridate, as it ftands in 
the London Difpenfatory, and is 
look’d tipon to be the beft of all 
the Capital Medicines, and even 
to excel the Theriaca itfelf. We 
have inferted it here, not that 
we fuppofe many will be at the 
Trouble of making it, though it 
- could be wifh’d, thofe, ‘who are 
Mafters of many fine Horfes, 
would be at a little Pains in this, 
inftead of a great deal more, in 
collecting ufelefs Ingredients for 
other Intentions, which ] haye 
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Mithridate. 
often obferv'd'pra&is’d by Gen- 
tlemen, upon the Recommenda- 
tion of fome noted Dealers in 
Horfes; many of which Ingredi- 
ents could not at all be got, and 
others only at certain Times of 
the Year, and the whole Com- 
pofition fo unskilfully nranaged, 
that it could not keep, fo as to 
retain its Virtues, above a Week; 
whereas this, if it be made into ° 
a good Confiftence, may be pres 
fery’d for Years together. And 
befides that, all the Ingredients 
can be difpens’d, by any Druggift 
in a few Hours.The only Trouble 
of making the Mithridate, is to be 
at fome Care, in making all the 
dry Ingredients into a very fine 
Powder, and diffolving the Gums, 
and ftraining them into the Ho- 
ney, ‘before thePowders are ftirr’d. 
into it: But, many Apothecaries 
never ftrain them at all, but (as 
we have already took Notice in’ 
the making of Diafcordium) pick. 
out as much of the cleaneft, and 
freeft from Dirt, of every Sort as 
is requir’d, and pafsthem into a 
Powder, with the other Ingredi- 
ents, excepting the Opobalfam,. 
exc. which they mix feparately 
with the Honey, fo that, in the 
Whole, there needs nothing fur- 
ther in the making of this Medi~ 
cine, but to colle& all the Ingre- 
dients together in their due Qua- 
lities, and in chnfing the Gums, 
to pick thofe, for thts Ufe, that 
‘are the freeft from Dirt, or thofe, 
that are the leaft fticky; and the 
fame Care taken of the Opiums 
which ought alfo to be the drieft 
can be got: Put all the hard Sub- 
{tances together into a large Brafs 
Mortar, and let a Servant pound - 
them, giving Elbow-Greafe e- 
nough,

nough, until they are all paffed 
thro’ a fine Search, The Opobal- 
fam may be mix’d firft with a 
little of the Honey, and then with 
theWhole; as alfo the Cyprus- 
Turpentine, unlefs it be hard and 
brittle, fo as to go into Powder 
with the reft. The Cypheos 
Troches are made of Myrrh, 
Aloes-Wood, Calamus Aromati- 
cus, and fome few other Things ; 
but, inftead of them, may be 
added five Drams more of Myrrh, 
and two of Saffron, which will 
be of equal, if not of fuperior 
Efficacy. 

This, as has been obferv'd, is 
one of the great Capital Medi- 
cines; and is, indeed, of univer- 
fal Account, being very much 
us’d both to Man and Beaft. It is 
both a Cordial, an Opiate, and 
a Sudorifick, for which Reafon 
nothing fucceeds better in the 
Beginning of a Cold; or, is more 
adapted to peftilential and malig- 
nant Diftempers. It is fo power- 
ful, that it often carries off a 
€old, only. by taking one fingle 
Dofe; and, by being often re- 
peated, it will often overcome the 
moft inveterate Sicknefs. It is 
lfo as good a Prefervative as 
any ina fickly contagious Sea- 


fon; and, if four or five Ounces 


(which is the full Dofe toa Horfe) 
be given in a Pint of warm Ale, 
after hard Riding, or after a Sur- 
feit of Eating, or after the eating 
of any unwhelefome Food, or 
foon after an Horfe has been ex- 
pos’d to the Night-Fogs, or-has 
ftood in the Stable with infetted 
Horfes ; if he be cloth’d pretty 
warm at the fame Time, it will 
- go nigh to prevent allthe ill Con- 
fequences that can happen to 
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Mithridate. 
him; and the Dofe will not a- 
mount very high, to thofe who 
make it themfelvés. 

But, befides the Ufés this Medi- 
cine is put to, fingly by itfelf, it is 
alfo of no fmall! Service, in Com- 
pofition with others, to anfwer 
many particular Intentions of 
Importance; as, for Inftance, it 
is fometimes us’d to convey Sub- 
{tances of the greateft Efficacy, 
which could not be fo proper in 
any otherVehicle, It is alfo very 
ufeful, in outward Applications to 
invenom’d Bites and Wounds, 
and, as a Cataplafm, in divers 
other Cafes. All the dry Sub- 
ftances, when made into Powder, 
may be kept in that Form, in a 
wide-mouth'd Glafs, prefled well 
down, and cover'd with a Piece 
of Bladder; and ty’d over with 
Leather, and may be given in all 
the fame Intentions, to the Quan- 
tity of an Ounce, an Ounce and 
an half, or two Ounces, accor- 
ding to the Strength, Age, and 
Conftitution of the Horfe; and 
will come as cheap as the forry 
Stuff the Country Apothecaries 
fell for Horfe-Spice, which is 
commonly nothing but the Re- 
fufe of their Shops. 

It may alfo be given, by Way 
of Clyfter; but, in this refpec, 
the Electuary is the moft proper 
Form, becaufe it will diffolve 
more equally in any Broth or 
Decoétion; and, indeed, nothing 
can be more fetrviceable in re- 
moving violent Cholicks, and all 
Manner of Pain in the Bowels, 
as there are many warm and com- 
fortable Ingredientsinit; but, in 
the topping of Loofeneffes, it 
falls famewhat fhort of the Dza- 
fcordium, that being chiefly cal. 

L culated 
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Treacle. 

culated as an Aftringent ; but, if 
the Diafcordium has the Adyan- 
tage of it, in that Refpect, the 
Mithridate is preferable in fome 
others, and particularly, as it 
is of Service in deftroying of 
Worms; for herein few Things 
excel ir, efpecially, if it be given 
in a Decottion of the Bitter 
Apple, Rue, Savin, or fuch like 
Things: But, we fhall, under the 
Title of Clyflers, exhibit fome 
Forms for that\Purpofe,

This is alfo call’d the Theriaca, 
or Treacle of Andromachus, its 
Author, who was Phyfician to 
Nero. « It is the capital Alexi- 
pharmick of all Europe, there be- 
ing no Country, wherein it is not 
greatly us’d, It is call’d Vemice- 
Treacle, only becaufe there have 
been great Quantities made there, 
and tranfported from thence to 
other Parts: But, we think, it 
may not be amifs to advertife the 
Reader, that what is fold for it, 
in Tin- Pots, is a meer Cheat, 
and only madein London, and the 
Italian Bills printed here: But 
befides, if it was true and genu- 
ine from Venice, it cannot excel 
our own, nor come cheaper than 
that which is made here, as we 
have all the Ingredients in greater 
Plenty than they, theVipers only 
excepted, which is the chief Thing 
has given them a Reputation for 
it, ; . 

It is a Very tedious and trouble- 
fome Medicine to make, becaufe 
of the vaft Number of Ingredi- 
ents that are in it; and, as it can 
have but few, Virtues beyond 

-what are to be met with in the 
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: Treacle, 
Mithridate, we are of Opinion, 
thofe, who make the one, need 
not give themfelves the Trouble 
of making the other, 

This Medicine has, ever fince 
it was firft devis’d by its Author, 
been in general Efteem, as to the 
Whole, infomuch, that fome 
have even conceiv'd great Things 
from the united Efficacy of fuch 
a vaft Number of Ingredients; 
yet, there are others, who have 
condemn’d many Ingredients in 
it, as being either ufelefs, or not 
altogether agreeable to the main 
Defign of it; among whom is 
Dr. Quincy, who has compos’d 
very compendious Forms of mak- 
ing both it, and the Mithridate, 
having left out of the Treacle 
above twenty Ingredients, and 
fome few out of the Mithridate; 
but, at the fame Time, has been 
careful, fo to increafe the other, 
as the Opium may ftill have the 
fame Proportion to the Whole. 
Thofe, therefore, that have a 
Mind to be further inftrué&ted a-

It is much cheaper thati 
either the Mithridate, or Venice- 
Treacle ; and therefore, in the 
Country, thereis a greater De- 
mand for it than in Town: Bur, 
Dr. Quincy obferves, that it is bus 
a very indifferent Compofition; 
and fays, that even Salmon has 
mended it much, tho’ his is alfo 
‘avery odd Medley. 

It is certain, moft of the In- 
gredients are very good, taken 
fingly; but, in the Manner they 
are here difpos’d, the Medicine 
_ean be of little, or no Efficacy, 
in thofe Intentions for which it 
was defign’d : But, as it is, in the 
main, a warm Medicine, it may 
fometimes fucceed in the Begin- 
ning of Colds and Surfeits, fo as 
to promote Sweat, when there is 
already a previous Difpofition to 
{weat; but, where that is, it may 
be fometimes effetiated, by a 
Drench of warm Ale, witha little 
Ginger, or any other Spice in it. 
It makes a very good difcutient

have many Ingredients of a fat 
and un@uous Nature, will, when 
kept any Time in Powder, turn 
rancid or mafty, and of thisKind 
are divers Seeds, and fome mu- 
cilaginous Roots, the one being 
divefted of its outward Cafe, or 
Skin, and the other of its Bark; 
and likewife, having its Solidity 
deftroy’d by powdering, fo that

able to the Nature of the Ingre- 
dients of which it is compounded ; 
for, thofe made of Ingredients, 
that are light, may be conftantly . 
diffoly’d, and given, by Way of 
Drench, in any proper Liquid, 
unlefs refinous Subftances have 
the Predominant in them, which, 
as has been already obferv’d, are 
apt to run into Lumps, making 
them not only troublefome to 
take, but fometimes hurtful ; bur, 
where there isa {crupulous Exact- 
nefs to be obfery’d in the Dofe of 
any Medicine, or, where the Ingre- 
dients of main Intention happen 
to be heavy, and compounded of 
metalline Substances, a ftiff Form | 
is the only one in which they can 
be rightly adminifter’d ; all which 
fhall be carefully obferv’d in our 
enfuing Directions under each 
Medicine. - 

There is alfo another Form of 
Medicines call'd Troches, whichis 
yet more folid than that which is, 
commonly made into Pafte, or 
Balls. This was chiefly introduc’d 
to render fome Things palatable, 
which, in themfelves, were un- 
pleafant; and of this Kind, are - 
al] thofe little Cakes, or Lozen- 
ges, medicinal Sugar-Plumbs, and 
fuch like Things, which are, to 
this Day, fometimes prefcrib’d to 


Perfons of a fqueamifh Palate ; 
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but, as we are not herein follici-. 


tous, with refpect to Horfes; we 
have only taken Notice of one 
or two, that are truly ufeful, and 
can be, for the Praétitioner’s Be- 
nefit, beft prefery'd inthis Form. 


Trochifti Albi Rhafis, or, the 
White Troches of Rhafis. 


§ Take White Lead, that has 
been wafh'd in Rofe-Water, 
ten Drams, Gum Sarcocol three 
Drams, White Starch two 
Drams, Gum Arabick and Tra- 
gon, of each one Dram, Cam- 
phire half a Dram; diffolve 
the Gums in Rofe-Water, and 
grind the other Ingredients, 
with their Solution, upon a 
Marble ; afterwards fpread the 
whole Mafs to dry; and, after 
cutting it into any Figure you 
pleafe, put it into a cover’d 
Glafs, and keep it for Ufe.’ 

Half an Ounce of thefe Tro-

which oftentimes, in the Begin- 
ning, need no ftronger Applica- 
tion. Ifthe fame be diffoly'd in 
Emetick Wine, they will fome- 
times clear the Eyes of Specks and 
Films, and other Impurities, and 
will alfo contribute to the clean- 
fing, and healing of Ulcers, exc,

‘ Take a Bufhel of ripe and 
black Juniper-Berries, gather’d 

in the End of Auguff, or the 
Beginning of September; ( but 

in this Kingdom, in the Jatter 

End of September, and Begin- 

ning of Oéfeber) beat them, and 

put them into a Kettle, with 

eight or nine Quarts of Water, 

Set it on the Fire to boil, ftir-

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‘The Author obferves, That 
thefe Balls are, by this Manage- 
ment, brought to fuch a hard, 
and compact Confiftence, that 
the Air cannot penetrate them, 
fo that they may be kept an Age, 
if they be made in Summer, it 
being difficult to dry them in the 
Winter; befides that, they are 
apt to turn mouldy, if they are 
not kept in a Stove, or Skeller ; 
he fays, If once they are dry, 
they lofe not their Virtue; and 
the Addition of the Mucilage of 
the Juniper-berries, which ferves, 
as a Cement, to unite the Parts 
of the Powder, does alfo very 
much augment its Efficacy: For, 
thofe Berries alone, being en- 
dow’d with admirable Virtues, 
are good for the Stomach and 
Breaft, provoke Urine, and may 
be juftly call’d, The Treacle of the 
Germans. He obferves further, 
That the Powder may be made 
up into Balls, without any muci- 
Jaginous, or glewy Subftance, by 
putting the Powder into a large 
Mortar, and mixing it with a 
little Cordial Water, or Scorzo- 
wera, or fuch like; and, after 
you have beaten, and mix’d them 
with the Peftle, pour in more 
Water, and continue to beat, 
mix, and add new Water, by

Balls, or any’ other medicinal 
Form, may be made, according 
to Rule, with more Eafe and 
Facility, and, at the fame Time, 
with as little Expence, as when 
that is altogether neglected, 

The common and ordinary 
Way of making Horfe-balls is, 
by adding a fufficient Quantity 
of Flour, to cement and bind 
them together, which ferves very 
well for that Purpofe, not only, 
as itis of an adhefive Nature, 
but alfo, as it makes up Part of 
an Horfe’s Nourifhment : Purging 
Horfe-balls are commonly made 
up with Flour and Butter; but, 
the Confequences of this are now 
always fufficiently weigh’d: For, 
whenever an Horfe is purged, or 
{cour’d by fuch a Medicine, it is 
plainly by inducing a Surfeit, 
there being fomething in Butter, 
and in all unétuous Things, very 
difagreeable to the Nature of an 
Horfe. This is not my bare O- 
pinion, but is alfo confirm’d by 
thofe, who have been the moft 
careful Obfervers of all thefe 
Things; and likewife, by the beft 
Authors, particularly, Mr, Solley/ell 
himfelf; who, albeit he orders 
many of thefe purging Balls to be 
made up with Flour and Butter, 
yet, condemns the Ufe of it, in 


Turns, till the whole Mafs be of fome Parts of his Writings, and 


a fufficient Confiftency to be 
made up into Balls, 

From what this. Author has ob- 
ferv’d, concerning the making up 
of Balls, we fhall take the Li- 
berty of a fhort Excurfion, to 
put this Matter yet into a better 
Light ; that the Rules of Art may 
be the more ftrily obferv’d, 
which, in all Cafes, is the moft 
¢ommendable, efpecially, {ince 


likewife, of Meat-broths ; having 
taken Notice, that they were 
contrary to the Nature of Horfés, 
being very different from their 
ordinary Food. 

Now, it is very plain, when 
the Stomach and Guts happen to 
be over-much relax’d, from any 
Canfe whatfoever, thofe Things, 
that\induce a greater Relaxation, 
muft, certainly, be very prejudi- 
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cial, and this cannot but happen 
aftér the Ufe of all oily Things; 
fo that, if an Horfe be weak, or 
feverifh, which is oftentimes ac- 
company’d with a Diftention, and 
Fulnefs of the Veffels of the Sto- 
mach, and fometimes with In- 
flammation alfo : the Ufe of Oil 
and Butter, in ‘any Medicine, 
mutt needs be fomewhat_hazar- 
dous in all fuch Circumftances; 
and, that thefe Things work off, 
fometimes, without any, very ill 
Confequence, is chiefly owing 
to the Brisknefs of the other In- 
gredients, whereby thofe Parts 
are difcharged fuddenly of their 
Load, fo that, being empty’d, in 
this Manner, of a fudden, they 
foon recover their ufual Tone; 
but yet, this is only an accidental 
Relief, and what is, by no Means, 


agreeable to good Practice; for, 


where one fucceeds, by this Ma- 
nagement, a great many are ine 
jur’d and hurt. _ 

.And, for thefe Reafons, we 
judge Oil or Butter improper to 
make up purging Horfe-balls, ex- 
cepting to an Horfe that is very 
hardy and ftrong, and where a 
very powerful Remedy. is re- 
quit’d; or, in thofe Cafes, where 
an. Horfe is troubled with the 
Hungry-Evil, or, gives other 
Signs, whereby one may fuppofe 
the Fibres of his Stomach to be 
overmuch contracted, and hard- 
en’d, which is very difficult to 
be diftinguifh’d otherways, than 
by continual Feeding, without 
Thriving uponit. 
But, befides that, Oil, or But- 
ter, is prejudicial, in relaxing the 
Fibres of the Stomach; it alfo

any ways wafted or fpent, by 
the Addition of half an Ounce 
of Saffron,  Solley/ell's. Method 
of giving them is as follows : 

When you intend to give your 
Horfe this Remedy, let him have 
his ufual Allowance of Meat, 
and then make him {wallow a 
whole Pill, in a Pint of Red or 
White-Wine, It is not abfolute- 
ly neceflary to keep him bridled, 
before you exhibit the Medicine ;

In all frefh Colds whatfoever, 
moderate Exercife is neceflary, 
as it greatly opens Obftrudtions; 
and promotes the common Dif- 
charges; but we have already 
Jaid down Diredtions, with the 
Reafons, in our Farriers Guide 
to which we refer the Reader. 

* Take forty Grains of Pepper, 
« four or five Roots of Horfe- 
Radifh, four Heads of Garlick, 
and five Ounces of fweet 
Butter, or fweet Oil; ftamp 
them well together, and make 
them into Balls as big as large 
©‘ Walnuts, and give one every 
« Day, for a Week together, let- 
‘ting the Horfe faft for two 
‘ Hours after it.’ 

This is from Markham, and is 
very much in the Acquaintance 
of our Farriers. It is not only 
very eafily procured, but, in it- 
felf, a very proper Medicine for 
{trong robuft Horfes; or, when 
a Cold has followed a Plethora, 
or Fulnefs, as happens very often 
after hard Riding, when Hoifes 
have been full fed, and require 
fomething very powerful to 
cleanfe them, which the Garlick 
and Horfe-Radifh will do very 
effedtually. But the beft Way, 
to thofe who have Time, is to 
gather the Roots frefh every 
Day, and make no more than is 
neceflary for one Dofe or two, 
otherwife the pungent and {fpi- 
rituous Parts, both of the Horfe- 
Radifh and Garlick, will be apt 
to fly away, fo that the Remedy

One 
of them to be given every Day 
diffolv’d in a Pint of warm Ale, 
or in a Decoétion of Hyflop, Sca- 
bious, Colts-foot, or any other 
pectoral Herb. 


‘ Take Maiden-hair, or Colts 
‘ foot and Scabious, of each an 
‘ Ounce, red Rofe Leaves, and 
‘ Corn-Poppy Flowers carefully 
© dry’d, of each half an Ounce, 
* Roots of Dittany, and Tormen- 
‘ til, of each fix Drams; beat 
© thefe into a fine Powder, and 
° with a fuificient Quantity of Di-

- Thefe ‘are adapted to fuch 
Colds as are accompany’d with a 
great Defluxion of Rheum, which 
fometimes falls upon the Eyes, and 
fometimes caufes a running at the 
Nofe.

priated particularly to prevent

turn glander’d; we fhall therefore 
fubjoin to this, one or two Forms 
of the like Efficacy, and we are 
very well affured, upon the Ufe of 
them, many Mifchiefs, to which 
Horfes are liable from Colds, may 
be prevented. . 


‘ Take red Rofe Leaves half 
‘an Ounce, Galangal and Nut- 
‘ megs, of each a Dram 3 beat 
« them into Powder, and make

At is certainly a very ufeful 
Compofition for Horfes, tho’ be 
promifes much more for it, than 
it, or any other Medicine, is a- 
_ ble to do. We find feveral fuch 

-Prefcriptions in the ancient Wri- 
ters in Phyfick, from whom this 
has been taken, and doubtlefs 
the Ingredients are all of them 
very well accommodated to the 
They 
“are not only very cleanfing, but 
alfo emollient and foftning, which 
renders them both efficacious and 
-fafe in all.Colds and Surfeits af- 
ter hard Labour, or any other 
ill Ufage ; they are alfo good for 
Horfes that are broken - winded 
or confumptive in any refpe, 
~but efpecially in the Lungs, the 
Liver, or any of the principal 
Vifcera, and nothing will fooner 
help toraife up lean, jaded Hor- 
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fes, as they are partly Diet, and 
partly Phyfck. But we fhall here 
fubjoin another Form of thefe 
Balls, as we find it inferted in Dr. 
Qauincy’s Difpenfatory, under the 
Title of Pafta Hippiatri, and which 
is much beyond that which ftands 
in Markham. 

‘ Take Powder of Fenugreek,

or new warm Malt-wort, which 
is much better, and given for an 
Horie to drink every Day for 
twelve ox fifteen Days together, 
or as long as there appears Oc- 
cafion. 

The Juice of Liquorice may 
be diffolved in white Wine, or 
Hyffop-water, or it may be 
beat up with the Oil and Honey, 
putting a little at a time, at- 
ter which the Powders may be 
mix’d with the other Ingredients,

‘Thefe are defigned to reftore 
loft Appetite, and have been firft 
“of all devifed inftead of Vomit- 
ting; for by them a great deal 
of Matter is difcharged; but this 
‘Matter, as it is not derived from 
the Stomach, but from the Glands 
and Kernels within the Mouth, 
it cannot therefore be fuppofed 
by any fuch Difcharges, that the 
Stomach is cleanfed; and for 
this Reafon we are to attribute 
the goood Effeéts any fuch Balls 
have in reftoring of a Horfe’s 
Appetite, to fome other Caufe : 
And thefe may be more or _lefs 
efficacious, according to what{o- 
ever Caufe brings on the Diftem- 
per, and likewile according to the 
Materials whereof any fuch Balls 
are made. 

Sometimes it happens after ta- 
king Coid, a Horie is difabled 
and cannot feed, not fo much 
from the want of Appetite and 
good Digeftion, as froma Difor- 
der in the Mouth, whereby the 
Kernels are infamed, which cau- 
fes fo much Pain, that a Horfe 
forfakes his common Food, becaufe 


of the Difficulty of chewing and. 


{wallowing it; and fometimes 
when this is not carefully look’d 
’ into, the Horfe is believed to 
_ have loft his Appetite; in which 


Cafe, chewing Balls of any Kind, 
may be of Service to him, but 
efpecially thofe which are coni- 
pofed and made up of hot Ingre- 
dients; for thefe by moving and 
drawing away a great deal of 
the obftruéted Matter, the In- 
flammation and other Caufes of 
the Pain are thereby removed, 
fo that-a Horfe is again able to 
feed. The fame, as fometimes 
happens to Men and Women in 
the like Cafes, by holding Pep- 
per and fuch Things in their 
Mouths. Hee 

But as the Want of Appetite 
in Horfes, oftentimes proceeds 
from a Difeafe affecting the Bo- 
dy, wherein the Stomach bears 
its Share; in that Cafe fome Re- 
gard ought to be had to the par- 
ticular Ingredients. As for in- 
ftance; if a Horfe be fubject to 
the' Staggers, or any other Di- 
ftemper affecting the Head, then 
his chewing Balls ought to be — 


‘made of fuch Ingredients as are 


fetid and ftinking, and are proper 
to fuch Accidents, and if a Horfe 
be faint and weak, thro’ the want 
of Spirits, fuch Ingredients are 
the fitteft which are of a grate- 
ful Smell and Flavour, and are 
proper to augment the Quantity 
of the Animal Spirits and put 
them into a brisker Motion; for 
by that Means both the Action of 
the Stomach will be helped, and 
the Jaws likewife do their Office 
more readily and willingly. The 
like may be obferved in other Cir- 
cum tances. 

But when the want of Appe- 
tite proceeds from fome Caufe 
originally in the Stomach, in 
that Cafe the Chewing Balls can 
chiefly be ferviceable, by the 
Exercife they put a Horfe into, 
whereby the Blood is roufed to 

a 


sed. 7. 
a brisker Motion, and the Redun- 
dancies upon the Stomach, and o- 
ther Vifcera, are leffened by the 
{aid Motion, as that contributes 
to the carrying off the obftructed 
Matter, by forwarding the com- 
mion and ordinary Difcharges in 
the Way that is moft agreeable to 
Nature, and in this Senfe, all chew- 
ing Balls, as they become a fort of 
Exercife to Horfes, by putting 
them upon perpetual Action, they 
cannot therefore but do good in 
moft Cafes where Exercife is 
proper; and this they have in 
common with all Emeticks, 
whofe Effects are not only ow- 
ing to what they carry off the Sto- 
mach, but alfo to the Agitation 
they put the Body into, during 
their Operation, “° 

Thus far we thought it conve- 
nient to premife concerning the 
_ Ufe of Chewing Balls, becaufé no 
Author we have yet met with, 
has given any true Reafon, for 
them, tho they are frequently 
prefcribed, ; 


© Take Affa Foetida an Ounce, 
‘tie it up in a Rag, after you 
¢ have formed it into a Ball, and 
* faften it to the Horfe’s Bit and 
* let him champ upon it. 
- This alone is very good to 
Horfes that are troubled with the 
Staggers, the Falling Evil, or Con- 
vulfions: Or, this following, 
- from Solley/ell which is more come: 
pounded, 

© Take a Pound of Affa Feetida, 
‘as much Liver of Antimony, 
* half a Pound of the Wood of 
© a Bay Tree, with as much Ju- 
* niper Wood, and two Ounces 
‘ of Pellitory of Spain; beat 
‘ all the Ingredients apart to a 
* grofs Powder, for which Rea- 
‘fon the Wood muft be dried, 
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‘then put them altogether into a 
‘large Mortar, and incorporate 
© them with a fufficient Quantity 
© of good Grape Verjuice well cla- 
‘ rified, pouring it in by Degrees, 
« till they are reduced to a Mafs, 
© of which make Balls of the 
‘ Weight of an Ounce and an half 
© to be dry’d in the Sun. 


The Way of ufing thefe Balls is 
as follows. 

Take one of them and wrap it 
in a Linnen Rag, and tying a 
Thread to it, make the Horfe chew 
it two Hours in the Morning, 
and he will eat as foon as you un- 
bridle him; do the fameat Night, 
and perfift in this Method till the 
Horie recovers his Appetite; and 
when one is confumed, put in an- 
other. 

The Liver of Antimony may be 
left out, it being of little or no 
Efficacy ufed in this Manner, and 
then dry’d in a moderate Heat, it 
being a very tedious Labour to 
make them into Powder any o- 
ther Way; and inftead of the Wine 
Verjuice, which is {carce in this 
Country, the common Verjuice 
made of the Crab-Apple, or Vine- 
gar, may be fubftituted. 

© Take Afla Foetida and Galba- 
© num, of each four Ounces, Gin- 
‘ ger and Pellitory of Spain, of 
«each two Ounces, Camphire 
¢ half an Ounce, make the Gin- 
‘ ger, Pellitory, and Camphire in- 
‘to Powder feparately,. then in- 
‘ corporate them in a Mortar, with 
© the Galbanum, and Afia Feetida, 
pouring by Degrees as much Oil 
‘of Amber, as is fufficient to 
‘ make them into a Pafte, which 
‘ make into Balls, weighing an 
© Ounceeach, to be ufedas the pree 
* ceding. 
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Thefe are not only lefs trou- 
blefome to make, but more effi- 
cacious in all Diftempers of the 
Head, as the Staggers, Falling. 
Evil, and Convulfions of all 
Kinds ; as they will not only 

ut an Horfe into a brisk and 
lively Action, but, by a peculiar 
Efficacy in them, render the Spi- 
rits lefs inordinate, and fet them 
at liberty where-ever they are in- 
tangled, which is often the Cafe 
in fuch Maladies. 


* Take Gum Labdanum half a 
€ Pound, Aloes, Wood rafped, 
* and made into a fine Powder, 
“two Ounces, Marjoram, Beto- 
‘ny, Flower of Lavender and 
‘ Bay-Leaves, of each an Ounce, 
‘ Ginger, Cloves, Black Pepper, 
«and all Spice, of each half an 
« Ounce ; powder all the Ingre- 
©‘ dients, and then ftamp them

Thefe are admirable good to 
exercife’ Horfes withal, whofe 
Spirits are low, all the Ingre- 
dients being fuited to raife and 
augment them ; and the fame 
time they put them in Aétion, 
they will enable him to bear it, 
and go through it with Vigour 
and Courage. In fome fort of 
Fevers, where the Spirits are ex- 
haufted and watfted, thefe will do 
good Service, when they are ufed 
moderately, and not continued 
too long; but in thofe Fevers 
that are fimple and legitimate, 
all fuch Exercife is to be a- 
voided. me 


© Take one large Head of Gar- 
© lick, or two imall ones, ftamp 
‘them in a Mortar, and tye 
‘them up in a Rag, and faften 
‘them to the. Horfe’s Bit.” 
Or, 

‘ Take a Piece of Horfe-Ra- | 
« difh, and faften it to the Horfe’s 
‘ Bit to chew upon.’ Or, 

‘ Take Juniper Berries, and 
« Bay Berries, of each half an

Any of thefe will, in common 
Cafes, where the Mouth or Ker- 
nels are affected after a Cold or 
any Surfeit, drain away a confi 
derable deal of Moifture, and raife 
the Horfe to a brisk and lively 
AGtion, whereby he will foon fall 
to his Food, ¢c. All other hot 
pungent Things, as Scurvey-gra{s» 
Creffes, Cuckow-pint, Glafs-wort, 
and the like, will have the fame 
Effeé& ; but the two laft are fo 
extremely hot, that unlefs they be - 
well incorporated with other 
Things that are more mild, they 
will be apt to burn too much.

But un- 
der this Title we fhali alfo com- 
prehend all thofe Alteratives which 
work upon the Humours, parti- 
cularly thofe that are appropria- 
ted to cleanfé the Vifcera, or prin- 
cipal Bowels, fuch, viz. as fcour 
the Liver, the Spleen, and Kid- 
neys, ec. And accordingly are 
reckoned good againft the Jaun- 
dice, the Strangury, and Pain-pifs, 
the Mange, the Farcin, and all 
chronical Difeafes. 

€ Take Roots of Marfh-mal- 
‘lows two Pound, Sparrow- 
* prafs-roots, Fennel-roots, and 
“ Parfley-roots, of each four Oun- 
* ces; let the Roots be frefh ga- 
* thered, and ftamp them well in 
* a Mortar, until you bring them

© Take Myrrh, Savin and Tur- 
€ merick, of each half an Ounce, 
* Millepedes, or Hog-lice, prepar- 
‘ ed two Drams, Powder of Li- 
‘ quorice and Honey, ¢&c. what 
‘is fufficient to make them into 
‘a Ball.’ Or, 

© Take Turmerick and Maddere 
« Root, of each half an Ounce, 
‘ Myrrh and Aloes, of each two 
‘ Drams, Native Cinabar three 
‘ Drams, or, inftead of that, fix 
‘ Drams of Powder of Antimony, 
© powder all the Ingredients, and 
« make them into a Ball, with a 
‘ fufficient Quantity of Honey, 
© Liquorice- powder. | 

Thefe are each of them for one 
Dofe, which may be repeated as 
often as is needful; they will all 
of them infallibly cure the Faun- 
dice, unlefs it be of fuch an old 
ftanding, as to occafion an in- 
ward Wafte and Decay, in which 
Circumftances they will alfo be 
of very great fervice, when they 
are tempered and mixed with Bal- 
famicks, fome of them, efpecially 
thofe which are made up with 
Hog-lice and vitrivlated Tartar, 
are alfo very efficacious in the 
Dropfy, which fometimes attends 
the Yellows; they are no lefs 
ufeful in many other chronical 
Diftempers, and fluggifh Ha- 
bits, which oftentimes have the 
Seeds of thofe illneffes latent in 
them. 

¢ Take Myrrh. Bay -berries, 
¢ Birthwort long or round, Savin 
‘and Gum - gujacum, ef each 
‘ an Ounce, Fenugreek and Car- 
* thamus-feeds, of each an Ounce 
‘and an half, Native Cinabar — 
i * half 
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© half a Pound; beat all thefe into 
© 4 fine Powder, and make them 
“into Balls with a Mucilage of 
* Fenugreek Seed, weighing two 
€ Ounces each, | 

Thefe are adapted to the Farcin, 
the Leprofy, and ‘to all Foulnefs of 
the Skin, and to all ill Habits of 
Body. Or, 

© Take Galbanum half a Pound, 
© Gum Gujacum twoOunces, Na- 
© tivc Cinnabar twelve Ounces; 
* beat the Gum Gujacunvand the 
¢ Cinnabar feparately, then pound 
* them in a Mortar with the Gal- 
© banum, adding afufficient Quan- 
© tity of Honey to make them in- 
© to a ftiff Pafte, to be formed in- 

“€ to Balls, weighing two Ounces 
Sieacu. Or; ; 

« Take Galbanum four Ounces, 
© Lignum Vita, or Gujacum ralp’d, 
‘half a Pound, Antimony in fine 
© Powder, one Pound, Bay Berries 
«and Juniper Berries, of each two 
© Ounces, Ginger and Pimento, 
“of each an Ounce; pound all 
* thefe together, and make them 
© into a ftiff Pafte, with a Muci- 
¢ lage of Fenugreck, or Juniper 
© Berries, to be formed into Balls, 
« weighing two Ounces and an 
‘ half each. 

Thefe are much cheaper than 
either of the preceding Prefcri- 
ptions, and are of very great Ser- 
Vice in rooting out the Farcin the 
Mange, and all leprous Foulnefies 
whatfoever. They are alfo very 
ferviceable in all other chronical 
Diftempers; one of them being 
every Day diffolved in Ale, or any 
cordial Water or Decoction, or 
other proper Vehicle, will won- 
derfully cleanfe the Blood and Jui- 

_ ces from all their Impurities. 


« Take Horfe-Radifh and Scur- 
« yvy-Grafs, of each four Ounces, 


* Gum Gujacum two Ounces, 
© native Cinnabar half a Pound, 
‘ Harts-Horn calcin’d three Oun- 
© ces, Diaphoretick Antimony one 
© Ounce; beat the Horfe-Radifh 
‘and Scuryy-Grafs in a Stone 
‘ Mortar, with a wooden Peftle, 
‘ or ina ftrong wocden Bowl; 
‘then let the other Ingredients 
‘ be added, being firft made into 
‘ Powder; pound them altogether 
‘ foundly, adding by Degrees as 
‘ much Honey as is neceflary to 
‘incorporate them into a ftiff 
* Pafte; and before you form them 
* into Balls, mix with the whole 
© Mafs half an Ounce of Oil of 
‘ Juniper ; let each Ball weigh two

This is an admirable Receipt 
for the Farcin, and for all other 
chronical Diftempers whatfoever, 
there being very few Inftances 
wherein it ‘will not fucceed; one 
of them may be given every More. 
ning, an Hour before Watering 
Time, and continued till the 
Horfe has taken them all. No 
more fhould be-made than are ne- 
ceffary in the Procefs of one fin- 
gle Cure; for by Reafon of the 
pungent and volatile Parts of fome 
of the Ingredients, they will foon 
lofe a great deal of their Virtue, as 
thefe are very apt to fly off: but 
by mixing them with fome gluti- 
nous Matter, and after dryin 
them very well, they may be fo 
contrived as to keep a pretty 
while. . 

‘ Take Conferve of Hips, and of 
* Roman Wormwood, of each four 
© Ounces, Native Cinnabar half 
‘a Pound, Gum Gujacum fix 
€ Ounces, Galangals and Cala- 
* mus Aromaticus, Orange Peel, 
‘ Bay Berries, and Juniper Ber- 
¢ ries, of cach two Ounces; make 

* the

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¢ the hard Ingredients into Pow- ‘as big as a large Walnut 


€ der, and ftamp them with the 
“ Conferves, which, with the Af- 
© fiftance of a little Oil of Sa- 
€ vin, or Oil of Juniper, will 
« make them into a ftift Pufte fit 
© for Balls, weighing two Ounces 
* and an half each. 
This is an excellent Remedy in 
thofe Farcins that are become 
-obftinate and hard to cure, thro’ 
a more than ordinary Weaknefs 
and Relaxation of the Stomach, 
which is very ufual, either when 
the Diftemper has been of long 
-continuance, or when it happens 
to be the Effect of fome other 
-Diitemper, which has not been 
well carried off; and the only 
Objection againft it, is the Dear- 
nefs of the Gum - gujacum, and 
fome few other things; there- 
fore to Horfes of {mall Value, 
the following may be ufed, tho’ 
it muft be continued longer be- 
fore it can be of equal Efficacy. 
‘ Take Conferve of Hips, and 
¢« Roman Wormwood, of each

Two of thefe may be given 
every Day, crumbled among your 
Horfes Bran or Oats ; but if he 
refufes to eat them fo, they may 
be dipped in Oil and given like 
a Pill. They will not only cleanfe 
the Blood of all its Impurities, 
but alfo greatly ftrengthen the 
Stomach, whereby an Horfe will 
be able to feed heartily ; . by 
which Means any inveterate Far- 
cin, or other old chronical Di- 
ftemper will the more eafily 
yield. 

‘ Take Extra&t of Juniper and 
‘ Gum-gujacum, of each two 
‘ Drams, native Cinabar one 
‘ Ounce: pound them together 
£ with a few Drops of Oil of 
‘ Anifeeds, Carriways, and Oil of 
© Turpentine, what is fufficient to 
‘ make the whole into a Confi- 
© ftency to be formed into a Ball.’ 
Or, 

‘ Take Antimony in fine Pow- 
* der, or Liver of Antimony, of 
* either half an Ounce, Famaica 
« Pepper and Anifeeds, of eacha 
¢ Dram, Tar as much as is fuffi- 
‘ cient to make the whole into a 
‘ Ball for one Dofe. 

Either of thefe may be giver 
to Horfes that have the Farcin, 
Mange, or any other malignant 
Diftemper breaking out on their 
Skin ; and by a continued Ufe 


they will foon be recovered, efpe- 


cially if along with this you give 
him Ligeum Vita rafped among his 
Provender. 


Balls to expel’ wind. 


All the Intenfions of expellin 
Wind, -are fo’ fully anfwered in 
other 
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other Forms, that we need not 
take up much of this {mall Trea- 
tife, by inferting any Number of 
them, efpecialiy as Wind has 
commonly its Dependance upon 
fome other Diftemper, and is on- 
ly a Symptom caufed by Crudi- 
ties and Indigeftion, Emptinefs 
and Weaknefs in the Bowels, or 
fome fuch Accidents ; for the re- 
moving of which, fufficient Pro- 
vifion is commonly made in all 
Medicines, that are appropriated 
to fuch Diftempers as are the oc- 
cafion of it. 

‘ Take Anifeeds, Coriander- 
¢ feeds, of each an Ounce, the 
*‘ greater and leffer Cardamoms, 
* of each half an Ounce, Famai- 
* ca-Pepper, Cinnamon, Ginger, 
‘sand black Pepper, of each two 
¢ Drams; powder the whole, and 
« make (them into Balls, as large 
* as ordinary Walnuts, with a fuf- 
« ficient Quantity. of Extra of 
¢ Juniper, adding alfo fome Drops 
-© of Oil of Cloves. 

Thefe may be very ferviceable 
to Horfes that are worn out with 
old Age, and are much troubled 
with Wind and Flatulencies in 
their Stomachs or Guts, they will 
revive and quicken their old Spi- 
rits, and enable them to go thro’ 
all thefe Services that can be ex- 
pected from them. 


Or this. 
¢ Take Anifeeds, Fennel-feeds, 


* € Carduus-feeds, and Flowers of 
« Camomile, of each two Oun- 


© ces, Cloves, Cinnamon and Nut= - 
* megs, of each two Drams, Saf-»; 
© fron and Camphire, of each ac 
‘Dram, Pellitory of Spain halfi'« 


© an Ounce ; beat all the Ingre- 
© dients into Powder, and make 


* them into a Pafte, with a fuf- 
* ficient Quantity of Mithridate 
* or Venice-treacle, to be formed — 
‘ into Balls the Bignefs of-a large 
« Walnut. 

Thefe are not only good Expel- 
lers_ of Wind, but alfo cordial. 
One of them may be diffolved in 
an Hornful of Ale or Beer, made 
pretty hot, and given to your 
Horfe at any time after drink- 
ing cold Water, or being fet up 
warm in the Stable, and they 
will go nigh to prevent any ill 
Confequence that might readily 
happen after fuch Mifmanage- 
ment. 

Thefe, and the other carmina- 
tive Medicines, might be tortured 
and diverfified a thoufand Ways ; 
but we fhall leave that to the Pra- 
titioner’s Difcretion, having faid 
enough concerning thefe things 
already in other Parts of this 
Treatife. | | 


Purging Balls. 


_ Becaufe Selleyfell has very pro- 
perly ufed the officinal Pills to 
purge Horfes, we fhall therefore 
begin with fome few which are 
not only eafily made, but may be 

conveniently kept in that Form. 
‘ Take Scammony and the Bit- 

‘ ter-apple, otherwife called Culo- 
‘ quintida, of each-two Ounces : 
© let them be made into a very 
* fine Powder feparately, then beat 
‘ them into a very ftiff Pafte, with 
¢ fufficient Quantity of Syrup of 
© Buckthorn, adding to the whole 
“two or three Drams of Oil of 
“ Cloves. 

_ This, if it be not made tco 
omoift, will keep good in a Gal- 
dy-pot, well covered, for a Year 
; or 
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or two. It is a very flrong Purge, 
and works powerfully, both on 
the Humours and firft Paffages. 
An Ounce, or an Ounce and an 
half may be given to a very ro- 
buft Horfe work’d into a pret- 
ty large Ball, with Flower and 
» Oil or Butter, keeping him from 
feeding for three or four Hours 
before and after, and likewife ob- 
“ferving all the other Precautions 
that are neceflary in taking ftrong 
Phyfick. Itis very good tomove 
the Seat of the Humours in fome 
obftinate, chronical Diftempers. 
It is the fame with that called 
in the London Difpenfatory, The 
Pill ex duobus, as it only confifts 
of two principal Ingredients, 
C. 
«Take Aloes Succotrina, Scam- 
© mony, and Colocynth, of each 
“two Ounces, Oil of Cloves a 
* Dram and an half, Syrup of 
« Buckthorn what is fufficient to 
* make them into a Mafs. 
This is the Pill Cochie Minoris 
of the Shops; it is alfo a good 
Purge, and works poweritully, 
and is yet much fafer than the 
preceeding; and is therefore in 
moft Circumftances to be preter- 
red to Horfes, who are oftentimes 
injur'd by the rougher Cathar- 
ticks. It may be given from an 
Ounce to two Ounces, according 
to the Strength and Ability of 
~ the Horfe. | 
‘Take Aloes in fine Powder 
© fix Ounces, Myrrh, Savin and 
© Rue in Powder, of each two 
< Ounces, Quick-filver four Oun- 
© ces, Saffron half an Ounce; 
« make them into a ftiff Pafte to 
“ be form’d into fix Balls, for fo 
© many Dofes, with a fufficient 
© Quantity of Turpentine. 
The Quick-filver muft ‘firft be 
jncorporated with the Turpen-

tine,. until it looks like a blue 
Salve. Then the Powders, being 
beat very fine, are tobe put in by 
degrees, and pounded in a Mor- 
tar until all is equally mixed, ad- 
ding as much Syrup of Buck- 
thorn as neceflary to take off 
fomewhat of the Tenacity and 
Adhefivenefs of the Turpentine, - 


Or that _may be done by adding 


a little Flower and Oil, or But- 
ter, 

Thefe are very well adapted 
to many of the obftinate, chroni- 
cal Diftempers, to which Horfes 
are hable, and though they work 
but moderately by Dung, yet they 
powerfully operate upon the Blood 
and Humours, as Alteratives ; and 
may very profitably be given in 
the Farcin, and all leprous Dif- 
orders for obftinate Swellings, - 
Stiffnefs and Inactivity in the 
Limbs, and many other bid Ca- 
fes, proceeding from old, obfti- 
nate ObftruGtions; and for de- 
ftroying of Worms, they are 
inferior to no Purge in the 
World. 

They are alfo fo fafe and gen- 
tle in their Operation, that they 
may be repeated feveral Times 
at convenient Diftances, provid- 
ed the Weather be moderate, or 
that the Horfe be kept from 
Cold. 

‘Take Aloes four Ounces, 
* Myrrh two Ounces, Saffron and 
© Ginger, of each half an Ounce, 
‘ Diagridium one Ounce ; make 
‘ them into a Pafte, with a fuf- 
* cient Quantity of Honey, or Sy- 
‘rup of Buckthorn, and form the 
‘whole into four Balls, for fo 
‘many Dofes. 

This is alfo a very fafe and 
efficacious Purge, tho’ it works 
but gently, yet that it is very 
neceflary to. be ‘obferved with 

Re- . 
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Refpe& to many Horfes who re- 
quire their Phyfick fully as much, 
if not more corrected than human 
Bodies, they being fo apt to be 
convulfive and diforder’d in their 
Spirits upon the Operation of any 
harfh Cathartick. Thefe Balls may 
therefore be given with good Suc- 
cefs to all tender delicate Horfes, 
who are not able to bear the rough- 
er Purges. 


‘ Take Extra& of Caffia four 
* Ounces, Agarick two Ounces, 
© fineclear Scammony three Drams, 
« Powder of Rhubarb {prinkled 
€ two or three times with a little 
< Aqua Vite two Drams, Cori- 
¢ ander Seed, and Flowers of Ro- 
© man Camomile, of each a Dram, 
“ Maftich one Scruple; reduce the 
. © dry Ingredients to Powder, mix 
«them with two Pound of frefh 
« Butter, and make them up into 
« Pills of the Bignefs of Tennis 
« Balls, which you muft make the 
‘ Horfe fwallow, keeping him 
* bridled eight Hours; wath his 
* Mouth after them, with a 


“ Quart of Emetick Wine, or for 


« want of that.of ordinary Wine, 
© and walk him half an Hour. 


_ This is from Solleyfell, who 
prefcribes it for Difeafes of the 
Head, causd by cholerick Hu- 
mours, by which is to be meant 
thofe contagious Diftempers, 
which fometimes fo far affect the 
Liver, and obftruct the Gall Paf- 
fages, that they caufe a Yellow- 
nefs in the Eye-lids, and Roof of 
the Mouth, asin the Faundice, 
which is alfo accompany’d with a 
Frenzy. 

We fhall not here enquire how 
far thefe Pills are convenient in 
that Diftemper, but only take No- 
tice that itis a very ftrong Dofe, 


tho’ the Ingredients taken fingly, 
are of very moderate Operation ; 
yet becaufe of the Quantity of 
Butter, they muft not only work 
powerfully, but in the beginning 


be apt to occafion a Surfeit and— 


intolerable Sicknefs. They muft 
alfo be both troublefome to make 
and expenfive; the better Way 
therefore is to compound them 
in the following Manner, ufing in- 
ftead of the Extract of Caffia, Pulp 
of Prunes, which differs not very 
much from it, wiz. i 


‘ Take Prunes boil’d and pulp- 
‘ ed thro’ a Sieve two Ounces, 
* Agarick an Ounce and a half, 
‘ Scammony three Drams, Rhu- 
‘barb two Drams, Coriander 
* Seeds and Camomile Flowers, 
¢ of each a Dram, and inftead of 
‘ the Maftich which fignifies no- 
* thing in fo fmall a Quantity may | 
‘ be taken two Scruples of Saf- 
‘ fron; let the hard Ingredients be 
‘ made into a fine Powder, and 
‘ then mixed with the Pulp, ad- 
‘ ding alfo four Ounces of But- 
* ter, with as much Flower as is 
© neceflary to make the wholein- 
‘to ftiff Pafte, fit to be form’d 
‘ into Balls. ' 

By this Alteration it makes a 
very good Purge, and is fit to be 
given in all Cafes that require eva- 
cuation that Way. Another from 
Solleyfell. 

‘ Take of the fineft Aloes two 
© Ounces, Agarick half an Ounce, 
‘ Trochesof Alhandal three Drams; 
© reduce all the Ingredients to a 
‘ grofs Powder, and mix them 
‘ with a Handful of Betony Leaves 
© beaten, and a Pound of frefh 
© Butter; make up the Mafs into 
© Pills, of the Bignefs of a Tennis 
¢ Ball, 


Thele 
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Thefe Pills have Betony Leaves 
in their Compofition, becaufe 
they were appropriated by their 


Author to the Difeafes of the. 


Eyes, but the better Way to give 
it would be in grofs Powder a- 
mong {calded Bran, there being 
nothing in the Tafte of it difa- 
greeable, Inftead of the Troches 
of Alhandal may be taken the 
fame Quantity of Coloquintida 
in Powder, the Troches being 
nothing but that made into Cakes 
with Gum, and the Addition of 
a little Bdellium, which is infig- 
nificant. 


Another from the fame Author. 


¢ Take common Turpentine 
one Pound, Aloes and Senna 
beaten to a grofs Powder, of 
each an Ounce, Agarick aud 
black Hellebore waited in Vi- 
negar, of each two Drams, Her- 
modattils five Drams, Cinnabar 
an Ounce; reduce all the dry 
Ingredients to a gro{s Powder, 
and make them up into Pills, 
* with the Turpentine.’ 

Thefe are defigned by their 
Author, as a proper Purge for 
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Horfes that are mangy, and doubt- 


lefs.are very good for that Pur- 
pofe, only that the Quantity of 
Turpentine is abundantly tco 
great, four or fix Ounces being 
dufficient, A {mall Quantity of 
Oil and Flower would nor be 
improper, as it would bring them 
much eafier into Form, and like- 
wife render them more glib to 
{wallow, 

© Takea Pound of Honey, boil 
‘it in a Skillet, till it begin to 
€ thicken, then add an Ounce 
~€ and an half of Wormfeed, and 
¢ about two Ounces of Aloes in 


.§ Powder, according to the Big- 
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© nefs of your Horfe; for you 


‘ may give a Coach-Horfe two 
© Ourices and an half, and if he 
© be very large, three Ounces.’ 

So far Solleyfell, from whence 
this is ‘alf> taken : But th? Dole 
is not fo much to be proportio- 
ned to a Horfe’s Size and Mag- 
nitude, as to his Strength and 
Hardinefs; for it falls out very 
often, that a moderate fiz’d Horfe 
proves more hardy, and will go 
thro’ Phyfick of rougher Opera- 
tion, than one that is of the 
largeft Bulk. Thefe Balls are 
chicfly defigned to eradicate and 
deftroy Worms; but thofe alrea- 
dy inferted with Quickfilver ec, 
are far beyond them in all fuch 
Intentions. 

‘ Take of Lard two Pounds - 
‘lay itin Water two Hours, then 
‘take nothing but a Quarter of 
© a Pound of theclean Fat there- 
‘ of, and ftamp it in a Mortar, 
‘and thereunto put of Liquo- 
‘ rice, of Annifeeds and Fenu- 
« greek beat into Powder, of each 
* an Ounce and an halt, of Aloes 
‘ likewife in Powder, an Ounce, 
‘ of Agarick half an Ounce ; 
© knead all thefe together like a 
* Pafte, and make thereof four 
‘ or five Balls, and give it tothe 
‘ Horie.’ 

This we have taken from 
Markbans; it flands in his Chap- 
ter of Purgations, and is great- 
ly recommended by him to cure 
Colds, andall Indif{pofitions ; but 
the following is in every Re- 
{pect to be preferred. : 

‘ Take of the beft Alces an 
‘ Ounce and an half, Myrth half 
‘an Ounce, Fenugreek, Anni- 
© feeds, and Bay Berries, of each 
‘ fix Drams, powder the Myrrh 
‘and Aloes feparately, then the 
© Seeds; knead them together 
« O « with 
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* with four Ounces of {weet 
‘ Butter, and a fufficient Quan- 
‘tity of Flower, afterwards 
¢ make them into Balls. 

This is not only an efficacious, 
but a very fafe Purge, and may 
be made ufe of in all common

Cafes where Purging is necefla- 
ry ; and if your Horfe happens 
to be hard to work upon, you 
may either increafe the Quantity 
of the Aloes, or add to it a Dram 
or two of Diagridium. | ‘

T is, doubtlefs, a very great 
if Advantage to travelling Hor- 

fes, or Journey-pads, when 
they areaccuftomed to eat Bread, 
becaufeit fometimes happens, that 
an Horfe fhall grow faint upon a 
Journey, when the Owner, per- 
haps, has not the Opportunity 
of an Inn, but is forced to take 
up with fome by Place, where 
- there is no Cornto be had, which 
muft needs be a great Hindrance 


upon a Journey, becaufean Horfe 


cannot fo foon recover with Hay 
or Grafs, as with Bread, which, 
if it be good, not only affords 
light, but folid Nourifhment ; 
and this all Houfes in this King- 
dom generally afford of one kind 
or another. | 

But the Nourifhment an Horfe 
receives from Bread is different 


according to the Difference of 


the Grain whereof it is made , 
and therefore Bread made of Pea/e 
and Beans is looked upon to be 
the moft nourifhing: Next to 
thefeis Wheat. Oat-bread is ac- 
counted fomewhat cleanfing and 


_deterfive, tho’ at the fame time 


it affords very good Nourifh- 
ment. Barley and Rye are the 
moft {couringof all; but yet they 
alfo afford a great deal of clean 
Nourifhment, and may be very 
profitably given to Hories to cool 
and refrefh them, efpecially to 
thofe that are kept conftantly to 
hard Meat, and are denied the 
Opportunities of the Summer 
Grafs ; for that fort of Bread 
differs but in degree from the — 
Oats, which is their ordinary 
and daily Food. | 
The cleaner any Grain is made, 
and the freer from Husks, the 
more nourifhing it is; and the 
more of the Husk, the more 
cleanfing ; and therefore Bran or 
Clats of any kind muft fcour 
more than the moft cleanfing 
Grafs; for at the fame time it 
{cours, ‘it affords lefs Nourifh- 
ment to the Body of any Animal. 
And laftly, mixed Bread, by 
which we mean-Bread made of 
different kinds of Grain, is © 
‘more or lefs nourifhing or clean-. 


fing, 
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fing, according as this or that 
Grain predominatrs in it. 

And thus from what hasbeen 
faid here, and elfewhere, concer- 
ning Bread, and the different 
Species of Grain, whereof all 
Bread is made, any one who 
knows theContftitution and keep- 
ing ot his Horfe, may eafily be 
determined which is the moft 
proper for him. All the parti- 
cular Examples we have from 
Authors concerning Horfe-Bread, 
is that which is ufually given 
to running Horfes, in the time 
of their Preparation fora Match 
‘or Plate; and we find it the 
fame in all modern Writers from 
Markham downwards, though 
in this, and all other Things of 
the like kind, moft Gentlemen 
follow their Fancy, as to fome 
Particulars. 


Bread for the fecond Fortnight’s 
Feeding, call'd the firft Bread. 


© Take three Parts of clean 
* Beans, andone Part of Wheat, 


* according to the Quantity of 


‘« Bread you intend to bake; mix 
‘ and grind them _ together ; 
* when grinded, bolt it pretty 
« fine, and knead it up with good 
€ ftore of frefh Barm, or Yeaft, 
< but with as little Water as may 
‘be. Labour it very well in a 
© Trough, and break it, then co- 
“ ver it up warm, that it may 
© {well ; make it into the Form 
© of big Loaves, and bake it tho- 
‘ roughly; and when they are 
« drawn from the Oven, turn up 
« their Bottoms, that they may 
© cool the fooner. 

The Method of giving this 
Bread, is to begin with it when 
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‘it is three Days, and no foon~ 


er, becaufe all new Bread lies 
heavy upon the Stomach, and is 
apt to furfeit ; befides that, it 
is very troublefome to make an 
Horfe {wallow it; therefore moft 
People, when they perceive ‘it 
any ways raw and doughy, cut 


it into thin Slices, and atterwards 


(all the Chips being: firft pared 
off) dry it, and crumble it a- 
mong what Quantity of Corn 
they defign to give their Horfé 
along with it. 


The fecond Bread for the third 
Fortnight’s Feeding, 


> Take of clean Wheat and, 
‘ Beans, equal Parts, grind them 
© on the black Stones, and bolt 
‘the Flower very fine, then 
‘ knead it up with Barm or 
* Litning, and bake it as the 
* preceeding, tutn it upwards to 
‘dry, pare off the Chips, and 
© manage it in every Refpe& as 
© the former. 


The laft Bread for the fourth Forté 
night's Feeding. 


> Take three Parts of fine 

* Wheat, and one Part of clean ’ 
‘ Beans; grind them well, and 
‘ afterwards bolt them through 
‘ the fineft Bolter you can get, 
* then knead it up with very 
* {weet Ale-barm, and new Ale 
‘ that is very ftrong, with the 
‘ Whites of, at leaft, twenty 
‘ Eggs, to eveey Bufhel or four 
* Pecks of the Grain; and in- 
© ftead of Water to make your 
* Dough, put a {mall Quantity |

of new Milk; then work it up, 
and ‘knead it with all the Pains 
imaginable, as in making the 
firft Bread, form it into the 
Size of Half-peck Loaves, and 
when thoroughly baked, turn 
it up, and if it happens to be 
moilt before you give it, cut 
it into Slices, and lay it out 
to dry, that it may crumble 
among his Oats, as in the pre- 
ceeding Directions. 

The giving Bread to running 
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Horfes feems to be for this Rea- 


fon, that there may be as much 
clean Nourifhment as poffible 
communicated to them by their 
Food, which, being thus ma- 
naged into Bread, is rendred 
much lighter by the Yeaft aod 
Fire, and paffes more eafily into 
Nourifhment, than it was origi> 
‘nally in the Grain; and while 
an Horfe is kept upon this kind 
of Food, care is alfo taken to as 
bate his Feeding in other Re- 
fpects, and likewife to harden him 
that he may not grow too fat 
and purfive, but daily Exercife 
is given him in Heats and Air- 
ings, whereby he is made to per- 
{pire in Proportion to his Food, 
and a clean.and nourifhing Diet, 
with fufficient Exercife muft 
have this. Effeét; viz. that it 
ftrengthens all the folid Parts, 
without increafing their Bulk, 
and makes their Attion alfo fo 
familiar and eafy, that an Horfe 
can go through the moft violent 
Exercife, with all imaginable 
Chearfulnefs and Alacrity. 

But the firft Bread which con- 
fils chiefly of the Bean-flower, 
ought to be yery carefully ma- 
naged, and the Horfe likewife ve- 
ry well prepared for it; otherwife 
it is yin itfelf very clogging, 
and apt to furfeit ; and there- 


fore fome ufe only the fecond 
Bread, for the fecond and third 


Fortnight’s Feeding, and others — 


ufe both but fparingly, and take 
abundance of Pains to work it 
weil, and raife it as light as pof- 
fible. The laft Bread muft cer- 
tainly be the pureft and ftrong- 
eft Feeding of all, becaufe of the 
Eggs and Milk, which enter into 


its Compofition ; but then as no 


Ho:fe is conftantly ufed to fuch 
Food, the Keeper ought to give 
it ho otherwife than he finds it 
agree with him, for a Surfeit 


in the laft Fortaight will hardly 
be got off, when the Time of 


his Running approaches.

‘ thefe, being made firft into a 
© fine Powder, then put it into a 
© clean Glafs or Gallipot, and 


* that it may be of a thick Sub- 
* ftance, like untoa Pap; all your 
* Ingredients being very well in- 
* corporated together, which keep 
~ § for Ufe, and when you have 
* Occafion to adminfter of this

What he fays concerning the ed- 
miniftring it in an Horn, is ve-. 
ry reafonable, becaufe, by that 
Means,. a greater Quantity can 
be given; but then he ought in 
a Fever, or any other Diftem- 
per, alfo to champ on fome purt 
of it, both as it will cool his 
Mouth, and alfo as it will roufe 
him to fome Action, which is

that Epitheton for nought, is only

fuperfluous Moifture be con- 
fumed ; afterwards add two . 
Drams of Cinnamon in Pow- 
der, a Dozen and an half of 
Cloves, a Nutmeg grated, and 
half a Pound of Powder-iugar, 
then boilthem again over a flow 
Fire half a quarter of an Hour, 
that the Ingredients may be tho- 
roughly mixed, and the Species 
may incorporate with the Bread, 
tut the Fire muft be very imall, 
for the leaf Excefs of Heat 
would make the Virtue of the 
aromatick Drugs exhale. 

‘ Take an Oxe’s Pigzle; let 
the great End of it foak in 
Water four or five Hours, till 

it be foftned, after which mak e 
the Horfe chew it between his

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‘ Grinders, or Jaw-teeth, which 
will flatten it a little, or you 
may beat it with a Hammer,

Our Author obferves farther, 
That this Arman is very pro- 
per for all Horfes that are fick, 
and forfake their Meat, provided 
they have no Fever ; and that 
he has always found it effectual, 
as it both nourifhes, and infalli- 
bly reftores loft Appetite. He 
fays, the Pizzle ought not to be 
thruft in violently, but the Horfe 
fuffered of himfelf to draw it 
into the bottom of his Throat, 
while you hold it by the. other 
End, and it will make him caft 
forth a great deal of bitter and 
cholerick Phlegm, which makes 
‘him loath his Food. He alfo 
directs, that as often as ye take 
out the Pizzle, you muft cleanfe 
it, and wipe it with Hay before 
you put it in again. He con- 
cludes that this Medicine of it 
felf can be of no ill Confequence, 
neither can it be attended with 
any bad Accident, if it be ufed 
according to the preceeding Di- 
rections, but that he has known 


gain into his Mouth, do this

theOperation of very bad Confe- 


quence, when the Pizzle hasnot * 


been well foftned, and been rafh- 
ly thruft too far backwards, and 


indeed thofe, who are any ways - 


acquainted with the Structure of 
the upper Part of the Larynx, 
cannot be infenfible of this, that 
being a Part which cannot bear 
the leaft Violence, without a ve- 
ry great Hazard. 

Thus far we thought conve- 
nient to recite from that Au- 
thor, not only becaufe this is 
the beft. of its kind we have 
met with, but alfo becaufe his 
Directions are very particular, 
and worthy to be obferved; on- 


ly that we are of Opinion, as . 


an Arman is defign’d for Food 
as well as Phyfick, befides what 
is put into an Horfe’s Mouth to 
champ upon; fome may alfo be 


given him to fwallow in a lit- 


tle Milk-water or any other con- 
venient Vehicle: The following 
will be yet more fuccefsful, and 
more fully anfwer all that can 
be propofed by an Arman. — 
‘Take the Heart of a ftale 
© Quartern-loaf, crumble it very 
« fmall, and moiften it well with 
‘ Juice of Lemons, then add to 
¢ it a fufficient Quantity of Ho- 
* ney of Rofes; and boil it to a 
* thick Pap over a gentle Fire, 
‘ keeping continually ftirring, that 


‘it may notburn, thenadd to ic — 
“an Ounce of Galangals in fine.

* Powder, Cloves and Nutmegs » 


* in fines>Powder, of each two 
« Drams, keep it ftirring till the 
* Powdersbe thoroughly incor-

‘ mon-water, commonly called 
* the Aq. Cinamomi Hordiata,and

_ This isa more elegant Arman, 
_ than that of Solleyfell, and may 
be given almoft at Difcretion, be. 
fides what is adminiftered by the 
Pizzle to champ upon ; it will 
greatly fortify the Stomach, and 
reftore loft Appetite, and at the 
fame time afford avery light and 
eafy Nourifhment.

‘ Take the Crumbs of white 
« Bread moiften’d, asabove direct- 
* ed, with the Juice.of Lemons, 
© or, if that cannotbe had, with

Stomach, and reftore Appetite, 
but alfo ftrengthen and coroborate 
the Guts, both by contracting the 
Glands, and drinking the fuper- 
fluous Humidity. And in the - 
fame manner an Arman may be 
fo contrived to fuit any other 
Diftemper, whereby an Horfelo- 
fes his Appetite, and forfakes his 
Food. 
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| _S we have already obfer- 
- ved concerning the Me- 
S. dicamentsin fome of the 


preceeding Sections that they 
were reduced to their feveral, 
Forms of Powder-balls or Ele- 
Gtuaries for the Conveniency of 
keeping them in Readinefs, or 
for the better Afcertaining the 
. . Dofe, or becaufethey could not 

fo properly be exhibited in any 


other, as happens in fome hea- 
vy metalline Subftances, which 
are chiefly proper to be givenin 
the Form of Fills or Balls: So 
under this of Drinks, we are 
chiefly to confider fuch, whether 
Infufions, Decections, or Mix- 
tures as have a great deal of 


‘their Efficacy owing to this Ma- 


nagement, or are not reducible 
to any other Form. And here

to fingle Draughts or Potions on- 


ly, but prefcribe larger Quanti-— 


ties, fuch as may be meafured out

where a great many, aad often- 
repeated Drenches are neceflary 
before the Caufe can be remo- 
ved. And this we have contriv’d 
to fave the Practitioner a great 
deal of Trouble, which would 
happen in multiplying Forms ; 
as by this Means, all that phyfi- 
cal Difpenfatories contain under 
the feveral Denominations of In- 
fufions, Decoctions, Juleps, Apo- 
zems, ¢7c. will be here alluded 
to, under the general Title of 
Drinks, which is alfo the moft 
agrecable to the Manner of all 
Farriers, and Curers of Cattle, 
who have no other Term for 
their liquid Forms of internal 
Adminiftration, but that of a 
Drink, or Drench.

« Take Betony, Sage,and Mar- 
« joram, of each a {mall Hand- 
‘ tul, Galangals and Zedoary, 
-© bruis’d in a Mortar, of each 
half an Ounce, Cinnamon and

« Saffron one Scruple; ‘let the 
‘ Spices be bruis’d, and the

which becaufe it frequently cau- 
fes a Dejection of the Spirits, 


bit i 
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it therefore no’ doubt may very 
properly admit of cordial In- 
gredients, which not only ele- 
vate the Spirits, but alfo affitt 
the Operation of the Medicine, 
and make it work more pow- 
erfully ; but few or none of them 
are fo well contrived as thefe Ex- 
amples we have here laid down 
neither in the Choice of the In- 
gredients, nor in the Manner of 
making them ; for moft order 
thofe {picy and aromatick Things 
to be boiled, which as we have 
obferved elfewhere is a manifeft 
Lofsto the Medicine; becaufe in 
that Agitation, the moft power- 
ful Part of the Cordial flies off 
in Vapours, which cannot fo ea- 
fily happen by Infufion. The 
Salt of Tartar is not only a good 
Aperient, and therefore itfeif of 
fervice when it enters into the 
Mafs of Blood; but alfo by o- 
pening the Body of the Ingre- 
dients, draws out the Virtues 
the more powerfully. But thofe 
-Drenches which Farriers make 
by giving the Ingredients im 
Subftance, are the moft effectual, 
viz, by ftirring or brewing them, 
as they term it, in hot Ale, or 
white Wine as follows. 

‘ Take four Ounces of Dia- 
© pente, and mix it with four 
-¢ Ounces of clarify’d Honey, and 
© keep it ina clofe Glafs, .and 
_ § give half an Ounce thereof in 
‘a Pint of {weet Wine to the 
* Horfe.’ Or, 

¢ Take half an Ounce of Dia- 
‘ pente; and brew it with a 
© Pint of Sack, or, for a Cold, 
‘in Mufcadine. 

Thefe are both from Mark- 
kam, but the Dofes are Inhnite- 
ly too fmall; for in the firft, 
there is only two Drams ot the 

Diapente in one Dofe, and in 
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the laft but half az Ounce, 
which unlefs they were very 
often repeated, can be but. of 
little or no Efficacy, feeing an 
Horfe may take two orthree Oun- 
ces of Diapente, and the Dofe 
be but very moderate, and if 
it was to be given in {maller 
Dofes, and often repeated, it mutt 
be in fome other Vehicle than 
Wine, or elfe the Cure would be 
worfe than the Difeafe. . 
* ‘ Take of Rue three Ounces, 
* of round Pepper half an Ounce, 
‘ of Bay-berries, and the Seeds 
‘ of Smaliage, of each half an 
‘Ounce; boil thefe in white 
« Wine, and give itluke-warm. 
This is allo from Markham, 
but would be much better made 
by Infufion, with an Addition of 


Sale of Tartar, or Wormwood, 


or elfe to boil the Rue gently in 
Water, clofe covered, from a 
Quart toa Pint, then add the o- 
ther Ingredients in Powder, with 
a Pint of white Wine, which is 
the only way to retain the whole 
Efficacy of the Compofition: It 
is appropriated by its Author to 
Fevers, taken in the Winter. It 
may no doubt be of fome Effica- 
cy in malignant Diftempers, what- 
ever Time ot the Year they hap- 
pen, but the Reader will find 
fome Drinks moreto be depend- 
ed on in thofe D fiempers, un- 
der the Title of Febrifuges. 
‘ Take of gocd white Wine 
€ one Pint, of white Sugar-can- 
‘ dyandof Cinnamon, of eachan 
‘ Ounce, Saffron three Drams, 
© of Sugar refin'd three Ounces ; 
‘ make all thefe into fine Pow- 
‘ der, then take Mithridate two 
¢ Ounces, Honey of Rofes four 
¢ Ounces; mix all thefe well to- 
© gether, and putit to the Wine, 
‘ and makeitBiood-warm over the 
© Fire 
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« Fire, and to give it him; and 


© now and then, as he ftandeth ' 


* upon the Trench, let him chew 
¢ upon the end of a Bull’s Piz- 
* zle fome Arman, and let him 
“ be cloathed and littered warm. 

This is from De Gray: He 
dees not appropriate it particu- 
larly to any Diftemper, but in 
general to Horfes that are ve- 
ry fick ; and therefore may do 
good, or may be hurtful, accor- 
ding as it happens to be well of 
ill applied. 1t will make a very 
good Drench, in all malignant 
Diftempers, and in violent and 
great Colds ; but the refined 
Sugar may be left out, and if it 
be for a Cold, thefame Quantity 
of Honey may be fubfticuted in 
its room. ! 


‘ Takean Handful of Sage, an | 


* Handful of Marjorum, an Hand- 
* ful of Mint, and boil them in

ents, with Wine or {mall Spirit, — 
it will render it the more quick — 
in its Operation, and alfo add to — 
its Efficacy.

The chief Ufe of thofe are on- 
ly to help down Ingredients of 
greater Efficacy, fuchasthe pow- 
ders or Balls, dire€&ted in the 
fame Intention, for which Pur- 
pofe they are, no doubt, very 
proper Vehicles, or may be gi- 
ven by themfelves at convenient 
Intervals; The Electuaries alfo of 
the fame Intention may be dif- 
folved in fuch Mixtures, which 
Method is pretty common among 
the French and Italian Practitio- 
ners, butamong us the common 
Vehicles are the different kinds 
of white Wines; but the mof 
ufual of any, is Ale, that being 


_ the cheapeft and moft eafily pro- 


cured. And there are not a few 
of Opinion, that Ale or Beer 
agrees better with Horfes than 
Wine, in moft Cafes ; and when 


there are cordial Ingredients mix- 


ed with it, it is both Food and 
Phyfick to Horfes, and at the 
fame time it raifes their Spirits, 
it alfo fupplies them with Nou- 
rifhment. 


Febrifuges and Refifters of Infection. 


© Take Rue, Sageand Penny- 
€ royal, of each an Handful; in- 


‘ « fufé them ina Quart of boiling 


‘ Water ; and when they have 
€ ftood long enough, clear off the 
* Liquor, and diffolve in it tyro 
© Ounces of Venice Treacle, Mi- 
* thridate, Treacle Diatefferon,

In all putrid and malignant Fe-

ting them for a Difcharge the 
proper Way. The Infufion- of | 
thefe Herbs are much more effi- . 
cacious than the diftilled Waters, 
and would even be much more 
ferviceable to Men and Women, 
only that they are not fo pala- 
table. 

© Take Rue. Scordium, Penny- 
* royal, and Savin, of each an 
‘ Handful; infufe them as in the 
‘ preceeding Prefcription ; ftrain 


_© off the Infufion and divide it 


‘ into two Drinks; in each dif- 
* folve an Ounce of Treacle, or ° 
€ Orvietan, and add four Ounces 
© of Spiritof Wine, wherein has

- inal than the Hay whicha Horfe 
cats. .

Juices feparated from the Glands 
of the Vifcera, or when the Veffels 
have been abraded andareraw,the — 
Cholick Pains arifing from thefe 
Caufes, are not to be removed — 
with thofe Things that are barely 
adapted to expel Wind, but muft | 
have fuch Medicines added as are — 


_ foft and emollient, and. thereby é 


fitted to fheath up the Acrimony 
and Sharpnefs of the Humours, 
and to heal thofe Parts that are 
worn; and moreover, as the A- 
nimai Spirits are often in fuch 
Cafes very irregular in their Mo- 
tion, by reafon of the exquifite 
Pain ; fuch Things are alfo ne- - 
ceffary, as have fufficient Influ- — 
ence, to put a Check to their 
inordinate Sallies; for by thede 
Means only, moft violent Cho- 
licks are to be overcome. We

{picy Medicines. ‘Thefe Things, 
as almoft all other Medicines of © 
any Intention whatfoever, muft 


‘berepeated three or four Times; 


for tho’ one Dofe may give great 
Relief in removing the moft ur- 
gent Symptoms; yet more are 
for the moft part required to 
conquer the Difeafe, fo far as 
to prevent aReturn. We might 
to thefe add a great many Forms 
of this Kind, efpecially as the 
Farriers Books are not furnith- 
ed with any fuch, but we thought 
it fufficient here, only to give 


fome few hints in thofe Exam- 
ples, but fhall refer the Reader 


to what we have already obfer- 
ved concerning Aftringents, un- 
der the other Forms of Balls 
Powders, and Electuaries; and 
likewife to what is further to be

than any other.

blunt the Sharpnefs of the Hu- 
mours, fo that they will not be 
able to make that Wafte of the 
Solids, that otherwife they would 
be apt to do. There is {carcely 
any Horfe but will drink this 
with great Pleafure, after they 
have been fome time ufed to

fes, otherwife they will be apt to 
turn their Fevers into thofe of a 
malignant Kind; the only Way 
therefore to render them of Be- 
nefit, is, to let the Dofe be as 
moderate as poflible, fo as only 
to give a grateful Senfation in the 
Mouth and Stomach, and not to 
ftrike the whole Body with a 
Chillnefs, which is very often 
done by giving Horfes great 
Quantities of Vinegar, Verjuice, 
and fuch like Things; and like- 
wife never to be too bufy with 
them, but on fome extraordinary 
Occafion; and alfo to correc all 
thofe Things with fuch other 


_ Ingredients as are proper to pre- 


vent thofe Mifchiefs, whereof 
the following Examples will fuf- 
fice. .

ferviceable in fome old obftinate 
Agues; for the Galangals fortify 
the Stomach and Guts, where- 
by a better digefted, and more 
attenuated Chyle is tranfmitted 
to the Mafs of Blood, and the 
Afperity and Roughnefs of the 


other Ingredients draw up the 


Fibres to a due Tenfity, and re= 
covers them again to their ufual 
Tone. bes, a 

‘ Take Gujacum and Saffafras,

The fame Properties ren- 
der it alfo of Ufe in the Drop- 
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fy, and in many other Diftem-

It is certainly botha 
very eafy and good Medicine, 
and a great Strengthener in all 
Cafes, where there is a too great 
Difcharge of Moifture from the 
Glands, which it will dry up 
very effectually ; and" befides its 
ftrengthuing “Qualities, the foft 
Ingredients will help to abate 
the Acrimony and Sharpnefs of 
the Juicés ; fo that nothing is 
more likely to put a ftop toa 
beginning Confumption, and no- 
thing can, by way of Drink, be 
more proper, even when it isof ° 
fome ttanding. We cannot here 
but take notice, that moft old 
Writers are averfe to vinous and 
fpirituous Liquors to Horfes, ul 

or- 
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for the moft part order all their 
Medicines for Drinks, to be in- 
fufed, or boiled in Water, or made 
up with Hydromel, or fome fim- - 
ple diftilled Water ; wherein they 
were certainly in the right in 
moft Cafes, as they come the 
neareft to their Food, which is 
altogether fimple; and therefore 
we have made it our Bufinefs 
throughout this whole Treatife, 
wherever we have ordered Wine, 
or Ale, as a Vehicle to any Me- 
dicine, to make the Medicine qua 
lify the Vehicle. 
In Cafes where the Lungs were 
very much corrupted and broke, 
many of the Ancients, as Theom- 
nefius, Pelag:nius, Hierocles, the 
laft mentioned Author, Vegetins, 
and a vaft many more, prefcribed ' 
Drinks, with Coftus, Caffia Lig- 
nea, Bole, Torment.l,Gum Arabick, 
Tragacanth, Cinnamon, and other 
Spices, which we have already 
metohdized, wherein we have alfo 
avoided thofe things that by later 
Experience have been found ufe- 
lefs, or are now not to be had.

foveraign Remedy, and ought to 
be ufed on all fuch Occations, as 
in this manner.

This Species is 
somewhat dear, but of univerfal 
Ufe, it being proper in almoft 
all Intentions, where Clyfters are 
required; it gently purges, ex- 
pels Wind, comforts the Bowels, 
reftores Appetite, invigorates the 
Blood, and deftroys Worms, It 
may be given in mioft Fevers, E- 
pilepfies, Vertigoes, and all other 
Diforders of the Head, in thofe 
of the Spleen, Liver and Kid- 
neys, in Cholicks of all: Kinds, 
and even where there is a Loof- 
nefs, if the Oil be omitted; and 
moreover, in moft chronical Di- 
feafes, where an Horfe has been 
funk by fome previous Diftem- 
per, or a too liberal Ufeof Phy- 
fick ; for it is fo gentle and mild 
in its Operation, and fo well cor- 
rected, that-it can do no harm 
even to the weakeft Horfe alive, 
unlefs it was to be repeated be- 
yond meafure.

Skin, but previous to them, 
fhould always be ufed Oils, and 
foftning Things, to leffen the 
Rigidity of the Fibres, and 
then Fomentation of Spirituous 
Herbs may be ufed with -good 
Succefs. | 
The following is a Bath for the 
Mange.

The Author fays, there is not 
any Kind of Mange to be met 
with fo inveterate and deeply 
rooted, that will not yeild to 
this Remedy.

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nient to boil Brimftoné with the 
above-mentioned, or any other

greens dried, Horfe-radifh, Rote- 
wood, Lignum Vitz, Galbanum, 
and moft other Gums, are all 
proper for that Purpufe, but the 
Galbanum exceeds all the reft, 


and was chiefly made ufe of by 
the Ancients in all Times, when 
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there was a Plague, or Murrain 
among the Catrle. | 

«Take Gum, Juniper, Ma- 
© flick, Olibanum and Frankin- 
* cence, of each a Dram, Rofin 
¢ two Drams; burn them in a 
© chafing Difh of clean Coals, 
© and Jet your Horfe ftand over 
© the Fumes thereof. 


This is proper in all Rheums 
and Catarrhs, and in all Cafes as 
the preceeding. 

The following is more aftrin« 

gent. 
* Take the Bark of green Oak 
¢ an Handful, red Rofes and Ba- 
© Jauftines, of each half anOunce, 
© Maftick and Amber, of each 
“an Ounce; make them into a 
* grofs Powder, excepting the 
© Oak, which may be rafped, 
‘and fet them. on fire in a 
‘ chafing Difh of clear Char- 
“ coal. : 

This is of good fervice, wher 
any Part is very much relaxed, 
particularly for the falling out of 


‘the Fundament, or when an 


Horfe is incorded, or burften. 


. N. B. All thefe aftringent Fu- 
migations may be of ill Confe- - 
quence in thofe Runnings at the 
Nofe, that are only the critical 
Difcharges of a Cold, and ought 
therefore never to be ufed, but 
when they continue very long; 
that the Horfe is like to be weak« 
ned’ thereby, and that you per= 
ceive him like to turn glander- 
ed ; for if they be uled fooner, 
it may caufe a Redundancy ; 
and the Matter, which Nature 
would throw off that Way, will 
be very apt to fall upon the 
Lungs, or fome other of the 
principal Bowels. 
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From Ruini, and others. 


* Take Rue, Ca/foreum and Sto- 
* rax, of each a like Quantity ; 
* make them into a grofs Pow- 
* der, and burn them in a cha- 
* fing Dihh, letting the Horfe ftand 
* over the Fumes thereof. 

This is from Raini, and is re- 
commended in the falling Evil, 
and is very good for all other 
Diforders of the Brain, caufing 
the Staggers. 

‘ Take Euphorbium, Caftor, 
* Pepper, white and black, Hel- 
*lebore, and Muftard-feed, of 
* each equal Parts; make them 
* into Powder, and blow fome 
* of it with a Quill into the 
© Horfe’s Nofe, or fet it on fire, 
* and let him receive the Fumes 
© thereof. 

This isfrom the fame Author, 
and is recommended to roufe an 
Horfe’s Spirits in a Lethargy, in 
which it may do very great fer- 
vice, but in many other Cafes, 
it would be too powerful, be- 
caufe of the extraordinary Heat 
and Pungency of the Euphorbi- 
um, and of feveral other of the 
Ingredients. 

¢ Take Laurel-berries, and 
¢ Roch-alum, pulverized, and 
* burn them in a Pan of clean 
€ Charcoal.’ Or, - 

' © Take Laurel- leaves, white 
« Sugar-candy, and Rofe-mary: ’ 


Or, 

‘ Take Rofemary, Cumin-feed, 
€ Leaves of Laurel, and Myr- 
¢ tles, Penny-royal, and Maftich, 
‘ of each equal Parts; and kin- 
« dle them ina Pan of. Coals, 
«and let the Horfe receive the 
< Fumes thereof, ua 


Thefe are alfo recommended = 


by Rwini in Catarrhs, and De- | 
fluxions upon the Glands, after 
other Things have been firft ufed 
to make a Diverfion. 

The fame Author alfo recom- 
mends the Ufe of Myrrh, Ma- 
ftick, Caftoreum, Rue, Rofemary, 
Lavender, Sage, Mint, and ma- 
ny other things that are all very 
comfortable to the Brain and 
Nerves, ¢¢. 

The famie Ingredients, efpeci- 
ally the Herbs, being boiled and 
put into a Bag, and fo faftned 
to the Horfe’s Head, that the 
Fumes thereof may arife into 
his Nofe and Mouth, may alfo 
be of fervice to weak Horfes, 
which are not able to bear the 
“Action the Smoke puts them 
into when burnt ; and this is a 
Method has been often ufed with 
good fuccefs in fuch Circumftan- — 
ces as require if. 

© Take Garlick- ftalks an Hand- 
« ful, being broke into little Pie- 
‘ ces, and a good Quantity of 
¢ Frankincence; and being put 
« upon a chafing Difh and Coals, 
‘ hold the chafing Difh under 
‘ the Horfe’s Noftrils, that the 


« Fumes may afcend up into his 


© Head. 

This is recommended by Mark- 
ham, to cure the Headach, and 
other Diforders of the Head, 

‘ Take Feathers and Brim- 
© ftone, and burn them in acha- 
‘ fing Difh of Coals, and let the 


© Smoke afcend into the Horfe’s 


* Nofe.’ Or, 

* Take Brimftone and 4uripi- 
‘ gmentum, and burn them under 
* the Horfe’s Nofe.’ Or, 

‘ Take the Stalks of Briony, 


¢ wild Vine, or Bramble; bruife 


‘ them between two Stones, and 
* put them in a Bag, and hang 
«ic 
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© it under the Horfe’s Nofe, that 
‘ the Fumes thereof may afcend 
© into his Head.* Or,

Thefe, with others of the fame 
kind, are what Markham has ta- 
ken from Blundevill,. and the Ita- 
lians, and when moft of our Ez- 
glifh Authors, fince his Time, 
have taken from him. 
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The volatile Salt of Hartfhorn, 
or Sal Armoniack, are inferior to 
no kind of Snuff in Diforders of 
the Brain, proceeding from the 
Nerves, but are preferrable in alk 
Cafes where the Spirits are only» 
to be roufed, and no great Dif- 
charge of Matter is required 
from his Nofe. To an Horfe of 
{mall Value, you may burn a 
large Bone, and pafs the Smoke 
thro’ a Funnel into his Nofe, and

vantage, beyond fome other ex- 
ternal Forms, viz. an additio- 


nal Heat and Warmth, befides - 


what is in the Ingredients them- 
felves ; and as moft have alfo 
fomething more emollient in their 
Compofition, they foften and re- 
lax the Skin, whereby an En- 


trance is made the more eafily © 
to thofe Ingredients that are a- 
dapted to attenuate the vifcid 
Juices which caufe Obftructions ; 
fo that the obftructed Matter is 
either returned by the common 
Courfe ef Circulation, or difchar- 
ged by the Pores, ee: which In- 
tentions arecommonlymuchfoon- 
er anfwered by Poultifes, than by 
Plafters, or Ointments of any 
kind. 


An Emollient Cataplafm. — 


© Take Mallows, Marfhmai- 

‘ lows, Alder and Melilot-flow- 
* ers, of each an Handful, Roots 
© of Marfhmallows four Ounces; 
¢ boil them in a fufficient Quan- 
* tity of Water, till you bring 
S 3 ‘ them 
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* then toa perfeét Math, then 
“pulp the whole thro’ a Sieve, 
© and mix with it an Ounce of 
¢ Camphire beat into Powder, 
* and apply as much of it an 
¢ Inch-thick, to the Part affect- 
¢ ed, as will cover it. 

This Cataplafm is both foft- 
ning and difcuffive, and will be 
ftill more emollient, and not fo 
apt to ftick to the Part, it you 
add to it three or four Ounces 
of Cilof Rofes, St. Fohis’s Wort, 
or Alder, or, when thefe cannot 
eafily be got, of commoo Oil. 
It may be wfed with all the fafe- 
ty in the world almoft to any 
Swelling, and where there is,an 
Inflammation, the Camphire will 
either be the Means of difcuffing 
it, or fuddenly ripening it. No- 


thing is of greater fervice to. 


allay the Heat and Inflammati- 
op, that happens fometimes after 
Burns with Gun-powder, or Gun- 
fhot Wounds; it foftens their 
Edges, and by the Heat and Pe- 
netration of the Camphire, fo 
much matter perfpires, that the 
reft fuddenly corrupts and comes 
to Digeftion ;. but in critical 
‘fumours, tho’ this is as innocent 
as any other; yet inftead there- 
of, {uch as the following, which 
is altogether ripening, ought to 
be ufed. oe 

» © Take Bean-flower, or Rye, 


«or Barley-fiower, or Oat-meal, 


© one Pound, Linfeed and Fenu- 
« greek-meal, of each four Oun- 
<“cés ; boil them till they be 
« fomewhat thick over/a gentle 
“ Fire, keeping continually ftir- 
* ring that the Ingredients may 
not burn; then ftir into the

Groins, or 
any other Part of the Body, when 
they happen after Colds, Surfeits, 
Cheft-foundring, Fevers, gc. 
by applying a iufficient Quan- 
tity moderately warm once or 
twice a Day, it will foon bring: 
them to Suppuration, and either 


break them, or render them fit — 
to be opened. It is alfo very 


good to be applied pretty thick 


to thofe blind Boils that fome- — 
times happen after Colds, and~ 


Surfeits, and occafion abundance 
of trouble to fetch out the Cores, 
which are ftuck in, like fo many 
Plugs, or the following may be 
made uféyof for that Purpofe, 
UiXe.

This is recommended for 


Wounds or Hurts on the Pa- 


fern Joints, to be fpread on Flax, 
and apply’d all round the Part ; 
he fays it is not only endow’d 
with a Virtue to allay Pain, but 
affwages the Swelling, and pre- 
vents the falling down of the 
Humours ; but thefe are not ef- 
fe€tuated by any Anodyne Qua- 
_ lity in the Ingredients, but as-it 
will bring a Wound to a quick 
Digeftion, not only by Reafon 
of the Warmth it communicates 
to the Part, but alfo as it is e- 
mollient, and morcover, as the 
Turpentine draws and digefts 
the Humours; but where there 
is not a Wound the fame Poul- 
tife would be fo far from having 
any Anodyne Quality, that it 
would be apt to create Pain, 
efpecially in an inflam’d Tumor 
as it would very readily ripen it, 
‘and Bring it to Matter. Thefe 
are only to be term’d Anodyne 
Poultifes, that mollify and fof- 
ten, and at the fame Time rari- 
fy the inclofed Matter, fo as Part 


of it may make it efcape thro’. 


the Pores, and Part of it return 
back with the refluent Blood; 
for by this means Pain is relie- 
ved, whether the Tumour be 
altogether difcufs’d, or if it comes 
to Matter; and while fome part 
' 5s caft off by the common Out- 
lets, Nature is not fo much op- 
prefs’d, as otherwife it might be, 
by the violent Sweiling, and 
ftretching out of the Fibres, 
but the Tumor ripens, and comes 
to Maturity with Jefs Pain and 
Anguifh. But thofe are moft 
properly termed Anodyne Poulti- 
fes that are made chiefly of Narco- 
‘tick Ingredients, fuch as Henbane,

or Corn Poppies, Opium, and 
fuch like things: However fome 
of thefé are not fafely ventur’d on 
in inflamed Tumours, excepting 


where there is a Wound to make 


a Difcharge, or when they are 
well corrected with Ingredients, 
that are hot and fpirituous, fach 
as Camphire, Saftron, Spirit of 


Wine, Oil of Turpentine, or vos °

HERE is not any Form 
of greater Ufe or more 
univerfally approved of 


than thofe Topicks that go ‘under 
the Name otf Charges ; which 


“Term feems to have been bor- 


rowed, not only from the Man- 


ner of their Application, but 
from the Power and Efficacy of 
their Operation. 

A Charge is of a middle Na- 
ture, between an Ointment and 
a Plafter, or between a Plafter 
and a Cataplafm, or participa. 

pute ting 
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ting of all three, viz. being part- 
ly made up of Oils, Meals, Pulps, 
and partly of Gums and refinous 
Things, that give aStiffneis and 


Body to Plafters ;* and therefore: 


as all Charges are only a kind ot 
foft or liquid Plafters, the Anci- 
ents who firft contrived them, 
made greater Ufe of them than 
of any other Topick whatfoever, 
in all outward Infirmities, as be- 
ing the beft adapted to Creatures 
that are covered with Hair ; for 
a’Plafter is in many Cafes lia- 
ble to Inconveniences, becaufe of 
it’s Stiffnefs ; wherefore it muft 
‘bé poured hot upon the Part, 
or the Hair muit be fhaved a- 
way ; and Ointments prove of- 
ten abortive, becaufe of their 
Slipperinefs, or at leaft have no 
other Effe&t, than to foften and 
relax the Parts to which they are 
applied; but a Charge, that is 
made into a fit Body and Confi- 
ftency, is liable to tew of thefe 
Difadvantages ; but with all the 
eafe in the world will infinu- 
ate itfelf, notwithftanding the 
Hair, and adhere as faft to the 
Skin, asany of our commonPla- 
fiers do to the naked Body of a 
Man. . 

They are of different Inten- 
tions, asall other Forms of out- 
ward Application, fome being 
chiefly emollient, others difcui- 
five, and fome altogether repel- 
lent; of which Kind are moft 
of thofe termed cold Charges ; 
fome of which are alfo ftiled de- 
fenfive, or ftrengthening. Their 
principal Ufe is to heal Parts 
that are weakened by Falls, 
- Bruifes, Sicknefs, or any other 
kind of Accident, where the 
Joints, Nerves, and Sinews are 
affected, to bring down cold and 
phlegmatick Swellings, andfomee

times to dry up watry Corrup- 
tions, which create an ulcerous 
Difpofition in the Legs, and o- — 
ther Parts of the Body. 

‘ Take Oil of Turpentine one 
© Pint, and mix with it the Pow- 
‘ dersof Wormwood, Lavender; 
“ flowers, Agrimeny, and St. 
* Fohn’s Wort, of each two Oun-: 
* ces; put them over a Charcoal 
“ Fire in a Skillet, and ftir them 
‘ well together for a quarter of 
‘ an Hour; then add Fenugreek 
© and Linfeed in fine Powder,. 
* of each two Ounces, Ointment 
* of Marfhmallows four Ounces, 
© rectified Oil of Amber half a

Thefe Appli- 
cations, when they are made in 
time, by their Coldnefs and A- 
ftringency, fo preferve the Tone 
of the Veffels, as to hinder them 
from yielding to the Influx of 
the Blood; by which Means they 
become all one as a Stay to any 
Part that is relaxed and weakned; 
but they will be yet more effe- 
ual to thofe Parts, when they 
can alfo admit of Bandage. 

This is alfo of great fervice to 
abate the Heat and Inflammae 
tion that attend large Wounds, 
being applied over the Dreffings; 
and is likewife very good to cool 
the Heat and Inflammations of 
the Eyes, being laid all over the 
Head and Temples.

Service imaginable, to cure the _

of a long Continuance, or caus’d 
by the Foulnefs of the Blood fol- 
lowing fome Difeafe; in which 
Cafe, it is never proper to make 
ufe of repellent Medicines, or 
thofe whofe chief Efficacy is of 
that Sort; but rather to ufe fuch 
as are fomewhat warm and {pi- 
rituous, of which the following 
is an Example. |

if a Charge be made for the

and Digeftives, that are the moft 
effectual for the Cure of Wounds 
or Ulcers, for drawing Impoft- 
humes and Abfceffes, or any o- 
ther Intention, to which Things 
of this Form are appropriated, 
without troubling the Reader 


with a great many of thofe ufe- 
lefs Compofitions, wherewith the 


Farriers Books fo much abound,

becaufe it is hard to be got, un- 
lefs it be in London, it being fome- 
what troublefome to make; but 
it is certainly worth every ones 
while to have it, that practifes 
among Horfes, andmay be made 
in the following Manner. 

Firft boil the Litharge in the 
Oil over a very gentle Fire, con- 
tinually ftirring, that it may not 
fly over; and when they are in- 
corporated together, take it off 
the Fire, and pour gently into 
it a,fufficient Quantity of Wa- 
ter to keep it from burning. 
The Gums muft be diffolved in

draw out the Matter, where the 
Fibres are very ftrong, but is 
apt to create an ill Difpofition 
in the Part, by relaxing too 
much. : 

Solleyfell makes it after the Man- 
ner of the French Apothecaries, in 
the following Manner, which is 
much the beft for Horfes.

€ Suet, Rofin, and black Pitch, 
« of each half a Pound, cut them 
“ into {mall Pieces, then put five 
© Pounds of Oil- olive in a Ba- 
‘ fon or Pot, fet it over a pretty

‘ is hot, add the other Ingredi- 
‘ ents; after they are wholly 
* melted, ftrain the liquid Mafs 
« througha Piece of Canvas, or 
* coarfe Cloth, and add a Pound 
‘ of Turpentine, ftirring it con- 
‘ ftantly till it itbecold.’ So fhall 
* you have an excellent Suppu- 
‘ rative, called Bafilicum. 

This is the beft Ointment for 
all ordinary Ufes, ta be {pread - 
go Flax, or fine Hurds. It will 
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cure any Wound or Sore, where 
there is not an ill Difpofition 
of the Blood and Juices, or where 
‘the Part has nor been vitiated by 
improper Applications, or other 
bad Management.

This is particularly adapted to 
paralytick Numbnefles, and alfo 
to all cold and pituitous Difor- 
ders inthe Legs, Pafterns, Knees, 
Loins, or any other Parts of an 
Horfe’s Body, where the Muf- 
cles are affected. It is admirable 
to rub any Part of an Horfe’s 
Body, that has been injured by 
lying abroad in moift and cold 
Weather, or by travelling in the 
Night, which fometimes caufes 
fuch a Relaxation in the Mufcles 
and nervous Parts, that an Horfe 
is fcarcely able to move after it. 
The propereft Way to ufe all 
fuch Things is, firft to rub the 
Body foundly, or the Parts that 
are moft affected, and after thay 
to make ufe of fome good Bath, 
or Fomentation, fuch as have 
been prefcribed for that Purpofe, 
ia 
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in it’s proper Place ; then apply 
the Ointment, rubbing it well 
againft the Hair, holding an hot 
Bar of Iron as near as poffible ;

It feldom 
miffes to cure the Mallenders, 
Sailenders, Crown-fcab, or any 
of thofe foul feabby Ulcers about 
the Legs and Pafterns, as the 
Kibes, Pains, ec. but when thefe 
are attended with a pretty large 
Swelling, as happens fometimes, 
when the Humors are dam’d up, 
it will always be convenient to 
apply either with this, or previ- 
ous to it fome good emollient 
and opening Cataplafm, to ripen 


the Humours for aDsfcharge. It 
- is allo very good for the Farcin, 


but when there happens to be an 
ill Difpofition in the Part, foas to 


- occafion a preternatural Growth 


of proud Fiefh; then the fharp- 
er Applications may be ufed, 
though nothing of that Nature 
will readily happen, if the Di- 
geftive with Quickfilver, be ufed 
in time.

‘Take Quicklime and Auri- 
* pigmentum, of each an Ounce, 
‘ Bay-falc and common Soap, of 
* eachtwo Ounces, Euphorbium — 
‘and white Hellebore, in fine 
© Powder, each a Dram, Oil of | 
* Alder, St. Fobn’s Wort, or Ro- 
© fes, what is fufficient to make 
© it into the Confiftence of an 
© Ointment. - 

This is a good Ointment to 
deftroy proud Flefh in any Ul- 
cer or Sore,’ where moift Appli- 
cations can prevail; but if it be 
continued, after theUlceris grown 
{mooth, it will be apt to cre- 
ate Inflammation, for the fame 
Reafon it fhould be fpread no 
larger than to cover the Excref- 
fence, except where the whole 
Ulcer is very foul. This is al- 
fo of very great fervice in all 
fharp and cankerous Eruptions up- 
on any Part of the Body, and 
to anoint the Farcin-knots, that 
have an ulcerous Difpofition, ta- 
king care always to ufe it no 
where, but on the affetad Part, 
and if the Joints or Sinews be 
youched, the Eruptions on all 
fuch Parts, ought only to be a, 


nointed 
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nointed flightly with it. TheHorfe 
fhould alfo be fo fecured, while 
this, or any other corrofive. Ap- 
plication is made to him, that 
he may not lick or bite himfelf 
in any Part, otherwife he willbe 
apt to do himfelf a Mifchief. .A~ 
nother Caution is alfo neceffary 
in the Atpplication of alf fuch 
Medicines, and that is, to fpread 
them as thin as poflible upon the 
Lint or Flax, and to make ufe 
of firm Bandage over them, if 
the Part can:allow it; for by that 
Means, the Cure of all Ulcers 
will be the fooner effectuated, 
becaufe the Bandage, by preffling 
the Part, and {queefing out the 
Moifture, not only makes way 
for the Medicine to operate, but 
alfo when the proud Flefh is 
once deftroyed, it prevents its 
rifing again, by the Preffure it 
makes upon the Part. 

But if Ulcers happen to be 
on Parts where Bandage cannot 
be conveniently made, or if a 
Swelling or Inflammation hap- 
pens upon applying Bandage, 
then Recourfe muft alfo be had 
to inward Means, tor thatis, for 
the moft part, a Sign of an In- 
difpofition of the Blood, unlefs 
whenit ismade too tight, which 
Mifmanagement will alfo occa- 
fion the fame Symptoms. 

Thus we thought fit to lay 
down thefe few Hints concerning 
the Application of corrofive Me- 
dicines, tho’ fomewhat foreign to 
our prefent Purpofe, becaufe they 
are the moft dangerous, at the 
fame time they are no doubt 
the moft efficacious.

the Mufcles of the Throat hap- 
pen to be affected. The Manner 
of applying them is by {preading 
a {mall Quantity at a time up- 
on the Part affected, holding an 
hot Bar of Iron, to make them 
fink in,and when you have drained 
_ off fo much, as makes the Inflam- 
/ mation give way, and the Swel- 
ling come down, you may drefs 
the Sores with plain Bajilicon, 
or any other Digeftive, until they 
are skinned over. 

They are alfo of very great 
fervice to cold pituitous Swel- 
lings, or where the Mufcles and 
Ligaments are affected with too 
much Humidity; for by draining 
part of the Moifture, the Tone 
of the Fibres is recovered, and 
the Part reftored to its A€tion. 
This makes them ferviceable in 


all old Griefs in the Shoulders, | 


_ Hips, and may alfo be applied 
fometimes to the Legs, if the 
Horfe be otherwife found ; but 
‘when an Horfe is foul, and in- 
wardly difeafed, any Applicati- 
on that caufes an Irritation, 
may be of ill confequence, and 
breed Ulcers, as the Legs are 
the moft dependent Parts of the 
whole Body, and oftentimes be- 
come the Sink and Drain of all 
the Humours; neither are repel- 
 lents very fafe in Cafes of ine 
_ ward Indifpofition, as thefe drive 

them back upon the principal 
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Bowels. But the Reader may 
confult our Farriers Guide, where 
particular Direétions are given 
concerning thofe Matters. 

A Retoire may be made ftrong- 
er, or weaker, by increafing or 
diminifhing the Quantity of the 
Flies ; and in fome important 
Occafions, that require a large 
and {peedy Revulfion, the Pra- 
étitioner may adda fmall Quan- 
tity of Sublimate, Quicklime, Re- 
algar, or any othet Corrofive, but 
with this Caution, viz. never to 
apply any fuch to the Sinews, 
or nervous Parts, left by going 
too deep, they occafionConvul~ _ 
fions, orbrred Ulcers, by wound- 
ing the Tendons. | 


From Solleyfell and others. 


There are abundance of Medi- 
cines under this Title in the 
Sieur de Solleyfell, tho’ many of 
them, as himfelf obferves, donot 
ftriétly come under the Denomi- 
nations of Ointments, but ought 
rather to have been intituled P/a- 
fiers or Charges, as fomeapproach 
nearly to the one, and fome alto- 
gether to the other, We. fhail 


here only infert thofe of each In- 


tention, that we judge to be the 
moft efficacious and eafy, with 
fuch Remarks and Obfervations 
as may render them the more 
ufeful. 


Ointment Oppodeldock. 


© Take of the dry Roots of 
‘ Marfhmallows, Comfrey, Gen- 
‘ tian, long Birthwort, and An- 
my U * gelicas 
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* gelica, of each an Ounce and 
an half ; the vulnerary Herbs, 
thatis, Sanicle, Lady’s Mantle, 
Moufe-ear, Cat’s Foot, Adder’s 
Tongue, and Perrewinkle, of 
each half an Handful, Leaves of 
‘Rofemary, Sage and Lavender, 
of each an Handful andan half, 
Flowers of the laft three Herbs 
(if they be in Seafon) of each 
an Handful, Juniper -berries 
two Ounces, Cumin-feed one 
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half an Ounce, Camphire four 
Drams; ftamp the Roots, cut 
the green Herbs, and beat the 
Juniper-berries and dry Herbs 
grofly, throwing away the 
Stalks and Husks ; put them 
in a Cucurbit, or the lower 
part of an Alembeck ; and pour 
upon them three Pints and an 
half of Spiritof Wine rectified ; 
then fit to ita clofe Head with- 
out any Opening, fuch as is 
ufed in the Circulation of Sub- 
{tances ; or, inftead of this, 
take a Matrafs with a long 
Neck, and fo large, that all the 
above-mentioned Subftances 
being put into it, two thirds 
of it may remain empty ; then 
take another fmall Matrafs, and

But this Ointment may be made 
to as good purpofe, with much 
lefs Trouble, by digefting theIn- 
gredients in the Spirits, inalarge 
Glafs Bottle, that will bear. the 
Heat of Afhes, or hot Sand, or 


even letting it ftand near the Fire 
for fome Days, for the Spirit of 


Wine will draw out their Tin- © 
&ture witha very moderateHeat, 
efpecially if the tartarized ae oy

of Wine be ufed. I would ad- 
vife any one who makes this 
Ointment, to increafe the Quan- 
tity of the Camphire, from two 
Drams, which is ordered in the 
Recipe, to.an Ounce at the leaft, 


or two Ounces, which will be 


little enough for fo great a Quan- 
tity of the Ointment; fora great 
deal of the Virtue confifts in the 
Soap and Camphire ; albeit, it 
muft be confefled moft of the 
other Ingredients are alfo very 
good. When you have made 
your Tincture, all you have to do 
is to remove it from the Fire, 
and let it ftandina cold Place to 
fettle; and then pour it off gent- 
ly, and when you have taken the 
Ingredients out of the Bottle or 
GlafsBody, and dried it very well, 
pour the Tincture intoit again, 
and put in your Soap in very 
{mall Slices as directed ; fet ina 
gentle Heat of Sand, or in hot 
Afhes, until the whole is incor- 
porated, and brought to the Con- 
fiftence of an Ointment. 

This is ordered to cureShoul- 
 der-fplaited and Hip-fhot Horfes, 
and for Strains, Wrenches, and 
Diflocations in all Parts. The 
Manner of ufingit, isto chafe the 
Part with a Whifp of Straw till 
_ it grow hot, then apply the Oint- 
ment, rubbingit with your Hand, 
until it fink intothe Skin, and lay 


on frefh Ointment three or four — 


‘Times, rubbing it in every time, 
thata fufficient Quantity of it may 
enter.

Tt is certainly very warm and 
penetrating, and therefore affifts 
greatly in all old Griets, efpeci- 
ally where the Flefhand Sinews 
are fhrunk, by increafing the na- 
tural Heat, and drawing thither 
the due Supplies of Nourifhments 
whereby the fubfided Veffels are 
inlarged, and filled with theif 
proper Juices, fo that the Part 
is again reftored to its Action 
and Vigour. 

The fame Properties render it 
alfo very ufeful in old Rheuma- 
tifms, and other Diforders in the 
human Body, which have taken 
rife at firft from fome violent 
Bruife or Strain, arid which bear 


an Affinity to thofe, for which it 


is applied to Horfes.

things of the like Nature, - be- 
fides the Corrofives ; but few 
keep thofe fort of Ointments, but 
add fuch cleanfing, or healing 
things as they find needful ; and 
for the moft part gentle Corro- 
fives applied dry, with the Af-_ 
fiftance of Bandage, are made to ‘ 
do the Bufinefs ; but we fhall 
tranfcribe the Receipt of it, and 
thofe who will give themfelves 
the Trouble to makeit, need no 
other to drefs Ulcers, for it wiil 
ferveinftead of AZgyptiacum, the 
Unguentum <Apoftolorum, or any.

Our Author obferves, that an 
Italian Groom, who communi- 
cated to him the Defcription of 
this Ointment as a great Secret, 
cured many Horfes without ap- 
plying any other Remedy, and 
that he religioufly obferved his 

_ Promife to him in never publifh- 
ing it, during that Groom’s Life. 
It is alfo good to cure Warts, 
uitter-bones, Scratches, and all 
manner of Excrefcences, when it 
is judicially applied, and well 
looked after. | 
Solleyfell has feveral.other Oint- 
ments of the f@tne Intentions, 
_ with thofe already inferted; but 
thefe are beft, and moft effi- 
cacious : He has alfo fome Forms 
‘particularly for the Feet, name- 
ly, the Ointment of Plantain, 
which is defigned to make the 
Hoof grow ; one he calls the 
Conftable’s Ointment, and another 
of equal Parts of Honey, Tar and 
Greafe, to make it grow tough. 


_- The lafthe commends very much 


-and fays it is both cheap, and 
more efficacious than all thofe 
coftly and elaborate Ointments, 
which were fo much boafted of 
in his Time; and certainly no- 
_ thing can be better than a Mix- 
ture of Tar, Honey, with afuf- 
ficient Quantity of Oil, or Hog’s 
Greafe, in allcommon Cafes ; for 
if there be an Indifpofition inthe 
Part, anda Tendency to Ulce- 
ration, thofe fimple Dreflings 
mutt be laid afide, and Things 
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of more Efficacy made ufe of ; 
for which Purpofe, none can be 
better than thofe we have alrea- 
dy inferted, particularly the - 
Lyptiacum,, Apoftles Ointment, or 
Schmits Ointment, and he that 
would pretend ta make a Cure, 
in thofe Cafes, ought to be well 
acquainted with the Nature of 
Ulcers, and their Effeéts, accor- 
ding to their different Situation, 
and to make fuch Alterations in 
his Dreflings, as are neceflary in 
particular Symptoms. 

The fame Author has alfo in 
his Book feveral Ointments for 
the Cure of Wounds, particular- 
ly the Hermits Ointment, and the 
Hunters Ointment, which dif- 
fers but very little from Schmits 
Ointment, or the reft of that 
Tribe, fave only, that they have 
the Juice of fome vulnerary Plants, 
which was very frequent in the 
old Compofitions; the other In- 
gredients, that are of any Effica- 
cy, are the Vitriols, Quicklime, 
Arfenick, Orpiment, Sublimate, 
and fuch like things, which, ac- 
cording to the modern Practice, 
are as well added to any plain 
deterfive Ointments to make them 
more cleanfing, according as the 
Circumftances require; andthere- 
fore, tho’ it is fomewhat foreign 
from our prefent Defign, which 
is only laying down Recipes, with 
an Account of their Virtues, yet 
that this Work may be as ufeful 
as poflible, we fhall here obferve 
that thofe thet are fimple, will 
be fooner cured by acommon Di- 
geftive of Turpentine and Honey, 
or Turpentine and the Yolks of 
Eggs, than with thofe fharper A p- 
plications ; for if the Wound or 
Sore be clean, thefe will be apt. ° 
to caufe an Irritation, and fome- 

U4 times, 
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times violent Pain, which brings - 
a Swelliug and Inflammation in- 
to the Part, with a Flux of 


Humours, which creates an ul- | 


cerous Difpofition, where there 
was none, and then indeed the 
fame Dreffings muft probably be 
continued to carry off the Mif- 
chiefs themfelves have created ; 
befides that others will be re- 
quired, fuch as fpiritous Fomen- 
tations, to take down the Inflam- 
mation, and abate the Flux of 
Humours. But if a Wound, ei- 
ther from the Difpofition of the 
Part, in which it is fituated, 
or from an ill Habit of Body, 
turns foul and ulcerous, Appli- 
cations with Vitriols, Verdegreafe 
or fuch other things, as will 
keep them {meoth, and deftroy 
the mortified Parts, muftthenbe 
required, and if thofe grow full of 
infenfible dead Excrefcences, Rea!- 
gar, Sublimate, Quicklime, Or- 
piment, or even the actual Cau- 
tery itfelf will alfo be found ne- 
ceflary to deftroy them, before 
a Reunion can be formed: Thefe 
Accidents happen chiefly about 
the Feet and dependent Parts, 
and where-ever they chance to 
be fituate near the Tendons, 
which oftentimes makes corrofive 
Applications the more neceflary 
in the Cure of Horfes, their 
Sinews being very large, fo that 
a continual Ichor and Difcharge 
of vifcid Matter drains from 
them; andlikewife from the In- 
teguments of the Mufcles, which 
are very thick, and this Matter 
turns to proud, fungous Flefh; 
but it is time enough to apply 
fuch Dreffings, when the Sym- 
ptoms require it. 

‘Tt is ‘certain from what has 
~~ been fad, that a plain Wound, 


while it is fre: from any ulce™ . 
rous Difpofition, requires nothing 

but plain Digeftives, with the 
Affiftance of Wine, or fome fpi- 


ritous Liquor to wafh it; and 
when it grows foul, then the 2- 
Sy ptiacum, the Apofiles Ointment,

© quench’d or intirely difappear, 
“an Ounce of Cantharides in 
* fine Powder; mix them with 
* a Pound of Tar, and make an 
* Ointment. 

_ This is from Solleyfell; you 
muft firft rub the Mangy Places 
with a hard Whifp of Hay, and 
then chafe them with this Oint- 
ment. It is certainly as good as 
any, for the Purpofe to whichit 
is intended, the T'ar being pre- 
ferable to Hog’s Lard, or any o- 


ther greafy Thing, as it gives a

Body to the Medicine, by which 
it adheres the more firmly to 
the Skin, and likewife as it will 
cleanfe and heal the raw Places, 
while the Brimftone and Quick- 
filver rectify the Juices: But I 


~ am of Opinion in all common 


Cafes, the Cantharides may be 
omitted, the Ointment being of 
itfelf fufficient to cure the mange 
without them. 

_ ‘There are very few Ointments 
in our Englifh Writers, but what 
are taken from the Italians, which 
are chiefly a Mixture of fome 
of the Capital Officinal Oint- 
ments, with thinner Subftances, 
which is agreeable to their Way 
of Praétice, who very much ufe 
Fritions,and Embyrocations, both 
to the human Body, and to their 
Horfes. They confift for the moft 
Part of Nerve Oil, Dialthza Oil, 


- or Ointment of Bays, with a 


Mixture of Oil of Turpentine, 
Oil of Spike, Oil of Petre, and 
fometimes with Effential Oils 
and Spirits; but we thall not 
take up Room to infert them, 
but refer the Reader to the 11th 
Seftion of Embrocations and Fo- 
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mentations, where there are fe- 
veral Compofitions of the fame 
Nature ; we fhall therefore only 
take notice of one firft publifthed 
in Evgli(h by Blundevil,and which 
has been {ince copied by Markams, 
De Grey, and others. It is the 
Accopumof the Antients whous’d 
it both externally as an Ointment, 
or Charge, and internally as an 
Eleétuary, and was in great Re- 
putation for Horfes, from the 
Time of Theomnefius, who cured 
‘a Horfe he loved exceedingly, 
who was frozen almoft ftiff, 
while he carried his Mafter from 
Poonia into Italy, over the Moun- 
tains, in a violent Storm, which 
killed many Horfes of the Army.

Griefs in the Joints, Sinews,and — 
all other nervous Parts, where 
there is either Drynefs, or too 
much Relaxation and Softnefs. 
The Ancients ufed it in all fuch 
Cafes, and likewife were wont 
to diffolve it, and fquirt it into 
the Nofe in violent Colds, and 
in all Diforders in the Head. 


They alfo gave it, as a Confe- 
ction, inward)y, in all Cafes of 
Malignity, diffolved in a Cup of 
Wine: But fome of the Ingre- 
dients, as the Oil of Spikenard 


-and Oleum Cyprinum, are not 


now to be had, tho’ thefe might 
be fupplied by adding a fufficient 
Quantity of Spikenard in Pow- 
der, and increafing the Quantity 
of the Oil of Bays. 3

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Of PLASTERS. 


Plafter is a Compofition 
| made of Oils, Wax, Ro- 
fins,Gums, Meals, Roots, 


and many other things reduced 
to Powder; but fo compounded 
and mixed with refinous Ingre- 
dients, that it keeps a folid 
Form, and adheres clofe to any 
Part whereuntoit is applied, All 
outward Intentions of ripening, 
drawing, deterging, and repel- 
ling, are aimed at by Plafters ; 


and in fome Cafes they are very 
ferviceable, tho’ they are but lit- 
tle ufed to Horfes, becaufe of 
the Hair, which makes them 
fomewhat troublefome and diffi- * 
cult; and likewife, as fome of 
them are hard to be made, and 
therefore Charges have chiefly 
taken place initead of them in 
the Practice of moft Farriers and 
Horfemen, though in fome ol 

la 
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Plafters are more convenient and 
ufeful than they, and are alfo of 
longer Duration, and Continu- 
ance. We fhallbegin with thofe 
Difpenfatory Forms that are ehief- 
ly made ufe of in the Compofi- 
tion of Charges, or have other- 
wife obtained in the Farrier’s 
Practice. . 


Diachylon, 


* Take Mucilage of Marfh- 
¢ mallow-roots, Faenugreek and 
“ Linfeed, of each a Pound, old 
* Oil three Pound, Litharge one 
£ Pound and an half; boil toa 
© Confiftence. 

The Litharge muft be made 
into fine Powder, and fifted, and 
boiled with the other Ingredi- 
ents, ina wide-mouth’d Pan, that 
is not deep: If it is not of an high 
enough Confiftence, when the wa- 
try Parts of the Mucilage are e- 
vaporated, you muft putin more 
Water, orherwife it will turn 
black; but the Matter muft be 
boiling hot, when you put in the 


‘Water, or elfe taken off to bequite _ 
* to Rolls. 


cool, otherwife it will flow over 
the Pan. This is a Plafter of a 
very great ufe, as a Cooler and 
Dryer, and threfore many Per- 
fons cure {mall Sores with it, 
{pread upon Cloth or Leather. 
It is alfo the Bafis of many ex- 
temporaneous Forms, and is an 
admirable Ingredient in moft 
ftrengtbning Charges, and other 
ftrengthning Plafters. Moft Apo- 
thecaries, for Cheapnefs, and to 
fave Trouble, make it with Lard 
inftead of Oil, and take Water 
inftead of the Mucilage, and for 
that Reafon, can fell it cheaper, 
than any one can make it gey 
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nuine; but the Plafter is the 
worfe in many Cafes, tho’ as a 
Repellent it is fully as good, as 
when it is made according to 
Prefcription. 


Diachylon with the Gums. 


‘ Take of the Mucilage made 
‘ of Raifins, Figs, Fanugreek, 
© Marfhmallow- Roots, and Lin- 
© feed, half a Pound, Birdlime, 
‘ the Juices of Orrice and Squills, 
* and Sheeps-Foot Oil, of each 
© an Ounce and an half, Oils of 
© Orrice, Camomile, and Dill, 
‘ of each eight Ounces, Litharge 
‘in fine Powder one Pound, 
« Turpentine three Ounces, Re- 
‘ fin and yellow Wax, of each 
‘ two Ounces. Firft boil the 
* Mucilage with the Oils and 
‘ Litharge, till the Litharge is 
‘ throughly diffolved, then mix 
‘ the other Ingredients, keeping 
© continually ftirring, Laft of 
‘ all, add Bdellium, Sagapenum, 
‘ and Ammoniacum ftrained, and 
‘ make a Plafter to be formed in- 


This is an admirable good Pla- 
fter to foften and fuppurate Tu- 
mors, being {pread thick upon 
Leather, or poured warm upon 
the Part, firft fhaving away the 
Hair, or to be mixed with Char- 


_ges, or Cataplafms of that Inten- 


tion. It does alfo Service being 
applied to Sinew-Sprains, or to 
any weak Part, unlefs there be 
a too great Defluxion of Humors, 
in which Cafe it would be apt 
to caufe Heat, Pain, and Inflam- 
mation; but when it is mixed, 
with others that are repellent, it 
feldom has any fuch Effect. ss

The Mucilage Plafter. 


© Take Mucilages of Elm-bark, 
« Fenugreck and Linfeed, of each 
« four Ounces and an half, Oils 
© of Camomile, Lillies-and Dill, 
© of each an Ounce and an half; 
< boil the Mucilages with the Oils 
© tillthe watry Partsare confum’d; 
« then take Ammoniacum, Galba- 
©“ num, Sagapenum, and Opopo- 
© nax, diffolved and ftrained with 
€ Vinegar, of each halfan Ounce, 
« yellow Wax cut into {mall Sli- 
© ces, twenty Ounces; boil alto-

_ ‘This is accounted the beft fup- 
purative Plafter to ripen any Swel- 
ling, and fit it to break; and be- 
eaufe itis of a foft Confiftence, 
it is very proper tobe mixed with 
Tupentineand Meals, to be apply’d 
after the manner of a Charge, or 
it it be apply’d by itfelf, the beft 
Way is to fhave away the Hair, 
and pour it warm upon the Part, 
fpreading it very thick with a 
wooden Slice, and laying over it 
Flokes of the Colour of the Horfe: 
It is very good tolay to Windgalls, 
and all flatulent Tumors, on any 
Part of a Horfe’s Body ; it will 
foon ripen the Gelly, and make it 
turn to Matter. 


De Minio, or Red Lead Plafter: 


* Take Red-Lead nine Ounces, 
© Oil of Rofes one Pound and a 
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* half, Vinegar fix Ounces, boil: 
* toa due Confiftence. 

This Plafter requires a good 
deal of Care as the Diachylon ; 
it muft be boil’d in a large, flat 
and wide-mouth’d Pan, and kept 
continually ftirring, otherwife it 
will be apt to fwell, and fly over, 
efpecially whenit isalmoft enough. 
It is a very good Plafter in all the 
fame Intentions as the Diachylon, 
being a good Dryer, and repel- 
lent, and will alone ftrengthen 
any Part, that has been newly 
weaken’d, being poured upon it 
warm, and cover’d over with 
Flokes. The Red de Minio, is 
made thus, viz. . 

‘ Take Red-Lead one Pound, 
* Oil of Rofes a Pound anda 
‘ half, yellow Wax half a Pound, 
* boil to a Confiftence. 

It is intituled to the fame Vir- 
tues as the other, but is very apt 
to dry and turn brittle. 


De Minio with Soap. 


€ Take Oil-Olives two Pound, . 
“ Red-lead one Pound, Caffile- 
€ Soap half a Pound ; firft boil . 
‘ the Red-lead+and Oil, till they - 
‘ be incorporated together, ad~ 
‘ ding a |ittle Vinegar, to fepa- . 
€ sate the Parts of the Red-lead, - 
‘and when all the watry Parts 
‘are evaporated, which may 
«be known, by letting a lit-

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€ all is throughly incorporated, 
« take it off the Fire, and make 
* it up into Rolls. 

This is an admirable good 
Plafter, and a great Strengthner 
of the nervous and finewy Parts, 
and for that Reafon is very pro- 
per for Horfes, that cannot be 
{pared from riding or Labour ; it 
. may be fpread thick on Leather; 

and apply’d to the griev’d Part, 
the Hair being firft fhav’d away, 
and it will remove moft aching 
Pains in the Joints or Sinews, af- 
ter old Strains, by hard Labour, 
or any other Accident. If it be 
diffolved with Oil of Spike, Oil 
of Turpentine, or mix’d with 
common Turpentine, it makes as 
good a Charge as any in all thofe 
Intentions, to heal old gouty or 
rheumatick Infirmities in Horfes : 
It fhould lie on, till it begins to 
crumble, and then be renewed 
again, until the Part is perfectly 
recovered. , 

The Rupture-Plafter, and the 
©@xycroceum are alfo very good 
ftrengthening Plafters, and are of 
great Service apply’dlikea Charge 
to the Shoulders, Hips, Legs, or 
when the Back is {way’d, or in 

any Diforder of the Reins, but 
‘the one confifts of a very great 
Number of Ingredients, which 
muft all be pounded, and there- 
fore makes it troublefome; and 
the other is fomewhat expenfive, 
becaufe of the Saffron; wherefore 
we fhallomit them at this Time, 
there being other Forms {ufficient 
to anfwer in thofe Intentions. 


Mercurial Plafters. 


‘ Take Frogs No. 6. Earth 
* Worms halt a Pound, Hogs 
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* lard two Pound, and as much 
* white-Wine, boil to the Con- 
* fumption of the Aquofity, that 
is, till the watry Parts areevapo- 
© rated and wafted. ‘Then ftrain 
* the Lard, to which put a Pound 
© of Litharge, and with frefh 
* Wine boil'd, till they be incorpo- 
‘rated. Then put in Wax, Oi 


_ © of Bays, and of Spike, of cach 


* four Ounces, Vipers fat three 
« Ounces, Frankincencetwo Oun- 
* ces, and Euphorbium in Pow- 
© der half an Ounce, with Quick- 
‘ filver half a Pound, firft well 
* incorporated with two Oun- 
‘ ces of Turpentine, liquid Sto- 
‘ rax an Ounce and a half; and 
© the Oil of Spike likewife may 
* be kept apart for this Ufe i. e. 
* to incorporate with the Mer- | 
* cury, becaufe it will work the 
‘ eafier, and take it up the 
© fooner. 

This Method of making the 
Mercurial Plafter has been taken 
from Dr. Quincy, whovery rea- 
fonably complains of it, as it 
ftands in the College Difpenfa- 
tory, and particularly, that the 
Quantity of the Quickfilver is 
toolittle; wherefore he has with 
feveral other very advantageous 
Alterations increafed it double. 
And Iam of Opinion, if twelve 
Ounces be taken inftead of half 
a Pound, it will be yet more ef- 
ficacious to Horfes. 

It is certainly one of the beft 
Plafters that ever was framed, 
to diffolve all Nodes, and hard 
Swellings in any Part of the Bo- 
dy, and is no ways a troublefome 
Application; it may be fpread 
on Leather very thick, and the 
Hair being firft fhaved away, may 
be apply’d to Spavins, Fardons, 
Carbs, Splints, and Oftets; see 
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it they be not of a very long 
Standing, it will either diffolve 
them quite,or fo far move the Hu- 
mours, that they will ripen, and 
turn to Impofthumation ;_ this 
laft is an Effect that 1 have fome- 
times known, tho’ it moft com- 
monly diffolves without ripen- 
ing. It will cure {cabby or tet- 
terous Ulcers, and nothing is 
comparable to it for Windgals, 
excepting cauftick Medicines; all 
hard Swellings of the Kernels 
about the Throat, or any other 
Part, will foon yield to it. 

It does the greateft Wonders 
imaginable in the Cure of Ul- 
cers that are hard and dead a- 
bout the Edges, applying it con- 
ftantly {pread over the Pledget 
or Tent, as the Surgeons do their 
Dreffings, for it wonderfully at- 
tenuates the Juices, and opens 
thofe Canals that have been in 
a manner fhut up, and obftruct- 
ed for a confiderable tims; it 
willalfo, by a continued Ufe, fof- 
ten Warts, Rats-tails, Scratches, 


~ and other hard. Excrefcences a- 


bout the Legs and Pafterns, and 
will wafte and diffolve thofe 
Excrefcences that are foft and 
{pungy. If it be ufed as a co- 
ver over Ulcers, it muft be re- 
newed every Day, or every o- 
ther Day, like the Dreflings of 
a Wound, but when it is ap- 


plied to Parts that are dry, it. 


needs only be renewed, as often 
as it begins to loofen. 


The Sulphur - Plafter of Rolun- 
dus. 


© Take Balfam of Sulphur three 
© Ounces, yellow Wax half an 


* Ounce, Refin three Drams ; 
‘ melt them together, and add 
‘ Myrrh in fine Powder three 
* Ounces and an half, and make 
€ them into a Plafter. 

This is an admirable Salve 
to drefs Wounds and Ulcers 
and is very proper for Hor- 
fes that are obliged to travel, 
it being an eafy, and no ways 
troublefome drefling, requiring 
only tobe fpread on Leather, or 
thick Flaxen-cloth, and appli- 
ed frefh to the Part once a 
Day, with a Rowler tied round 
it, that in Cafe the Sore be on 
the Legs, to keep the Dirt from 
al the Water from wathing it 
off.

Hemlock-Plafter, with Ammonia-

© Take Juice of Hemlock four 
* Ounces, Vinegar of Squills and

If you have neither. the Hem- 
lock-plafter, nor the Sulphur- 
Plafter ; you may at any time 
contrive a Mercurial-plafter, by 
killing any Quantity of Quick- 
filver, as has been fhewn, and 
mix it with Diachylon, or De 
Minto, and it will make a better 
difcuffive Plafter, than that which 
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iscommonly fold by the Apothe- 
caries for Mercurial- Plafter, be- 
caufe you will be fure of ha- 
ving the full Quantity of the 
Quickfilver; whereas that which 
is fold, as fuch, is for the moit 
part no other but Diachylon co- 
loured with Quickfilver, where 
there is fcarcely half a Dram of 
the Mercury, in two Ounces 
of Plafter, whereas to anfwer in 
any Intention of moment, there 
ought at leaft to be half an 
Ounce. :
